Are hobbies important? Do arts 
and crafts work, postage stamp col- 
lection, photography, bird raising, 
antique collection, and hundreds of 
other types of avocations—do they 
really count? 

This is a question which many 
folks might ask themselves in this 
atomic age. To some folks, it might 
seem strange that tens of millions 
of Americans devote a lot of time 
in their den or in their attic work- 
shop or cellar or photographic dark 
room to these leisure-time activities, 
while all the world is so seriously 
concerned, about major international 
problems. 

Yet, the very fact that Americans 
do have these leisure-time pursuits 
symbolizes our wonderful standard 
of living. A portrait of an American 
puttering in a rose garden symbolizes 
the pursuit of happiness of Mr. 
Average Man, John Jones, and Mrs. 
Average Woman, Mary Jones, and 
by our youngsters. It symbolizes the 
fact that this country recognizes the 
priceless right of each individual to 
—T himself in the way he best sees 
it. 

Recognizing those facts, many of 
my senatorial and congressicnal col- 
leagues and 1 are giad to devote 
whatever limited time is available to 
fulfilling requests from hobbyists in 
our home States, particularly when 
the process serves important func- 
tions like aid to disabled veterans, 
to the blind, prevention of juvenile 
delinquency, etc. 


First Things in Legislation 
Come First 
Of course, not much legislation 
time is available and, as every citi- 
zen agrees, first things necessarily 
come first. As our people know, 
there are over 10,000 bills pending 
before the Congress covering hun- 
dreds of crucial subjects affecting 
American peace and _ prosperity. 
These, of course, are our primary 
concern. Mail on them runs to hun- 
dreds of letters per day. 


Fifth Annual Hobby Exposition 
In Milwaukee 

Yet, I am glad to call attention to 
hobbying because I feel that it is so 
important in the free American way 
of life. 

I am happy, particularly, to men- 
tion this subject because my own 
State of Wisconsin has been in the 
fore of avocational encouragement. 
In Milwaukee Auditorium from 
November 24-27, there will be held 
the fifth annual Wisconsin hobby 
exposition. This is a nonprofit civic, 
State-wide educational exposition de- 
signed to promote interest in hobbies 
and recreational activities for boys 
and girls, men and ‘women. Com- 
munity leaders always go all-out in 
their efforts to make this show a

certain success. I know their effort 
is repaid a hundredfold by the whole- 
some influence it has on the at- 
tendants of the show. If any of my 
colleagues or readers are in the 
vicinity of the Badger State during 
Thanksgiving week, I know they 
won’t want to miss our fifth annual 
Wisconsin hobby exposition. 


How Congressmen are in Contact 
With Hobbying 

My colleagues and I have almost 
continuous contacts with hobbying 
in at least four ways: 

1. We receive mail, phone calls, 
and visits from hobbyists from our 
State or district on hobby matters 
and legislation. 

2. Occasionally, we speak to vital 
organizations like the Red Cross, the 
YMCA’s, and YWCA’s, library 
groups, church groups, Boy and Girl 
Scouts, 4-H groups—all of which en- 
courage the arts and crafts. 

3. We have contacts with business- 
men who serve the hobby trades. 

4, Many of us, insofar as our lim- 
ited time will allow, enjoy ourselves 
in personal avocations. 


Consider the Index of American 
Design, for Example 


Yes, hardly a day goes by here in 
the Senate that my colleagues and I 
do not have some contact with one or 
more hobby topics. Thus, I may re- 
ceive mail from such organizations 
as the American Angora  Kabbit 
Breeders Cooperative, or a phone 
call answer may come from the 
Smithsonian Institution informing 
me of an exhibit they are having, or 
some Wisconsinite may drop up from 
the National Art Gallery to tell me 
about a Badger item in the Index of 
American Design. (This Index in- 
cludes native American patterns and 

prints from the earliest log-cabin 
og plus fascinating imported items 
like the intricate designs of decor- 
ated German style beer mugs.) 


Indeed, we have contact with hob- 
bying not only in our own offices 
but on the Senate floor when legis- 
lation comes up, affecting hobbies, 
for example, commemorative-stamp 
policy, tariff bills affecting hobby 
items, postage-rate bills, etc. 


Nominally Priced Hobby Publications 
And Free GPO List 

Naturally, we in the Congress are 
glad to be of service to our hobby- 
ing constituents. Sometimes this 
can be done by the sending of ap- 
propriate literature. Of course, we 
all appreciate the fact most sizable 
Government publications must bear 
a charge, because alert hobbyists 
know how heavy is Uncle Sam’s 
financial burden. 

The Government Printing Office 
keeps my colleagues and myself in- 
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formed of various booklets which it 
and other agencies issue on hobby 
topics. In fact, the GPO has sum- 
marized a list of its principal hobb 
booklets in a free leaflet entitled, 
“What Is Your Hobby?” Incidentally, 
this free list is so popular that it 
has gone into its fifth edition. 


Wisconsin’s Fine Folk Music 
Collection 

Incidentally, while I am on the 
matter of recordings, I might men- 
tion the folk-music collection of the 
Library of Congress. Its central col- 
lection of American folk music re- 
corded on the scene’ throughout 
America is an adjunct of regional 
archives administered locally. 

It is with pride that I note that 
the music department of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin was the first to 
cooperate with the Library of Con- 
gress in that aim. 


Senator Wiley’s Folk Music 
Broadcasts 

On several of my radio broadcasts, 
I nave played folk tunes record- 
ed right in Wisconsin — a Polish 
dance, a Swiss yodel, a German lied, 
a Norwegian sc ottische, as sung by 
real Badgers who recall the lovely 
melodies of the Old World. And, too, 
I’ve played tunes like the Dying Wis- 
consin Soldier, a plaintive Civil War 
folk song as recorded in Berlin, Wis. 

We in the Badger State are par- 
ticularly proud of the Old World 
cultures from which most of us de- 
rive. When our dad or granddad or 
mom came here, invariably they 
brought with them the arts and 
crafts like Norwegian rose-maling of 
their native hearths. These avoca- 
tions have been passed on down 
through the years. 


How Hobbies Aid Health and 
Veterans’ Welfare 


One great advantage of hobbies, as 
has been previously pointed out, is 
their great benefit to people who are 
mentally or physically ill, folks with 
nothing interesting to keep them oc- 
cupied, as well as people who have 
no sense of contributing, of being 
useful. The fact that hobbies can 
help such people, even heal such 
people, has been proven by the won- 
derfully constructive work done by 
the Red Cross Arts and Crafts or- 
ganization, by the Goodwill Indus- 
tries, Inc., by the Division of the 
Blind in the Library of Congress, 
and, along a different line, by such 
fine youth groups as the Boy Scouts, 
the Metropolitan Police Boys Clubs, 
the YW and YMCA’s as well as the 
YW and YMHA’s, 

There is hardly a town or hamlet 
in our great United States that 
hasn’t heard of the magnificent work 
the Red Cross does by helping our 
sick and discouraged veterans back 
to health. Paraplegics with useless 
legs are taught to hammer metal 
into beautiful designs and utilitarian 
objects, so that they strenghten and 
use the upper parts of their bodies 
while at the same time they gain a 
sense of satisfaction from the metal 
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objects they make. The deafened 
may be taught the fine art of pho- 
tography so as to sharpen their 
sense of sight, ‘while the memtally ill 
may be taught to relax and keep 
calm through the love of music. 


The Fine Work Done By Goodwill 
Industries 
Organizations, such as the Good- 
will Industries, Inc. (which is, of 
course, well represented in my own 
State of Wisconsin), do work along 
a slightly different line, but equally 
constructive and valuable. Started 
back in 1902 in Boston, this organi- 
zation today consists of over 90 local 
organizations which provide about 
20,000 jobs annually to disabled 
people reconditioning toys, clocks, 
clothes, and so forth, for which they 
are paid about five and one-half mil- 
lion dollars annually in wages. Good- 
wi.l further widens the circle of its 
benefits by cooperating with State 
vocational rehabilitation services and 
the Veterans’ Administration in help- 
ing to train the handicapped in a 
useful occupation. A _ particular 
reason for mentioning Goodwill alon 
with hobbies is because they teac 
their disabled hobby-type occupations 
—woodcraft, needlecraft, toycraft, 
leathercraft, clock mechanics, and so 


on. 
How Hobbies Aid The Blind 

Hobbies are a_ great comfort to 
folks who live perpetually in dark- 
ness—our blind. The Division of the 
Blind of the Library of Congress has 
done a tremendous piece of work in 
this connection by distributing 
thousands of “talking books” and 
books in braille all over the country. 
These books are a hobby in them- 
selves, since reading is considered 
one of the most popular hobbies of 
all. In addition, these books open the 
way up to new hobbies by describing 
such topics as_ knitting, fishing, 
ceramics, and other such hobbies 
that the blind can learn. 


Curing Juvenile Delinquency 

Along a somewhat different line is 
the invaluable work done to prevent 
juvenile delinquency in our young 
folk. Boy Scout groups teach our 
youth to tie knots, to create beauti- 
ful wallets, belts, and other objects 
in leather, to cook and bake in the 
outdoors, to become acquainted with 
nature’s flora and fauna, and to par- 
ticipate in other wholesome, health- 
ful activities with clean-minded, clean- 
spirited young friends. 

Metropolitan Police Clubs, the Y’s 
and ether such groups too numerous 
to mention, carry out hobby activi- 
ties along a somewhat different line, 
but their aim and achievements are 
the same—to build our youth of to- 
day into the leaders of tomorrow. 
Incidentally, I might mention that 
our Federal and State prisons from. 
time to time have contacted me per- 
sonally to request information and 
booklets on hobby activities for the 
inmates of their institutions. 


Hobbyists Perform Vital Interna- 
tional And Emergency Duties 
Few folks need be told how hobby- 
ists aid Uncle Sam in times of war, 
during civilian emergencies and_dis- 
asters and in other national and in- 
ternational matters. 


Thus, it is a 


generally accepted fact that the 
technically able “hams” or amateur 
radio operators formed the backbone 
of the armed services radio corps. 
So valuable were their services dur- 
ing the war that a Military Amateur 
Radio System (MARS) has _ been 
established as part of the National 
Guard, the ROTC, and the Organized 
Reserve Corps, vital elements of our 
present peacetime military program. 

Another great service performed 
by hams is for no less a vital organi- 
zation than the United Nations. 
Through the fine medium of the In- 
ternational Amateur Radio Union, 
hams have been relaying United 
Nations news bulletins around the 
world. Over 2,000 hams are signed 
up as UN Amateur Radio Aides. 
Through the use of K2UN, the United 
Nations Amateur Station at Lake 
Success, they keep the airwaves hum- 
ming 6 to 8 hours a day with vital 
international messages. As if these 
two national and international con- 
tributions were not sufficient, hams 
are also of great help in times of 
national emergency and_ disaster, 
such as flood, earthquake, typhoon 
or tornado, and so on. Many a life has 
been saved by the Johnny-on-the-spot 
ham who sent urgent messages for 
help over his radio outfit. 


Other Hobbies Promote Good Will. 

Other hobbies are beneficial in 
national and international matters. 
Thus, the stamp hobby helps create 
international good will by acquaint- 
ing hobbyists with facts about for- 
eign countries, their customs, their 
religions, their leaders, their history, 
their shrines, and so on. The collect- 
ing of autographs and_ historical 
documents has a similar salutary ef- 
fect for much the same reasons. The 
same holds true for the collection of 
foreign dolls, or of old books, of old 
laces, of silver and china. A greater 
appreciation of our Indian problem 
is the result of the collection of In- 
diancraft, while understanding prob- 
lems:comes about from from such 
hobbies as fishing and hunting, col- 
lecting of birds eggs, imitation of 
bird whistles, study of flora and 
fauna, ete. 


Model Aviation Vital In This Air Age 

Model airplane enthusiasts have 
long been recognized as real con- 
tributers tc our civilian and military 
air progress, while the tinkerer or 
amateur inventor has been repons- 
ible for some highly valuable inven- 
tions. Along the same lines, the 
hobbyist who raises bees, Angora 
rabbits, Angora goats, gamecocks, 
mink, chinchilla, domestic fox, badg- 
ers, and other such animals, has 
helped these industries progress far 
more rapidly than might otherwise 
have been possible. 

There are, of course, numerous 
other reasons why the hobbyist 
should be saluted and why I person- 
ally always try to give as much at- 
tention in a crowded day as possible 


to avocational matters raised by my 
constituents. 


Congressmen Have Hobbies, Too 

The heavy schedule of a Congress- 
man does not, of course, permit much 
leisure time for their own pursuit of 
However, as some of my 


hobbies. 
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colleagues put it, the very heaviness 
of that schedule (an 80-hour work- 
week) sometimes requires that a 
hobby be practiced so as to provide 
an outlet for the tensions that are 
built up. Many of our national ma-: 
gazines and newspapers have written 
up the wood-carving hobby of Con- 
gressman Walt Horan, Senator Mar- 
tin’s collection of Currier and Ives 
prints, Congressman Boykin’s rescue 
of dogs in pounds, etc. 

Senator Wiley’s Cheese Recipe Hobby 

My own hobby comes about as the 
result of the fact that my home State 
of Wisconsin is the biggest and best 
cheese producing State in the Union. 
Its tempting, tasty, nutritious, deli- 
cious cheeses are known throughout 
the ‘world. Say, you’ve probably 
guessed it. My hobby is collecting 
and concocting cheese and other 
dairy recipes. 

Conclusion 

Well, in answer to my opening 
question, hobbyists do count even in 
the Atomic Age, in fact, especially 
in the Atomic Age. 

If but a few of the peoples who 
are caught behind the iron curtain 
could see John Jones, average Amer- 
ican, working at his metal working 
hobby, or having fun in any other 
type of way, I think that these folks 
in lands across the seas would have 
a better idea of the priceless bles- 
sings that Americans enjoy.

NEW CATALOG 
OF ACOUSTIC 
DISC RECORDS 


Compiled by Julian Morton Moses, 
this 200-page book lists all vocal and 
solo instrumental Victor Red Seal 
discs of the acoustic era, as well as 
the majority of Columbia, Vocalion, 
Brunswick and Pathe-Actuelle cele- 
brity recordings of the same period. 
For some reason, the Columbia-Fono- 
tipia series is not listed, though it is 
mentioned and discussed. Cylinders 
and hill-and-dale (vertical-cut) are 
not included, but occasionally certain 
ones are referred to in the text. The 
arrangement of material is both al- 
phabetical and numerical. That is to 
say: the artists are placed in alpha- 
betical order, which is as it should 
be; and under each name the records 
are listed in numerical order, a sys- 
tem to which some collectors may ob- 
ject on the grounds that the titles 
would be easier to find had they been 
placed in alphabetical order. How- 
ever, listing the records in numerical 
order rather than alphabetically by 
title is a perfectly logical system and 
by following it Mr. Moses was able 
to utilize a simpler method of indicat- 
ing dates of issue. Instead of having 
to date each record individually, he 
divides the lists into groups, each of 
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which is headed by the manufacturer’s 
name and the approximate date when 
the records appeared. The first group 
of Caruso selections, for example, is 
headed: Imported Victor Red Seal 
1908; the second: Victor Red Seal 
1904-05 (piano acc.), and so on until 
the end of the list. 

For most of the artists Mr. Moses 
has written brief introductory re- 
marks which are sometimes to the 
point, sometimes not. Curiously, he 
does not furnish any factual data, 
such as when and where the artists 
were born and died, when, where and 
what they sang. For these vital sta- 
tistics, collectors who purchase this 
guide will have to look elsewhere. 
But this, after all, is only a minor 
drawback. 

A valuable feature of this catalog 
is the numerical list of all series of 
Victor Red Seal records, except the 
famous 5000 series, which occupies 
some 23 page-sides in the back of the 
book. In addition, there is a consider- 
able amount of introductory and ex- 
planatory material which beginners 
especially should find most helpful and 
informative. There is also a brief 
Foreword by Giuseppe de Luca whose 
English prose style is not unlike that 
of Mr. Moses. 

Although only paper-bound, this 
book is quite substantial and lies well 
in the hand. It is well printed (I 
noted very few errors) and at $3.75 
it is a remarkably good buy. 

What many of you will want to 
know now is whether this Collectors’ 
Guide to American Recordings will 
conflict with the tremendously com- 
prehensive American Record Index 
which was announced and described 
in the January issue of HopBies. The 
American Record Index will, of course, 
include all the titles listed in the 
Moses catalog (and a great deal more 
besides) but nevertheless the latter 
has certain advantages which must 
not be overlooked. It is available now 
and it is far easier to handle than 
will be the American Record Index 
which, because of its huge size, must 
appear in parts. In short, both cata- 
logs are heartily recommended. In- 
stead of choosing between them, buy 
both, that’s my advice. Personally, I 
cannot imagine how any serious col- 
lector will be able to get along with- 
out them. 

NOTE: The publication date of Part 
I of The American Record Index has 
been postponed; let us hope it will be 
ready by the time these words appear 
in print!

RICHARD J. JOSE I 


By JIM WALSH 


(NOTE. — In preparing this 
biographical sketch of Richard 
José (pronounced Hoh-ZAY), I 
have had the help of several of- 
ficials of the State of California, 
by which Mr. José was em- 
ployed for many years before 
his death. I should like to thank 
the following for their courteous 
assistance: Governor Earl War- 
ren; John J. Fisher, the execu- 
tive officer of the State person- 
nel board; D. D. Watson, com- 
missioner of the State Division 
of Real Estate; R. S. Davis, as- 
sistant commissioner at the 
Sacramento office; and Gaylord 
K. Nye, supervising deputy at 
San Francisco. Especially warm 
thanks go to Mr. José’s widow, 
who has remarried and is now 
Mrs. Therese José Hamlin, for 
her valuable assistance in plec- 
ing together many of the details 
of her late husband’s career.) 


The Final Curtain Department of 
the November 1, 1941, issue of the 
theatrical magazine, The Billboard, 
contained the following brief death 
notice: “Richard S. José, 71, ballad 
singer who helped popularize ‘Silver 
Threads Among the Gold,’ (died) at 
his home in San Francisco October 
20. Born in England, he came to this 
country as a boy soprano at the age 
of eight. He later appeared with the 
San Francisco and Lew Dockstader 
minstrels and also appeared for 
many years in ‘Old Homestead’ and 
at the Old Academy of Music, San 
Francisco. Survived by his ‘widow, 
Theresa.” 

That item. contains at least two 
errors. Mr. José’s middle initial was 
not S., but J., and his wife’s name is 
Therese. Too, there seems to be 
considerable doubt as to the age at 
which the singer left England for 
the United States, although he cer- 
tainly was only a small boy when he 
arrived in our Far West. But if 
The Billboard’s curt obituary had 
been filled with the details which I 
shall give, its readers would have 
learned that Richard José had one 
of the most colorfully romantic 
careers of any theatrical notable of 
his generation. 

Since record collectors. are particu- 
larly interested in the singing done 
by Mr. José before the old-time horn, 
let’s go back 88 years from that 
1941 death notice—all the way back 
to 1903. In that year the fledgling

Victor Talking Machine Company 
felt proud because it had just signed 
the most popular minstrel and vaude- 
ville singer of the day for a series 
of records. These appear not to have 
been the first records Dick José had 
made. The late Frank Dorian, who 
was associated with the Columbia 
company for the greater part of his 
more than 40 years as a_ business 
executive, told me that José “made 
a couple of Columbia cylinders many 
years ago.” They probably were is- 
sued in the 1890’s, but I don’t know 
what they were and have never seen 
them listed. It’s fairly probable, too, 
that the young singer also did some 
recording for other cylinder compan- 
ies that have long been out of ex- 
istence, but I can’t say definitely 
that he did. 

To signalize José’s signing an ex- 
clusive contract, Victor issued a 
small, four-page folder, on which the 
company’s address is given as “Phil- 
adelphia, Pa., U. S. A.,” instead of 
Camden. That is puzzling, but I as- 
sume that Victor had business offices 
in Philadelphia for a short time, 
while its factories were at Camden, 
across the Delaware river. The folder 
contains a front page picture of Mr. 
José, and is entitled, “Special List 
of Monarch and De Luxe Records by 
Richard José, the Famous Centra- 
Tenor.” The front page also reveals 
that 10-inch, single-faced black label 
Victor records (then known as Mon- 
archs) sold for $1 each, and the 12- 
inch De Luxe size at $1.50. The back 
page shows a Victor talking machine 
with a large metal horn and a cabi- 
net adorned with too much ginger- 
bread carving and the company gets 
in a plug for its new Red Seal re- 
cords, saying: “Red Seal Records 
are heard to the best advantage when 
played on the NEW TAPERING 
ARM MACHINE—the height of me- 
chanical perfection.” 

Turning to page two, we find the 
following interesting biographical 
sketch: 

“A big-framed, big hearted, blue- 
eyed boy with the voice of an angel; 
he will never be anything else to his 
friends and they are glad of it — 
such is Richard José, the most suc- 
cessful ballad singer in the world. 
Besides his supurb voice and the 
personal qualities which have made 
him so popular, Mr. José has a his- 
tory which is_ interesting and 
romantic. 

“Twenty-nine years ago in Corn- 
wall, England, young José’s voice 
was first heard. Even in his infancy 
he was set down as one who, in the 
figurative language of the peasants, 
was ‘born with a bird in his throat.’ 
At the age of six, Richard was the 
wonder of the village in which he 
lived because of his beautiful voice. 
When young José was twelve years 
old, his father died and the boy was 
sent to his uncle in Nevada. After a 
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frightful voyage, ending in the wreck 
of the vessei in which he had taken 
passage, he arrived at his uncle’s 
home only to find him gone, no one 
knew where. 

“Young Richard, with his plucky 
spirit, determined to make his own 
way and became an apprentice to a 
blacksmith at Reno, where he re- 
mained several years, building up 
the strong frame and deep chest 
which were to help make him fam- 
ous. But his wonderful voice was 
soon discovered and he became a 
member of Reed’s Minstrels in San 
Francisco, at twelve dollars a week. 
So great was the sensation he cre- 
ated that in less than five months 
he was sent for by Dockstader and 
given a salary of seventy-five dol- 
lars. The rest is familiar history; 
suffice to say that he now draws 
the largest salary paid to any bal- 
lad singer in the world. Our patrons 
will doubtless appreciate the oppor- 
tunity offered them of obtaining 
these splendid records at the regular 
prices for ten and twelve-inch, and 
‘we anticipate an enormous sale for 
them.” 

Victor’s anticipations were rea- 
lized. The José records had “an 
enormous sale,” by the standards of 
that day. One of those listed in the 
folder was No. 2556, “Silver Threads 
Among the Gold,” the ballad with 
which the counter-tenor (a word I 
like better than “contra-tenor”’) was 
most prominently identified. The 
March, 1906, Victor record supple- 
ment said that “Silver Threads” was 
the biggest seller the company had 
issued up to then—although by June 
the honor had passed to Billy Mur- 
ray’s version of the great George M. 
Cohan hit, “You’re a Grand Old 
Flag.” 

This first 1903 list contains two 
ten-inch records by José and one 
twelve-inch disc. The ten-inch were 
2554, “Belle Brandon,” concisely de- 
scribed as “an old favorite”: and the 
already mentioned “Silver Threads 
Among the Gold,” of which the anno- 
tator said: “One of José’s greatest 
successes and sung by him for many 
years, it still is demanded by his 
audiences and moves them to tears 
just as it did in the old days.” The 
twelve-inch disc was “When I’m 
Away from You”—“a charming bal- 
lad just added by Mr. José to his 
repertoire.” 

There are a few discrepancies, of 
the type that seem inevitable when 
gathering information about pioneer 
recording artists, in The Billboard 
death notice and the Victor bio- 
graphical sketch which had been 
published more than a generation 
before. The Billboard gave Soseé’s 
age as 71 at his death. Victor said 
the singer was 29 in 1908, which 
would have made him 67 when he 
died 38 years later. Edward LeRoy 
Rice, in his book, “Monarchs of Min- 
strelsy,” gives the birth date as 


June 5, 1869. But the records of the 
State of California Division of Real 
Estate list it as June 5, 1872, and 
the singer’s widow says this is cor- 
rect—which means that when José 
died he was a few months past 69. 
The Billboard also said he came to 
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this country at the age of eight; 
Victor said his ocean voyage was 
made when he was twelve. and an- 
other source yet to be quoted puts the 
young traveler’s age at ten. 

It seems surprising that anyone 
with a Spanish name such as José 
should have been born in England, 
but the counter-tenor’s birthplace 
was Lanner, a village near the town 
of Red Ruth in Cornwall. José’s 
father was of Spanish descent, and 
his grandfather was a full- blooded 
Spaniard. His mother (whose maiden 
name ‘was Elizabeth Francis) was 
English. The singer’s baptismal 
name was Ricardo Juan José, but 
after he came to America he modi-

fied it to Richard J. José. It would 
be interesting to know how the Span- 
ish José family happened to settle 
in Cornwall, the locale of Gilbert 
and Sullivan’s immortal opera, “Pi- 
rates of Penzance.” 


Richard José married Miss Therese 
Shrieve, of Carson City, Nevada, on 
July 20, 1898. He was at the peak 
of his career when he made his first 
Victor records some five years later. 
I think this would be a good place 
to quote from a letter written to me 
years ago br another vaudeville 
favorite and pioneer recording artist 
who knew José well and loved him— 
the late Dan W. Quinn. To an extent, 
the lives of the two singers parallel, 
since José crossed the Atlantic as a 
boy, hoping to live with an uncle 
in the Far West, and Quinn, at an 
even earlier age, came from San 
Francisco to make his home with his 
grandmother in New York. Here is 
what Dan Quinn wrote: 


“Dick José. . . was a counter- 
tenor and, in my estimation, 
the finest ballad singer this 
country ever had. He came in- 
to great prominence singing 
‘With All Her Faults I Love 
Her Still.’ I never did hear 
ager (else) even try to sing 
it, and you may rest assured 
no one ever could. This song 
he owned ‘body and soul.’ This 
is not taking one iota from his 
ability in rendering other songs. 
He had an appealing voice, so 
full of love and_ heartbreak, 
and would bring the tears to 
anyone’s eyes who had a soul 
within him 

“T can see him now in my 
mind’s eye—Dick José singing 
‘My Gal Sal’, and seated at the 
piano no less a personage than 
the author, Paul Dresser, one 
of nature’s noblemen. Paul 
would accompany him on the 
piano, and how Dick ‘would 
render this beautiful ballad, and 
Paul sitting there, crying like 
a child, the tears rolling down 
his cheeks at the beautiful ren- 
dition. This is the gospel truth. 
He, Paul Dresser, was a great 
big good-hearted fellow who 
loved everybody and who was 
in return beloved by all who 
knew him, and when he wrote 
a song he put more human in- 
terest in it than any man alive. 
To hear Dick sing ‘Where Is My 
Wandering Boy?’ was a rare 
treat indeed. He sang fora long 
while in ‘The Old Homestead’ at 
the old Star Theater, corner of 
Broadway and _ Thirteenth 
street, New York City, and one 
of the songs he sang was ‘Day 
after Day,’ which was worth 
going miles to hear. I used to 
meet him at the Victor labora- 
tory in Camden. Either I’d fol- 
low him or he would follow me 
with our list of songs, also 
around at the different publish- 
ing houses.” 


Doesn’t that quotation bring the 
theatrical days of more than a gen- 


eration ago vividly to life? The

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AMERICAN PRINTS 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


A print is, in the widest sense, an 
impression of any sort, from a pre- 
historic and petrified foot-step to the 
words in  tomorrow’s newspaper. 
But collectors have always defined a 
print as a picture or design repro- 
duced mechanically in ink or pig- 
ment on paper or similar material. 
This can be effected by _ several 
methods, the simplest and oldest be- 
ing the use of carved wood blocks, 
the background of the pattern being 
cut away, leaving it in relief, so 
that ink applied to it can be trans- 
ferred to paper by pressure. This 
may be considered cameo printing, 
and is a very old process, invented 
by the Chinese. A few very fine 
prints have’ been made by it, the 
Japanese color-prints, and those of 
Baxter and LeBlond in Victorian 
England, uncolored ones by the early 
German Durer and the nineteenth 
century American Cole, and it is al- 
so, of course, the process used for 
type-printing. But, while it is also 
a simple process, requiring only 
blocks of soft wood and carving 
tools, it is also difficult to secure 
fine detail and shading with it, and 
its pictorial use during most of our 
American history was for newspaper 
and periodical illustrations, until it 
was superseded by the cheaper and 
quicker process of photo-engraving 
about 1900. 

An engraving is exactly the re- 
verse of a wood-cut, the design in- 
cised on a metal plate, ink spread on 
this, then wiped off, having enough 
in the outlines-“scratches” to be 
transferred to paper under pressure.

This is thus intaglio printing, the 
ink transferred by the under-cut, not 
relief areas, and, in engravings on 
hard-surfaced paper, the character- 
istic sharp lines actually stand out. 
For many years, copper was used 
for engravings, and, since it was 
rather slow work, even in this soft 
metal, several modifications were 
evolved. In one of these, the mezzo- 
tint, the entire surface of the plate 
is covered with fine criss-cross lines, 
using a special tool, and the aesign 
is “carved out” of this, showing light 
against a durk ground. Etching is 
another simplification, the surface 
of the plate coated with wax or an- 
other sort acid-resisting substance, 
through which the design is cut to 
the copper, an application of acid 
then etching or corroding the ex- 
posed lines in the metal, to be rzinted 
as in an engraving. By a similar 
process, the “aquatint”, masses as 
well as lines etched by acid, were 
produced, and still other variants are 
the “stipple engraving,” with lines 
of fine dots, and the “dry-point,” 
drawn with an etching needle. And 
all these ‘were developed into def- 
inite techniques, the mezzotint a 
favorite of the late nineteenth cen- 
tury French artists, the aquatint more 
popular in England. And all types 
can, of course, be colored by hand 
after printing. 

The first known American print 
is, as might be expected, a wood-cut, 
a portrait of the Rev. Richard 
Mather by John Foster of Boston, 
made for a book published in 1670. 
But there were very few American 
artists before the Revolution, and it 
‘is significant that several of these 
were silver-smiths, who learned en- 
graving as part of that trade. The 
most famous of all, Paul Re- 
vere, was one, but, actually, he made 
very few engravings, his well-known 
“Boston Massacre” and “View of Bos- 
ton,” and four or five others. Amos 
Doolittle, an apprentice silver-smith, 
did the “Battle of Lexington” and a 
few small portraits. On the other 
hand, the slightly earlier Peter Pel- 
ham of Boston engraved over a doz- 
en portraits in mezzotint, as did Ed- 
ward Savage, whose portrait of 
Washington, especially his ‘Wash- 
ington Family” have been reproduced 
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so many times. Savage also exper- 
imented with stipple engraving, but 
most of the other early artists, John 
Norman of Philadelphia, who made 
the first engraving of Washington in 
1779, Cornelius Tiebout of New York, 
and Robert Aiken, publisher of the 
“Pennsylvania Magazine” in 1775-76, 
worked in line only. 

During the first quarter of the 
nineteenth century, there were a 
number of more than competent en- 
gravers, and several prolific ones, in 
the United States. The painters, 
Charles Wilson Peale, who did two 
portraits of Washington, and Asher 
B. Durand, experimented with the 
process. Among the artist-engrav- 
ers, William Birch of Philadelphia 
made some etchings, and large line- 
engraved views of his native city; 
the Englishmen, W. J. Hill did. a 
number of our finest American views 
in aquatint, Hill’s prints in the “Hud- 
son River Portfolio”, some copying 
Bennett, considered the best, and Hill 
also issued his own album of land- 
scape prints in 1820. Then the pro- 
fessional or journeymen engravers, 
although they worked mainly on 
book illustrations and the like, Peter 
Maverick of New York, James Aiken 
of Philadelphia and others, added a 
few important prints, mainly small 
line engravings. 

After 1820, copper began to be 
supplanted by soft steel, hardened 
or tempered after engraving, and, 
while copper has remained the favor- 
ite medium of artist engravers, the 
cheaper and more durable material 
appealed to Mid-Victorian tastes. 
Large and very large prints, en- 
graved in both line and stipple, were 
made after 1840, but, unlike the 
earlier prints, were not colored. 
About this time, too, the rampant 
Americanism of the Federal Era had 
faded, and our standards of taste 
and art were those of Europe, main- 
ly England. Since the “imported” 
label was preferred, many of these 
steel engravings were brought trom 
England, heavily literary or classic 
subjects, or reproductions of Queen 
Victoria’s favorite paintings, especi- 
ally Sir Edwin Landseer’s animals. 
Our American print-makers natur- 
ally followed suit, the enterprising 
firm of Currier & Ives even import- 
ing the plates. But only a very few 
of these, American productions, the 
Washington, Franklin and possibly 
the Webster subjects, and the repro- 
ductions of paintings by the very 
American George Caleb Bingham, 
have any great interest to us of to- 
day. 

There is a third type of print, the 
lithograph, produced by printing 
from a stone which has the peculiar 
quality of taking a high polish, and 
still absorbing water. So the design 
is drawn on it with greasy ink, the 
stone is then soaked with water and 
coated with more ink, which clings 
to the already oily lines, but not to 
the wet areas. Thus this process is 
surface printing, the design trans- 
ferred from the surface only. The 
process was discovered in Germany, 
became popular in France, and 
reached America in 1818. Its im- 
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portance as a cheap and quick meth- 
od of reproduction made it an imme- 
diate success and, while the first 
commercially successful lithography, 
that of W. S. and J. B. Pendleton of 
Boston, was not established until 
1826, there were dozens of them 
along the Eastern seaboard within 
a decade, especially that started by 
their apprentice, Nathaniel Currier, 
in New York in 1834, which was to 
become the best-known and most 
prolific of all. The story of Ameri- 
can lithography has been told here 
in detail, and need not be repeated. 
But these prints were, as Currier 
& Ives advertised them “Colored En- 
gravings for the People”, often very 
hurriedly and cheaply produced to 
sell in quantities. The enormous 
total of . eighteen thousand tities 
known includes some few of super- 
lative quality, but they were con- 
sidered “cheap and common” by 
those ‘who could only bear to look 
at European imports, and there is a 
story that, while the Ladies’ Mount 
Vernon Association, about 1850, sold 
lithographs of Mount Vernon to raise 
funds for its restoration, the ladies 
erased the Currier & Ives imprint on 
many of them because Currier 
prints were “vulgar.” They still are, 
in the sense of belonging to the 
people. But all our American litho- 
graphs are thoroughly and distinctly 
American, which is why they are 
popular today.

_ The earliest mention of the camel 
is in Genesis 11-16, depicting the 
journey of Abram: “He had sheep 
and oxen and he-asses and men 
servants and maid servants, and she- 
asses and camels.” The camel played 
an important part in the history of 
the Jews, and the New Testament 
refers to this animal about 2,000 
years after it appeared in Genesis.

In 2-Chron. 9-1, when the Queen 
of Sheba heard of the wisdom. of 
Solomon, she came to prove him with 
some hard question at Jerusalem, 
with a very great company and cam- 
els that bear spices and gold. 

“When Jacob set out to meet Esau, 
he presented him with 220 sheep, 
220 goats, 50 oxen, 30 asses, and 60 
camels.” In 1-Chron 27-30 we read 
“Over the camels also was Obil the 
Ishmaelite and over the asses was 
Jehdedia the Meronothite. These 
were David’s camels. 

Under the Mosaic law, the camel 
was a forbidden animal, due to the 
fact that it did not divide the hoof, 
although it chewed cud and pro- 
duced milk, from which a sort 
of cheese was made and butter 
churned by filling a skin bag and 
beating it with a stick until butter 
appeared.

To the Arab the swift camel, 
Heirie, Mahiak or Deloul, with one 
small hump and long wiry legs was 
one of the prettiest sights in the 
world. It would make nine or ten 
miles per hour, and the rider fastened 
himself with two leather bands one 
under the arms and the other around 
the waist. The Old Testament men- 
tions the Deloul Isaiah 60-6. “The 
multitude of camels shall cover thee, 
the dromedaries of Midian and 
Ephah, all they from Sheba shall 
come: They shall bring gold and in- 
cense.”

The suggestion has been made that 
anyone ‘who wishes to practice camel- 
riding could do so by seating him- 
self on a piano stool, screwed as high 
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as possible, then setting it in a 
wagon with no springs, and sitting 
on top of it cross-legged, driving the 
wagon at full speed over a rough 
road. 

On the pack camel a sort of saddle 
was used to keep the load on his 
strange shape. A narrow bag about 
eight feet long was stuffed with 
straw, doubled and the ends together, 
forming a great wing which was 
placed over the hump, forming a flat 
surface. A wood frame was tiea on 
the pack-saddle kept in place by the 
girth and crupper. Then the load 
was tied together ‘with cords and 
slung over the saddle. Knots called 
“hitches” were connected so_ that 
when the beast was unloaded all that 
‘was necessary to do was to pull the 
string and the load fell equally on 
each side. 

Some of the beasts had easy quiet 
gaits while others were high-step- 
ping and rough riding. A fall from 
a camel’s back would be a distance 
of six or seven feet, plus the height 
of the saddle and cushions. A rope 
was tied like a halter around the 
muzzle having a knot on the left or 
“near” side, and a touch on the neck 
on the opposite side to that which 
the rider wished to go, with pressure 
on the shoulder with the heel, to speed 
it up. A tap on the head followed by a 
flip on his short ears meant full 
speed ahead. 

There are three kinds of sticks by 
which a camel is driven, but the al- 
mond branch with the bark and 
oblique head called the “mesh’ab” is 
the original of the jackal-headed 
stick with which many Egyptian 
deities are represented. Aaron’s rod 
which “brought forth buds and 
bloomed blossoms, and yielded al- 
monds” was the mesh’ab or almond 
branch sceptre, emblem of his rank 
and authority. 

In many parts of Australia especi- 
ally in time of drought, it is practi- 
cally impossible to travel without the 
assistance of a good camel. Camels 
were not imported into South 
Australia in any numbers until 1866 
when Sir: Thos. Elder established a 
herd of 109. In 1885, 661 were im- 
ported. 

Women rode in a great basket-like 
appendage slung on either side of 
the beast.—Gen. 31-34. 

Collars covered ‘with cowrie shells 
sewed on in fantastic patterns or 
made of silver were the ornaments 
on the camel’s necks. — Judges 
VIII-21. 

The Bactrian camel used by the 
Assyrians was a two-humped dnimal 
with a peculiar foot-structure. In 
winter, riders preferred them to 
horses, their long legs enabling them 
to walk on ice and snow. Camels 
were used as beasts of burden drag- 
ging the chariot and plough. “And 
he saw a chariot with a couple of 
horsemen, a chariot of asses and a 
chariot of camels, and he hearkened 
— with much heed.—(Isaiah 

-7). 


For work a mixed breed of the 
male Bactrian and female Arabian 
was thought best. They were 
harnessed to carts in pairs. A pole 
ran between them from the front of

Cherokee Cave In 
St. Louis 


A circular from Lee Hess, St. Louis, 
Mo., states that the Cherokee Cave in 
that city is to open soon. Cherokee 
Cave is a natural underground cave 
that is being augmented with special 
lighting and the addition of collectors’ 
items for the enjyoment of the public. 

Early in the exploration of Chero- 
kee Cave, a rich deposit of Pre-his- 
toric bones was disgovered. These 
bones were examined by Dr. George 
Gaylord Simpson, Curator of Fossil 
Mammals for the American Museum 
of Natural History in New York, 
whose expedition to St. Louis un- 
earthed more than 3000 individual 
bones. Dr. Simpson determined the 
bones to be those of an extinct pec- 
cary or wild boar (Platygonus Com- 
pressus) which probably lived before 
the last Ice Age, between 20,000 and 
500,000 years ago. The bones of an 
extinct Armadillo and a new sub- 
species of extinct Woodchuck (named 
Marmota Monax Hessi, for its dis- 
coverer Mr. Lee Hess) were also 
found. It is believed that Cherokee 
Cave is the only cave in the world 
where such a volume of pre-historic 
bones has been found.

The New England Conference of 
the American Association of Museums 
held its annual meeting recently at 
the Marine Museum, Mystic, Conn. 
Carl C. Cutler, curator of the Marine 
Museum, gave the address of welcome. 
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By A. MORTON SMITH 


The chief attraction of the circus 
for the showgoing public is the host 
of aerial and acrobatic artists gath- 
ered under the big top to display 
their amazing accomplishments, com- 
plemented’ by the trained and exhi- 
bition animals by the score. But the 
performing artists constitute a small 
part of the huge personnel necessary 
for the conduct of such a gigantic 
amusement enterprise as_ Ringling 
Brothers and Barnum & Bailey 
circus. 

To be sure, the press agents deal 
in astronomical figures in setting 
forth the wonders of the circus, but 
few are the showgoers who realize 
just what activities require the 
services of 1,187 persons, while only 
218 are the “actors” who perform in 
the arena. ; 

The 1949 route book of the Ring- 
ling circus, a small blue cloth bound 
volume, which is valued as a collec- 
tion piece by the cireusiana fancier, 
reveals the names and duties of the 
personnel, and is a keepsake of the 
employes of show, being primarily 
published as such. 

The circus spectator who buys a 
ticket and sits in the grandstand to 
witness a performance, scarcely sees 
half of the personnel of the show 
during an evening’s entertainment. 

Perhaps it would be interesting, 
then, to indulge in a breakdown of 
the circus personnel in its various 
departments to learn just why so 
many people are required to erect 
the tented city, display its wares and 
move it overnight to a new location. 

The circus is the principal busi- 
ness of a corporation which is ad- 
ministered by a board of directors 
consisting of a board chairman, 
president, vice president, treasurer, 
and secretary, along with half a doz- 
en directors. 

The board determines the general 
policies of the circus, which prepares 
for a season’s activities at the winter 
quarters in Sarasota, Fla., ‘where the 
show is an industry employing sev- 
eral hundred persons during the win- 
ter months when all equipment is 
overhauled, new properties con- 
structed, and the performance read- 
ied for the road. 

The activities are directed by a 
general manager, with a manager 
and assistant manager in direct 
charge of quarters activities. There 
18 an accounting office with an 
auditor, assistant, secretary and 


purchasing agent, with five ste- 
nographers and filing clerks on duty. 
Then there is the tent manufactur- 
ing department, headed by a super- 
intendent and foreman, four sail 
makers or tent builders and three 
machine operators. And there is the 
winter quarters maintenance force, 
with a foreman and eight workers on 
duty year round. 


This accounts for the permanent 
winter quarters employes, although 
hundreds who work in the various 
departments on the road are em- 
ployed at the quarters while the 
show is “at home.” 


As the show prepares for its an- 
nual tour, the general agent and his 
assistant go to work laying out the 
route and the agent travels about 
the country to the large cities to be 
visited while two contracting agents 
visit intervening towns to contract 
for lots, feed, and other require- 
ments, including necessary licenses 
and permits to show. A traffic man- 
ager makes the railroad contracts 
for the movement of the 90 cars in 
four trains over 20,000 mile route. 


Then the advertising an’ publicity 
departments go to -work. With a 
general press agent in charge, a con- 
tracting press agent spends one day 
in each town, contractmg for adver- 
tising space in newspapers and time 
on radio stations and leaving publici- 
ty material. Four story men make 
later visits to the same cities and 
towns to leave additional maternal 
and check up on the progress made 
in publicizing the show. A _ radio 
director works especially with sta- 
tions and a_ good will ambassador 
visits luncheon clubs and presents 
musical programs in connection with 
brief talks on the show. 


Three advertising cars visit the 
cities at intervals. There are 19 men 
on car No. 1, nine on car No. 2 and 
six on car No. 3, usually referred 
to as the brigade, which doubles back 
for opposition work when another 
circus bills the same town. There is 
an advertising inspector who checks 
on the work of the billing crew and 
a banner puller who removes the 
cloth banners tacked on the sides of 
buildings, ‘which would otherwise 
remain for many months. 


Three 24-hour men arrive in towns 
24 hours ahead of the show to double 
check on the lot, feed and food or- 
ders and other requirements previ- 
ously contracted, to make sure there 
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is no slip-up. And half a dozen 
downtown ticket agents work in 
shifts to visit each city for a four- 
day advance selling stunt. 

When the show arrives section by 
section, a train crew of 43 men, in- 
cluding a superintendent, three as- 
sistants and 39 workers, unload the 
big red wagons, while a crew of five 
look after the lighting at the runs. 
Simultaneously, a layout crew of 
25 men headed by a superintendent, 
is busy designating where each tent 
will be set up, layout pins being 
used for the purpose. 

As the wagons arrive on the lot, 
setting up of tents is the first order 
of business and a canvas crew con- 
sisting of a superintendent and four 
assistants with about 68 regular 
workers, supplemented by local help, 
erects the big top, while another 
crew of 15 men handle the sideshow 
canvas. Thirty-eight men, mean- 
while, under a superintendent and as- 
sistant, handle the trucks and trac- 
ters which move the show between 
the railroad runs and show lot. 

A cookhouse staff of 68 men, in- 
cluding a superintendent, three as- 
sistants and a butcher, ready the 
first meal of the day, while a super- 
intendent, three assistants and 33 
workers, string 24,690 feet of pow- 
er and light cable which carry the 
juice from 15 diesel light plants to 
every corner of the show lot. 

The menagerie top is soon in the 
air and it houses the many animals. 
Seventeen men look after the men- 
agerie cages, four have charge of 
the famous gorillas displayed in the 
menagerie, and there are 22 elegant 
men looking after the three dozen 
big pachyderms. 

Out in the horse tent, where ring 
stock animals are quartered, there is 
a superintendent, two assistants, two 
horseshoers and a _ harness maker, 
with 14 men in the stable depart- 
ment, and a veterinarian and an as- 
sistant on duty. 

The sideshow opens well in ad- 
vance of the circus proper with a 
manager and assistant in charge, 
four ticket sellers, two ticket takers, 
two lecturers and a man to look af- 
ter the sound system. Twenty-seven 
performers are presented, including 
freaks of nature and entertainers. 

Circusgoers find eight men man- 
ning the three ticket wagons on the 
lot, with two employes in the tax 
wagon. A staff of nine men is on 
duty at the show entrance taking 
tickets and there are two front door 
ticket counters. Inside the show, 
there are six reserved seat ticket 
sellers, and 36 ushers. 

The big top has been prepared for 
the performance by a staff of 52 
property men headed by a superin- 
tendent and six assistants, and 27 
men who handle the setting up of the 
seats. 

Two hundred and 18 performers 
take part in the program of 25 num- 
bers in the three rings and on five 
stages, while a band of 28 musicians 
furnish accompaniment. The ward- 
robe department numbers 34 persons. 

A crew of 86 persons provide

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The “Photography” of 
Our Ancestors 


The intimate charm of miniature 
painting, the “photography” of our 
ancestors, is to be seen in a special 
exhibition, Four Centuries of Minia- 
ture Painting at The Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. Fifty contemporary 
miniatures, chosen by the American 
Society of Miniature Painters to 
mark its fifteenth anniversary, are 
included in the display and show 
modern interpretations of an art 
which first became popular in the 
sixteenth century. 


Altogether there are nearly 300 
miniatures in the exhibition, some 
125 of which are from Ameri- 
can private collections and _ institu- 
tions. Outstanding examples to be 
seen include rare sixteenth century 
works by Jean Clouet, Nicholas Hil- 
liard and Hans Holbein; a series cf 
six delicate and detailed seventeenth 
century drawings, recently acquired 
by the Museum; numerous European 
miniatures of the eighteenth century 
and many fine American miniatures 
from the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries.

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Several outstanding early minia- 
tures of a type rarely seen in this 
country are three by Hans Holbein, 
the Younger (1497-1543), two by 
Jean Clouet (active 1514-1540) and 
five by John Hoskins, the Elder (died 
after 1686). In the eighteenth cen- 
tury group is a small rare Goya 
(1746-1828), several by John Smart 
(1741 ?-1811) all lent by A. J. Fink, 
and one by Richard Cosway (1740- 
1821) lent by the Cleveland Museum 
of Art from the E. B. Greene Collec- 
tion. 

Among the early American minia- 
tures of special interest are several 
by John Singleton Copley (1737- 
1815), including one of George Green 
lent by the Museum of Fine Arts in 
Boston, and another lent by the Yale 
University Art Gallery. Several fine 
miniatures by Edward Greene Mal- 
bone (1777-1807) include a portrait 
of Washington Alliston (1779-1843) 
lent by the Museum of Fine Arts in 
Boston. 

“With the introduction of the da- 
guerreotype in the last quarter of the 
nineteenth century,” Mrs. Allen said, 
“the intimate art of miniature paint- 
ings, small enough to be used as 
love tokens or family gifts, was re- 
placed by the new realism of photo- 
graphs. Contemporary miniature 
painters have tried to get away from 
the photographic technique so preva- 
lent in the 19th century and are re- 
viving this interpretive art form of 
the past.”

P. Harris, will be on view in Gallery

In Ezekiel 10-9 we find reference 
to the wheel. “And when I looked 
behold the four wheels by the cheru- 
bins, one wheel by the cherub and 
another wheel by another cherub 
and the appearance of the wheels 
was the color of a beryl stone.”

The first man to ride and tame a 


horse was supposed to be Melizyus, 
King of Thessaly. 

Several terms were used by the 
Hebrews to signify the horse. ‘Lhe 
chariot horses were called “Sus”, the 
cavalry horse ‘“‘Parash”. Among the 
scriptures involving the horse, there 
are few passages which do not treat 
it as an adjunct of war. 

From paintings and sculptures the 
biblical horse resembled the Arabian. 
Hoofs of these Arabians were never 
shed and the hardness of the hoof 
was rated one of his best qualities.— 
Isaiah 5-28. 

We read in 1-Kings 4-26 of the 
great establishment which Solomon 
kept for his chariots and horses. Be- 
sides those given him, he purchased 
both horses and chariots from Egypt 
and Syria, the chariots costing 6-0 
shekels of silver and the horses 150. 
Chariots were more valued in battle 
than horsemen. 

Again in 1-Kings 10-26 “And Solo- 
mon gathered together chariots and 
horsemen and he had a thousand and 
four hundred, and 12,000 horsemen, 
whom he bestowed in the cities for 
chariots.” 

During the conquest of Joshua, the 
chariot also played an important 
part. As long as fighting was con- 
fined to the mountains, no mention 
is made of them, but when they 
fought on level ground the enemy 
brought their dreaded war-chariots 
to bear upon the Israelites. In spite 
of these Joshua was victorious and 
destroyed all the horses and burned 
the chariots. 

In Exodus 14-16 we find Pharoah 
made ready his chariots to pursue 
the Israelites, and later we read that 
600 of the Egyptian chariot force 
accompanied him in pursuit and the 
whole army was delayed due to the 
loss of chariot wheels which made 
them drive heavily. “And _ the 
Egyptians pursued and went in after 
them. in the midst of the sea, even all 
Pharoh’s horse, his chariots, and his 
horsemen.” 

14-25. “And they took off their 
chariot wheels, that they drave them 
heavily.” 

Many years later the iron chariot 
‘was used against the Israelites by 
Jabin. Whether the Jews employed 
the use of scythe chariots, is not cer- 
tain, but by degrees the war chariot 
became to be one of the recognized 
forces of war. 

In Genesis 42-43 Joseph made 
rules. “And he bade him to ride in 
the second chariot which he had and 
they cried before him, bow the knee.” 

Psalms carry several references to 
war-chariots. 20-7. “Some trust in 
chariots and some in horse, but we 
will remember the name of the 
Lord.” 

76-6. God’s Majesty Declared. “At 
thy rebuke, O God of Jacob, both 
the chariot and the horse are cast 
into a dead sleep.” 

17-69. Song of David. Chariots of 
God are 20,000 even thousands of 
angels: the Lord is among them as 
in Sinai, in the holy place.” 

The chariot and horses of fire by 
which Elijah was taken up from the 
earth is a familiar story. 

Absalom had state chariots differ- 
ing in shape, being lavished with 
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costly jewels but with no thought of 
comfort. Some were semi-circular 
boxes on wheels, small, and hung 
low, with no springs. The floor was 
made of a network of leather ropes 
tightly stretched. They had two 
wheels and generally six spokes. To 
To the side was attached the bow 
and quiver, often covered with gold 
and silver and decorated with figures 
of animals. If the chariot carried 
two persons, two bow cases were at- 
tached to it crossing each other. The 
spear had a tubular case, in which 
it stood upright. Two horses were 
generally used, these being hitched 
to a center pole by a breast band, a 
very light saddle and a loose girth. 
On their heads were prnaments and 
feathers and tassels hung to their 
harnesses. Round their necks was a 
strap, to the end of which was at- 
tached a bell. 

Zachariah 14-20. “In that day shall 
there be upon the bells of the horses, 
holiness unto the Lord.” 

Sometimes the owner drove, but 
usually a driver was used, thus leav- 
ing the owner to fight with both 
hands.( If he drove his own chariot, 
the reins passed around his waist 
and the whip was fastened to his 
wrist by a thong, so when the char- 
ioteer used the bow, he would not 
lose his whip.* 

In 1-Samuel—6-7 we find the 
cart. “New therefore make a new 
cart and take two milch kine, on 
which there hath come no yoke, and 
tie the kine to the cart and bring 
their calves home from them.” “And 
take the ark of the Lord and lay it 
upon the cart.” (6-8). “And the cart 
came into the field of Joshua, a 
Bethshemite, and stood there where 
there was a great stone, and they 
clave the wood of the cart and 
offered the kine as a burnt offering 
unto the lord.” In 1-Samuel 6-7, when 
the Ark of God was sent back by the 
Philistines, it was carried in a cart 
of the tray and box kind. 


Improvement on the sledge and 
simple tray or shallow boxes on 
wheels of slices cut from tree trunks 
(not always round), was the stout 
pole fastened to the bottom of the 
cart with rounded ends thrust into 
holes in the middle of the wheels. 
Oil and grease were too costly to 
waste on lubrication and the screech- 
ing and groaning was an ear-pierc- 
ing sound. 

In 1-Chronicles 18-4. “And David 
took from him (Hadazarezer King 
of Zobah) a thousand chariots and 
seven thousand horsemen, and twenty 
thousand footmen; David _ also 
houghed (hocked) all the chariot 
horses, but reserved of them an 
hundred chariots.” 

I-Sam. 6-3, the Ark of God brought 
to Jerusalem. And they set the Ark 
of God upon a new cart, and brought 
it out of the house of Abinadab that 
was in Gibeah; and Uzzah and Ahio, 
the Sons of Abinadab drave the cart. 
6-6. And when they came to Nach- 
on’s threshing floor, Ussah put forth 
his hand to the Ark and took hold of 
it, for the oxen shook it. After the 
corn was threshed by the constant 
tramping of oxen feet, it was drawn 
away in carts. 
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Mechanical and Electrical Antiques 


HARVARD UNIVERSITY 
OWNS HISTORICAL APPARATUS 


Scientific apparatus used at Har- 
vard College in the Colonial period 
is now a part of the University’s his- 
torical memorabilia. It includes 
some of this country’s earliest scien- 
tific equipment. In all, ten early 
fields of scientific activity are re- 
presented, including astronomy, op- 
tics, mechanics, electrostatics, hy- 
drostatics, pneumatics, biology, mag- 
netism, chemistry and mineralogy. 

Comprising only a small part of 
the surviving instruments and scien- 
tific collections used at Harvard in 
the period ending 1837, the present 
is described by science historians as 
the best collection of 18th century 
scientific apparatus in the United 
States. 

The material shows that contrary 
to the statements of some historians, 
at the beginning of the 19th century, 
Harvard College gave its students 
something more than “a fair train- 


ing in Latin and Greek, a little math- 
ematics, and a touch of theology if 
they so inclined.” Nature of the in- 
struments indicates that they were 
used both for research and the ad- 
vancement of knowledge as well as 
teaching. 

The collection was assembled by 
Mr. David Wheatland of the Physics 
Department and including Dr. I. 
Bernard Cohen, historian of science, 
and Professor Samuel Eliot Morri- 
son, Harvard historian. 

Many of the instruments have 
figured prominently in the develop- 
ment of science. Of particular inter- 
est in this respect are several elec- 
tricity-making machines designed by 
Benjamin Franklin, a chemical ap- 
paratus invented by Joseph Priest- 
ley, telescopes used in Revoiution- 
ary period solar expeditions, and sex- 
tants with which the boundary be-

tween Canada and the United States 
was laid down. 

This collection, referred to as 
“Philosophical Apparatus” in the 
College’s archives, has been assem- 
bled over a period of years. Some 
instruments were collected from var- 
ious out-of-the-way corners of the 
University. Others came from col- 
lege lecture rooms, where even after 
150 years they were still used to 
demonstrate scientific principals to 
classes in elementary physics. 

Identification of much of the ma- 
terial posed the greatest problem to 
the committee. By using old inven- 
tories, invoices, descriptions of gifts 
and bits of correspondence, the com- 
mittee succeeded in identifying much 
of the material. Some was identified 
by comparing the actual pieces of 
apparatus with pictures of similar de- 
vices in 18th century textbooks and 
catalogs. 

Principal source for descriptions 
of the exhibits was the list kept by 
the holders of the Hollis Professor- 
ship of Mathematics and Natural 
Philosophy, the oldest endowed scien- 
tific professorship in the New World. 
All of the items appeared on either 
the John Winthrop list of 1765 or 
the Samuel Williams list of 1779. 

Although invaluable to the collec- 
tors, these lists also proved to be a 
source of difficulty. Written in long- 
hand, and frequently very abbrevi- 
ated, the descriptions were not al- 
ways specific. On the 1765 list ap- 
pears such descriptions as “a nest 
of brass weights,” “a fountain for 
compressed air,” “a machine for il- 
lustrating the wedge,” and “a machine 
for shewing the expansion of air.” 

These lists, apparently an inven- 
tory required of each new holder of 
the chair, included between one and 
two hundred items. Mixed in with 
the description of scientific appara- 
tus are such items as “one broken 
chair” or “a_ three-legged desk.” 
Commenting on the number and var- 
iety of the items on these lists, Dr. 
Cohen says that the Harvard Collec- 
tion of this period had no rival on 
the American continent in the 18th 
century, and was equal, if not super- 
ior, to similar collections in many 
European universities. 

None of the items in the collection 
date back beyond 1764. In that year, 
Harvard Hall, which housed the Col- 
lege Library and the elegant “philo- 
sophical chambers,” burned to the 
ground. All the instruments, as well 
as the infant school’s library then 
on hand, were destroyed. Within 15 
years, however, by gift and purchase, 
Harvard had assembled a new col- 
lection of Philosophical Apparatus 
even more extensive than the earlier 
one. Instruments from this collec- 
tion comprise the present display. 

Revealing the development of 
science during the last two centuries, 
the exhibition includes telescopes, 
balances, pullies, lenses, orreries, air- 
pumps, minerals and even mounted

In the field of astronomy, one of

the first sciences taught at Harvard, 
are several exhibits, including tele- 
scopes and orreries. The latter are 
small-scale planatariums which show 
the motions of the planets and their 
satellites. Done in brass and ma- 
hogany, one of these orreries is over 
six feet in height and diameter.

The Bells of Limerick 


The old bells that hung in the tow- 
er of the Limerick Cathedral were 
made by a young Italian after many 
years of patient toil. He was proud 
of his work, and when they were pur- 
chased by the prior of a neighboring 
convent near the Lake of Como, the 
artist invested the profits of the sale 
in a pretty villa on the margin of the 
lake, where he could hear their 
Angelus music wafted from the con- 
vent cliff across the waters at morn- 
ing, noon, and night. Here he in- 
tended to pass his life; but this hap- 
piness was denied him. In one of 
those feudal broils which, whether 
civil or foreign, are the undying 
worm in a foreign land, he suffered 
the toss of his all; and when the 
storm passed, he found himself with- 
out home, family, friends, and for- 
tune. The convent had been razed to 
the ground, and the chefs-d’cetivre of 
his handiwork, the tuneful chime 
whose music had charmed his listen- 
ing ear for so many happy days of 
his past life, had been carried away 
to a foreign land.

His hair grew white and 
his heart withered before he again 
found a resting-place. In all these 
years of bitter desolation, the mem- 
ory of the music of his bells never 
left him: he heard it in the forest 
and in the crowded city, on the sea 
and by the banks of the quiet stream 
in the basin of the hills; he heard it 
by day; and wnen night came, and 
troubled sleep, it whispered to him 
soothingly of peace and happiness. 
One day he met a mariner from 
over the sea, who told him a story of 
a wondrous chime of bells he had

Curfew Bell 


Pwshall’s History of the City of 
Oxford records: 

“The custom of ringing the bell at 
Carfax every night at 8 o’clock (cal- 
led Cufrew Bell, or Cover-fire Bell) 
was by order of King Alfred, the re- 
storer of our University, who or- 
dained that all the inhabitants of Ox- 
ford should, at the ringing of that 
bell, cover up their fires and go to 
bed, which custom is observed to this 
day, and the bell as constantly rings 
at eight, as Great Tom tolls at nine. 
It -is also a custom added to the 
former after the ringing and tolling 
this bell to let the inhabitants know 
the day of the month by so many 
tolls.” (1068). 


Curfew is believed to have been of 
Norman origin. Henry in his History 
of Britain tells us “The custom of 
covering up their fires about sunset 
in summer and about eight at night 
in winter at the ringing of a bell 
called the couvre-feu or curfew bells 
is supposed by some to have been 
introduced by Wm. I and imposed 
ns the English as a badge of servi- 
tude.

days when those big men, Richard 
José and Paul Dresser, were at the 
top of their respective fields—Dres- 
ser as the reigning dean of the pop- 
ular song writing world and José as 
one of its best loved singers. How- 
ever, the period of “My Gal Sal” 
was a time of sorrow for both. 
Through a series of misfortunes, 
Dresser had lost all his money when 
he wrote “My Gal Sal” in 1905, and 
lacked funds with which to promote 
the number which, after his death, 
was to become one of his greatest 
hits. He died, broken-hearted, about 
a year later without knowing that 
“Sal” was to rank with “On the 
Banks of the Wabash” as one of his 
most enduring songs—a true classic. 

And the former Mrs. José says 
that the singer also was a victim of 
bad luck in 1905. He was appearing 
at one of the Percy Williams vaude- 
ville houses in Brooklyn, when a 
heavy iron-bound “drop” fell from 
the flies and struck him on the head. 
The accident didn’t cause him to 
lose his voice permanently, but Mrs. 
Hamlin says that many stitches 
were taken in his head, which was 
bandaged for many weeks. His hair 
had been jet-black, but when the 
bandages were removed it was snow 
white. Next month I shall re- 
produce a photograph of the singer 
sent to me by Mrs. Hamlin. It was 
taken after the tenor had recovered 
and shows him with a mass of white 
hair. It is precisely like the picture 
reproduced by Victor in the 1903 
folder except that his hair is black 
in the latter and that he is wearing 
a different necktie and collar. But, 
aside from the change in hair color, 
the singer’s features look precisely 
the same in _ both pictures, taken 
many years apart. 

_ I have a vivid recollection of read- 
ing a newspaper item about José’s 
misfortune long after it occurred. It 
formerly was the custom of many 
Negro families in the South to cover 
the walls of their homes with old 
newspapers instead of plaster or 
wall paper. On one occasion, as a 
small boy, I went into a vacant 
house formerly occupied by a Negro 
family and saw on the wall a piece 
of paper with the name of Richard 
José prominently displayed. Being 
even then very much concerned with 
anything about an artist who was 
well known for his records, I read 
the story. It told of José’s suing the 
management of the theatre in which 

S accident occurred, and said that 
when he had finished telling of how 
for a time he was unable to speak 
above a whisper and his hair turned 
white, just about everybody in the 
courtroom, the judge included, was 
in tears. I have always remembered 
the date of that old newspaper as 
1917, but if that is right, the dam- 
age suit either had been long post- 
poned or had dragged through a 
protracted period. 

Apparently, Victor had recorded a 
considerable number of José songs 
before his accident occurred, for they 
continued to be issued regularly. In 
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1904 the first of his several records 
of sacred music was announced. The 
April supplement said: “Those who 
have never heard Mr. José sing any- 
thing but the popular ballads of the 
day will no doubt be surprised at 
his beautiful rendering of sacred 
songs and hymns. Organ accompani- 
ment is used for all Mr. José’s sacred 
selections.” The number issued that 
month was M2669, “Sun of My Soul.” 
In June, 1906, one of the tenor’s les- 
ser-known numbers, a 12-inch version 
of “The Blind Boy,” was issued. It 
is hard to find, but I have been 
lucky enough to get a copy. ‘rhe 
supplement said: “A famous dramatic 
song with which Mr. José made a 
great success some years ago. He 
has sung it for the Victor in re- 
sponse to many requests from those 
who heard it at the time when it 
formed part of Mr. José’s reper- 
toire.” “The Blind Boy” owed its 
popularity to its introduction in 
England by the late G. H. Chirgwin, 
a music hall performer who wore a 
‘white patch over one eye and was 
known as “The White-Eyed Kaffir.” 
He accompanied himself on the vio- 
lin, and an even more famous num- 
ber of his was “My Fiddle is My 
Sweetheart.” 

I doubt that Mr. José did any re- 
cording after his accident. His last 
Victor record was issued in 1907, al- 
though two of his most popular 
selections, “Abide With Me” and 
“Belle Brandon,” were taken over 
into the double-faced list, which be- 
gan in 1909. Several of the single- 
faced numbers also remained in the 
catalog for many years. Meanwhile, 
he had sung all the favorite numbers 
in his repertoire. These included, 


besides those already mentioned, 
“Dear Old Girl,” “With All Her 
Faults,” “Killarney,” “When You 


and I Were Young,” “Ben Bolt,” 
“Home, Sweet Home” and “We’ve 
Been Chums for Fifty Years.” What 
I hope is a complete list of the José 
records will be given at the end of 
this series.

able static electric machine, an elec- 
tric sparker, and several models of 
houses to demonstrate the effective- 
ness of lighting rods. One, called a 
“thunder house,” contained a small 
charge of gun-powder to illustrate 
what would happen when a house 
was not properly protected with rods. 
Euriometers, devices for showing 
the effect of combining gases, appear 
in the chemistry part of the exhibit. 
One such instrument, used by the 
third Hollis professor in the early 
19th century, is believed to be the 
oldest surviving piece of chemical 
apparatus at Harvard. Other ex- 
hibits in this field are a chemical 
slide rule, and instruments for in- 
vestigating steam and gases. 
Specimens from Professor Peck’s 
collection of dried fishes, the oldest 
surviving biological exhibits in the 
University, highlight the displays in 
the biological field. One of three 
fish on view is labelled “common 
sucker from the Charles River, 1790.” 
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or miner-

versity appear in the section of the 


The oldest geological 
alogical specimens in Harvard 


exhibition devoted to these fields. 
They consist of a specimen of barite 
from Saxony, part of a gift from the 
Committee of Safety of the French

examples of polished European 
marble. The marbles are a portion 
of a gift from James Bowdoin to 
Harvard College in 1796.

everything from candy floss to 
chameleons for the circus spectators, 
operating a diner and two stands 
on the midway, a back yard lunch 
stand, and several stands in the men- 
agerie tents, as well as working in 
the seats. Seven others sell souvenir 
programs. 

To look after the business of the 
show, with offices in compartments 
of the ticket ‘wagons, in addition to 
the executives, are the legal ad- 
juster and two assistants, who handle 
complaints, three timekeepers and 
the secretaries to executives. 

In the backyard, occupying tent or 
office wagons, are such important 
individuals as the circus physician 
and his assistant, a mail agent, a 
purchasing agent, forage agent, two 
commissary men, and three opera- 
tors of persgnnel buses. There are 
five chauffeurs, a laundry and dry 
cleaning department with six em- 
ployees, a sanitation crew of four, an 
iceman, and a police chief, with two 
midway watchmen and eight in the 
backyard. A mechanical department 
numbers eight persons. 

To look after the comfort of ex- 
ecutives and performers on the sleep- 
ing cars are 36 porters and maids. 

Thus we have, generally speaking, 
the personnel of the “biggest show 
on earth.” There are a few addition- 
al utility men on the staff as a rule 
and forces in various departments 
are supplemented with recruited town 
labor to meet various emergencies 
and to maintain train schedules when 
long runs are required. 

The circus is a city within itself 
and this is exemplified by the Ring- 
ling circus. Many of the performers 
or attaches double in other capacities 
to furnish services to their fellow 
employes, such as barber and beauty 
shop ‘work, chiropractic treatments, 
sale of theatrical magazines and 
there are loan agents among the 
thrifty. 

One of the biggest jobs is that of 
the interpreters, who are required 
to keep a family happy that speaks 
from 18 to 24 languages.

Old Pewter and Silver Exhibit ~ -.— 


Each month, members of the Hobby 
Club of Utica, N. Y., hold an exhibit 
of some of the outstanding pieces 
owned by various members of the 
club. A recent example is pictured 
herewith. 

This exhibit embraces silver and 
pewter in the antique, and particu- 
larly an old pewter communion service 
that was used for many years in the 
Old Welch Church, New York Mills, 
N: ¥. 

For many years the Hobby Club 
has been sponsoring monthly exhibits 
in the Munson-Williams-Proctor In- 
stitute, Utica, and the Savings Bank 
of Utica. The Savings Bank Mu- 
seum Extension exhibit is probably 
the only one of its kind in the coun- 
try. The exhibits of the club were 
the idea of the late Arthur Derby- 
shire, director of the Community Arts 
Program of the Munson-Williams- 
Proctor Institute and the late Dr.

Charms, worn on watch fobs by 
gentlemen and on bracelets by girls 
and women, go back in popularity to 
the dawn of history. In ancient 
Egyptian pyramids, bracelet charms 
have been found. Mention may be 
made of the treasure of Lahun, located 
sixty miles south of Cairo. Some of 
the jewelry found there was inscribed 
with the name and title of Amenem- 
hat III of the XII dynasty. In the 
pyramid were found bracelets with 
five little motto pendants. They were 
worn on strings of gold beads which 
fastened around the arm. 

Charms were popular in all parts 
of the world. The Maoris of New Zea- 
land have charms carved from a green 
stone, a kind of jade. During the

first world war it was customary for 
soldiers from the various countries to 
carry good luck omens or charms with 
them. Fragments of German shells 
were used by the French and Belgian 
soldiers in making tiny crosses, an- 
chors, stars, shields, and model flying 
machines for good luck pieces. 


During the last half of the nine- 
teenth century, nearly every gentle- 
man wore a charm on his watch chain. 
The illustration, taken from an old 
catalog, gives an idea of the wide 
variety of charms available to both 
men and women for watches and 
bracelets.

Collect Clocks For Pride of Possession 


By L. S. SPANGLER 


A tall case clock by Jacob Hostet- 
ter of Hanover, Pennsylvania, shown 
in January HOBBIES, is, I believe, 
my greatest achievement in my 
years of collecting. However, when 
I view my small tall case clock (com- 
monly called a grandmother clock) 
by John Bailey of Hanover, Massa- 
chusetts, I sometimes wonder?? The 
grandmothers clock is pictured here 
in ah especially designed niche in my 
living room. I will leave this up to 
you clock fans to pass judgment 
upon. 


This clock has returned untold 
profits in inward satisfaction and 
in open pride of possession. I spent 
many years, also untold tine and 
money searching for a clock of this 
type. The clock was purchased some 
years ago from the estate of the late 
Charles Hitchcock Tyler of Boston, 
Massachusetts. He was a prominent 
attorney of that city who collected 
many fine specimens of antique fur- 
niture and furnishings, bequeathing 
a number of fine pieces to the Bos- 
ton Museum of Fine Arts, where 
they now may be viewed. 


The solid mahogany case of this 
clock houses an _ eight-day brass

movement, both time and strike, with 
moon attachment, and it keeps ex- 
cellent time. The clock is fifty inches 
high to the top of the center finial. 


The silhouette at the right of the 
clock is that of Madam Mary Feree, 
under which appears a tintype of my 
mother, who was a direct descendant 
of Madam Ferree, and was known to 
me from childhood as “Grandmother 
Ferree.” Just how many great or 
great, greats are involved, I am un- 
able to say. 


John Bailey, Jr., clockmaker of 
Hanover, Massachusetts, was born 
May 6, 1751, the son of Col. John 
Bailey and Ruth Randall Bailey. It 
appears that he worked at Hanover 
during his entire business career. It 
is said he built a clock when h* was 
but ieleven years old, being perhaps 
the youngest clockmaker of his time. 
He worked in Hanover from 1773 to 
1823. He had two suns, John II] and 
Joseph, both of whom learned clock- 
making and silversmithing. 


It is a great source of pleasure 
and _ satisfaction to me to _ submit 
these occasional articles to HOBBIES 
for publication. I hope others start- 
ing a_collection will gain guidance 
and inspiration as | did in my earlier 
vears of collecting from the splendid 
»rticles appearing in HOBBIES by 
Clarenee Collins, veteran collector of 
Georges Mills, New Hampshire, 
whom I would term as dean of Amer- 
ican clock collectors.

OF YESTERYEAR 


In the New York Mercury for January 
3, 1757, Thomas Perry advertises as 
follows: 


Thomas Perry, watch-maker from 
London, at the sign of the Dial, in 
Hanover Square, makes and cleans 
all sorts of clocks and watches in 
the best manner, and at a most 
reasonable rate. He has a parcel of 
good gold and silver watches, new 
and second-hand, very cheap, also 
silver and metal chains, silver and 
pinchbeck seals, silk strings, glasses, 
keys, straps, etc. He will import, if 
bespoke, good warranted clocks, at 
£14, they paying freight and insur- 
ance, and clocks without cases, for 
£10. Said Perry has just imported a 
parcel of very good watches, which 
he will warrant. In the May 1, 1758 
number of the same paper John Ent 
advertises thus: 


John Ent, Clock and Watch-maker, 
at the Sign of the Dial, has moved 
to the House of Mr. John Wright, 
Watch-maker, in Bayard _ street, 
where he continues to make and re- 
pair in the newest Manner, All Sorts 
of Clocks and Watches, whether re- 
peating, horizontal, or the plain kind. 
Gentlemen and Ladies that are 
pleased to honour him with their 
Employ may depend on the greatest 
care and Dispatch imaginable.

History in Gowns 


A news story from Kansas City, 
Mo., tells of a recent parade of fash- 
ions of 100 years in the Kansas City 
Art Institute and School of Design. 
Proceeds of the program, which was 
arranged by members of the Evening 
Guild Club of the St. Paul Episcopal 
Church, were given to a church pro- 
ject. 

“A gown worn to a President’s wed- 
ding and one worn to a White House 
ball were shown. As Mrs. Edward 
Buehler Delk, narrator, described the 
history of the dresses, the models 
stepped through a large gilt picture 
frame on the stage. 

“A ealico dress like those worn 
when Kansas City was Westport 
Landing was modeled by Mrs. Wini- 
fred Peek, president of the guild. 
Winifred Barnum and Don Richard 
Kunz, dressed in the mode of 1849, 
portrayed her children. 

“Dr. Julia Fortner wore a gown 
that was in the wardrobe of Queen 
Victoria in 1850. The dress, of heavy 
black silk and lace, was lent for the 
show by a Greenwich, Conn., man who 
has promised it to the Brooklyn Mu- 
seum. 

“Another. black silk and lace gown, 
modeled by Miss Elizabeth Bachman, 
was worn at the wedding of Grover 
Cleveland in 1886, an exclusive affair 
attended by only thirty persons. 

“Miss Jane Roberts showed a dress 
worn by Miss Nell Snead to a fancy 
dress costume ball at the White House 
in 1935. The inspiration for the cos- 
tume came from an old painting, “Eu- 
genie and Her Court,” by Winter 
Halter. 

“The names of some prominent 
Kansas City families were mentioned 
in the narrative. A wedding dress 
worn in 1858 by the mother of Mrs. 
Thornton Cooke was among those 
shown. A wine velvet suit with an 
elaborate trim of fringe, once in the 
wardrobe of the mother of Mrs. 
Fletcher Cowherd, was modeled. 

“Tableaus, songs and dances were 
featured in the variety show. Dr. 
Don Carlos Peete, made up in black 
face, did a soft shoe dance as he re- 
cited, in dialogue, ‘Rastus and His 
Retrograde Eyes.’ 

“Mrs. Ida Lee Maier and Terry 
Moore, in bathing costumes of thirty 
years ago, posed in one of a series 
of costume tableaus. A choir of nurses 
from St. Luke’s hospital sang.”

and the costumes of other lands as 
a result. It’s a rather true overall 
pattern with collectors to obtain a 
wide experience through their hob- 


ies. 
Mrs. Gillen has more than 150 dolls 
which come from all over the United 
States and 45 foreign countries. The 
dolls are made of many materials 
and are dressed in many unusual cos- 
tumes. They range in size from 
Mexican dressed fleas which must be 
viewed through a magnifying glass 
to a doll the size of a two year old 


child. 

In Mrs. Gillen’s collection the 
American scene is represented by 
some of the characters of Margaret 
Mitchell’s “Gone With The Wind.”

Butler, and Mammy are dressed in 
the costumes worn in the movie 
version of the book. Scarlett’s green 
flowered dress with its hoop skirt, 
her large yellow straw hat, and vivid 
red hair recall the aristocratic charm 
of the Old South before the Civil 
War. 

The state dolls are especially in- 
teresting. Their character and cos- 
tume reflect the history and geogra- 
phy of the states. “Annie from Ala- 
bamy” is a young colored girl, easily 
recognized as a clever dancer, made 
of kid curlers and dressed in a red 
polka dot dress. Others of the state 
dolls are the bell dol! of Tennessee, 
the pecan headed mammy of Louisi- 
ana, and the delicate shell doll of 
Florida. 

Ohio’s Johnny Appleseed, wears 
old tattered clothes and a pan, which 
he also used for cooking purposes, as 
a hat. Aunt Molly and Uncle Mat 
from Arkansas were made in the 
mountains there and the Texas cow- 


boy and cowgirl were made in a 
Texan veterans’ hospital. The cow- 
girl from Colorade is called the 


“Sweetheart of the Rockies” and 
California is represented by the 
“Forty-Niner” with his black beard, 
red shirt, black boots, and the pack 
on his back. 

Several of the dolls were made by 
residents of Paulding County. One 
of the Paulding County dolls was 
made by Dr. R. S. Burke and is a 
Santa Claus made from material left 
over from his dental office. Mrs. 
Elizabeth Crowell made an “Old 
Woman in a Shoe” which was origi- 
nally a stocking and is now compiete 
even to its crocheted spectacles. A 
country doctor waiting on an ailing 


grannie was contributed by Mrs. 
Frank Preston along with an Indian, 
all three of which were made from 
dried apples. 

The replicas of U. S. presidents 
and their wives have many stories 
connected with them. Mrs. Gillen 
now has dolls of George and Martha 
Washington, James and Dolly Madi- 
son, the lady who carried her silver 
from a burning White House during 


-the War of 1812; Andrew and Rach- 


el Jackson; Abraham and Mary Todd 
Lincoln; Calvin and Grace Coolidge; 
and Franklin and Eleanor Roosevelt; 
Mrs. Gilllen studied lifesize likenesses 
of the presidents and their wives in 
the Smithsonian Institution in Wash- 
ington, D. C., and found that her 
small dolls are dressed in detail ac- 
cording to the inaugural ¢éldthes 
worn by these historical characters. 

The foreign dolls are from 45 
countries. Gramp and Granny from 
New Brunswick, Canada, are cun- 
ning in their thumb mittens and 
clothing of handspun cloth knitted 
by the natives of New Brunswick. 
The doll which comes from Alaska 
is “Esky,” an Eskimo with a leather 
face, leather boots, and fur trim. 
Esky was made by _ Eskimos. 
“Gitana” from Spain is a flirt with 
black silk hair, flowers, combs, and 
a boy from Morocco carries a goat 
skin bag and a metal water cup. 
His dark skin, tropical clothes and 
North African turban indicate his 
home at a glance. The pleasant girl, 
“Nina” hails from Portugal and is 
ready fer a fiesta in her gay colors, 
gold ornaments, and _ embroidered 
money pockets. These are only a 
few of the fascinating dolls which 
come from all over the world.

An Artist in Carved Pearl 
By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


In recent years, Carved Pearl buttons have become 
more and more appreciated, both for their beauty and for 
the care and patience which has gone into their making. 
Old Carved Pearls have the charm of antiquity, in addi- 
tion. But I venture to doubt if any buttons of this type, 
old or new, can surpass in beauty and technical skill the 
Carved Pearls made during the past four years by Robert 
Allison, a Massachusetts collector and craftsman. 

It was Mr. Allison’s “Snowflake Crystals” which first 
caught my eye: they were among the outstanding ex- 
hibits at a large New Eng!and Button Show. They im- 
pressed me so much that I thought other collectors, who 
couldn’t get to the Show, would like to see them pictured

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and described. So Mr. Allison very kindly consented to 
tell me a little about them, and to explain how he became 
a “pearl carver.” 

He began by carving buttons out of wood. His first 
effort was a Swallow, carved from an old mahogany hand- 
1ail. Then one day he saw some silver “Snowflakes,” but 
it seemed to him that they lacked something,—they needed 
more life and sparkle. He happened to have some plain 
white pearl buttons on hand, so he scratched a pattern 
on the face of one, and with a jig-saw and some files cut 
out a simple Snowflake. This first attempt led to others, 
each a little more intricate than the last. But out of the 
first fifteen attempts, nine were broken, usually just be- 
fore they reached completion! Some pearls, it seems, are 
hard, while others are very shaley and brittle,—almost 
rotten, in spots. Mr. Allison does his carving in a base- 
ment workshop which is rather cold. One evening, he

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finished polishing two buttons and went upstairs, to show 
his wife the result of his labors. As he opened the door 
to the room above, he heard and felt a snap—and the two 
Snowflakes had both broken and were ruined. In polish- 
ing them, he may have started a tiny crack, and the 
change of temperature had done the rest. 


Mr. Allison says that thc large white pearls with 
good brass shanks are very scarce; some of those used 
for his Snowflakes were nearly one hundred yea:zs old. 
The smoked pearls, however, are easier to find. 


True snowflakes are $5% hexagonal. (Catch a few 
on some dark material, the next time, it snows, and ex- 
amine them through a glass.) Mr. Allison usually starts 
with a sketch, but rarely finishes with the same pattern, 
since an “arm” or a ‘ leg” is likely to break oit, neces- 
sitating changes in the design. The spacing, too, is not 
always perfectly even, but photographs of cnowllakes 
show that they are often irregular; the gene:al he::agonal 
shape is the important thing. 


Mr. Allison has ingeniously adapted vavzious tools 
and implements to his puiposes, and uses them to cut 
and carve until the Snowflake is finished. Then he pol- 
ishes the buttons with emery cloth, pumice stone and 
French chalk. This is ALL hand work, mind you: it 
takes hours of rubbing and lots of patience. 


In addition to the lovely Snowflakes, Mr. Allison has 
made many attractive Pictorial and Conventional buttons, 
all original designs. These require more actual carving, 
as they are rendered in relief, and there is less cut-out 
work. It is “only” a matter of cutting and scraping until 
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the desired result is achieved. It takes from twenty-five 
to thirty-five hours to make some buttons; more elaborate 
ones take Jonger. “A Skating Scene,” for example, re- 
quired one hundred and thirty hours of labor! But it 
was a labor of love, for Mr. Allison, like any true artist, 
enjoys the work, and experiences that unique satisfaction 
which comes only to those who create something with 
their own hands. In addition, he gives much pleasure 
to others, including other collectors. 


Mr Allison and his wife have collected buttons for 
about seven years; and like so many other collectors, 
they regret not having started earlier! Even though— 
(also like many others!)—-Mr. Allison thought, when he 
first began to collect buttons, “Well, this is certainly a 
crazy thing to be doing, for one who has been selling 
hardware for over fifty years!” 


Though he has never sold a button, Mr. Allison has 
made buttons in origina] designs for other collectors, 
who like “something different,” and who appreciate 
modern hand work. 


I feel that such “hobbies within a hobby” help to 
make button collecting even more worthwhile, and coun- 
teract, to a large extent, the commercial exploitation to 
which it occasionally falls victim. They increase its 
pleasures, add to its stature, and demonstrate (if any 
demonstration were needed) its close affiliation with Art 
and true Craftsmanship. 


To conclude—these beautiful Carved Pearls are proof 
that good taste and fine workmanship have not com- 
pletely vanished from the earth, even in this day and age!

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NAVAJO BUTTONS 


By ELIZABETH X. GREEN 


In 1864, the United States Army 
gathered up the various Navaho 
tribes and held them in the concen- 
tration camp of that period, Fort 
Sumpter. Many died, old clan ties 
were broken and their pattern of liv- 
ing was changed. Today, some of 
the old men still talk of their “death 
march” in bitter tones. Yet not all 
was bad, for during this period of 
confinement, the Navaho became 
silver conscious. Because tools were 
next to impossible to get at this 
time, it was not until after their re- 
turn to the reservation several years 
later that they began their own 
work. Their Mexican neighbors, so 
long their enemies, were their first 
teachers. 

From the verv first they made 
buttons, using United States coins,

simple, undecorated, slightly convex. 
They had no dies, only a file to 
scratch a design or to impress small 
radiating lines. About the size of a 
half dollar, these first buttons had 
two holes through which yarn was 
fastened. The women wore them to 
hold their dark blue, hand woven 
dresses together at the shoulder. To- 
day these first buttons, and hand 
woven dresses are extremely rare. 
The Navaho women of today have 
gone all out for buttons. Their col- 
orful “Squaw clothes” are lavishly 
decorated with rows of buttons form- 
ing patterns along the collar, across 
the back yoke, down the full sleeves 
and around the tight cuffs. A wom- 
an’s wealth is displayed in this col- 
orful manner, silver on velvet. 

The Navaho men once wore but- 
tons on their blouses, on their pouch- 
es hung over their shoulders and on 
the “ketch” straps. Today buttons 
may be worn on their high topped 
moccasins. 

Because of the easy workability, 
coins. were and still are used in pro- 
fusion, though today Mexican coins 
are preferred because of their higher 
content of silver. A coin is altered 
into button form by the mere addi- 
tion of a copper loop soldered on the 
back. Even today one is quite apt to 
get one of these “button coins” with 
a handful of change. 

Cast buttons are also an early 
form and are startlingly similar in 
design to the Islamic silver. This is 
probably due to the early Spanish 
contacts passed on to the Navaho 
smith through his Mexican friends 
and teachers. The top row of the 
illustration consists of examples of 
these early type of buttons. 

With the coming of modern tools, 
stamped designs began to appear 


and even later these designs were 
elaborated on by the addition of a 
turquoise setting. This is the favor- 
ite stone of the Navaho, borrowed 
from the Pueblos. ‘Numbers 6, 8, and 
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9 are examples of this modern trend 
in buttons. Number 7 is the old sim- 
ple hemisphere decorated with file 
scratches while number 10 is the 
modern favorite of plain hammered 
silver. 

It is evident that buttons are very 
popular among the Navaho and is 
their most varied form of silver 
work. The museum. in Gallup, N. M., 
has a modest collection of several 
hundred buttons, each different. 
While the jewelry of the Navaho has 
become quite commercialized, their 
button industry has not. Only a few 
dealers outside of the reservation on 
areas handle them. Recently, how- 
ever, several enterprising young 
Navahos have begun production of 
an inexpensive copper Navaho style 
button which is rapidly becoming 
important. The last row of the il- 
lustration shows a few of these de- 
Because of their hatred of 


signs. 
repetition one rarely finds many 
alike. The first is patterned after 


the old style concho, whose making 
was the first skill learned by these 
early Navaho silversmiths.

Steins 


Mr. and Mrs. George E. Wenner- 
lyn, Peoria, Ill., and their collection 
of steins were featured in a recent 
issue of the Peoria Sunday Journal- 
Star. ‘ 

“For many years. Wennerlyn says, 
a small stein of German-make was 
placed in various parts of the house 
and not much attention was paid to 
it. Then, about 10 years ago he re- 
modeled the basement rumpus room, 
putting in a fireplace with a mantel. 
The mantel continued tc look barren 
even after the one stein that been in 
obscurity for 25 years was brought 
out to decorate the spot over the 
fireplace. 

“You know what that mantel 
needs,’ he said to his wife. ‘It needs 
another stein to balance off the other 
one.’ And from that chance remark 
grew a collection that today ranks 
among one of the largest in the na- 
tion. 


“As husband and wife interest in 
the hobby grew they began making 
auto jaunts during vacations from 
his job as assistant to the advertis- 
ing manager at Caterpillar Tractor 
Co. to towns in Illinois, Indiana, Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin, Ohio, New York, 
California and other states to see 
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what steins could be obtained for 
their expanding collection. 

“Once they spent three days in an 
Iowa town going virtually from door- 
to-door as word spread first from an 
antique dealer and then to house- 
holds that a couple in town was buy- 
ing steins ‘on sight.’ This little foray 
netted about 20 steins. 

“The original source of most of 
the steins is Germany, where since 
the war stein-making has become a 
lost art, no new steins being made in 
recent years. 

“The Wennerlyns have attractive 


pieces from Meissen, Mettlach, 
Hochst, Westwald, Frechen, Nur- 
emburg, Bayruth, all in Germany, 


and Vienna, Austria. There are even 
two from the Far East with marking 
indicating manufacture in China. 
Some were made in this country 
many years ago, but do not seem to 
measure up to the German products 
in attractiveness and desirability. 


“Mettlachs are usually the most 
prized among collectors. 


“While Wennerlyn has purchased 
most of his steins, he has received 
a few from friends, such as the one 
carried by the Nazi soldier. There 
are other stories attached to the 
<leins. 


“One is thoroughly scorched on the 
base and_ severely checked on the 
outside apparently by heat. This re- 
portedly happened as a result of an 
old German custom of warming the 
beer in the stein by placing it on the 
stove. However, in this case, when 
the occupant of a remote cabin was 
found several years later, his bones 
in the chair where he died, his stein 
was baked but still intact. 


“Another stein exhibiting a face of 
rather grotesque appearance has 
been related as the caricature of a 
‘well known figure in a German town, 
who was disliked by the townspeople. 
The stein-maker expressed the feel- 
ings of all the town by putting” into 
his craftsmanship what couldn’t be 
said to the face of the townsman. 


“A pewter stein, purchased in Chi- 
cago, bears the coat-of-arms of King 
Gustav of Sweden. Whether it ever 
was in the royal household, Wenner- 
lyn doesn’t know. Many of the steins 
bear caricature faces and some have 
attractive scenes in the bottom so 
that as the last drop is quaffed, a 
view of a couple in a romantic pose, 
or a man falling off an old-fashioned 
high bicycle against a woman, or 
just the face of a man, can be seen. 


“Most steins are made of pottery, 
although there are, some of glass 
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or wood. Capacity of the steins runs 
from a half liter, which is about 
equal to a pint, to five liters, about 
five quarts. Larger steins, usually 
known as tankards, were used to 
keep the smaller ones filled. Many 
have inscriptions in German, which 
the Wennerlyns hope to have trans- 
lated some day. 

“As far as the Wennerlyns are 
able to determine, none of their 
steins were ever in the possession of 
famous people. However, they do 
have steins which bear the emblem 
of the Elks order and one strange 
number showing a man in a Yale 
University football uniform of fifty 
years ago. 

“Although the Wennerlyns have 
hit the 400-mark in their collection, 
they are still acquiring more steins— 
a fascinating and enjoyable hobby 
for them.”

Teapots 

A feature article in the pictorial 
section of the Sunday Cincinnati, O., 
Enquirer, calls attention to the col- 
lection of its surbanites, Mr and Mrs. 
Andrew Balzhiser. A _ two-page 
feature pictures many of the Bal- 
zhiser’s teapots. A large portion of 
the collection is housed in the coup- 
le’s living room, but there’s pitchers 
all over the house, for that matter, 
and all of them artistically arranged. 

There are 1,500 teapots in this col- 
lection. 

“One, made from a coin, is unbe- 
lievably tiny, and others are too 
heavy to carry. ‘My’ collection con- 
tains teapets from every state in the 
nation,’ she says. ‘And there are tea- 
pots from every country in the 
world, even places I can’t pronounce.’ 
Mrs. Balzhiser has been collecting 
teapots for more than a decade. ‘It 
started when I was bedridden in a 
hospital for three years,’ she ex- 
plains. ‘My doctor and nurse knew 
I liked antiques and so they began 
bringing me odd teapots. Those pots 
gave me new hope and interest. I 
often call my collection a new lease 


on life.’ Mrs. Balzhiser‘s collection 
contains many valuable pieces of 
Staffordshire, Pennsylvania Dutch, 


Sevres and Dresden ware, and also 
has such oddities as the one with 
a double spout. It was used in a 
19th century English tea-room, where 
busy waitresses could conserve time 
by pouring two cups of tea at once. 

“Many of Mrs. Balzhiser’s teapots 
were made for special men or to 
commemorate special events. A 
regal-looking teapot was used by the 
last Czar of Russia. Another teapot 
commemorates the landing of La- 
fayette in America, and one is decor- 
ated with scenes from the English 
Battle of Hastings. 

“Oddities of all sorts can be found 
among the teapots. A plump fish, 
ornamented owl from Italy, and ro- 
tund, good-natured mammy are some 
motifs which inspired teapots. 

“Exotic teapots from China were 
received from missionary relatives of 
Mrs. Balzhiser. Some are made of 
porcelain, and others of iron, inlaid 
with gold and silver. 

“Turkish enameled copper cloi- 
sonne and brass are other materials 


used. Mrs. Balzhiser paid as high as 
$150 and as low as 25 cents for her 
different teapots. 

“Some teapots are amazingly tiny. 
One was made from a coin by a pris- 
oner in Ohio State Penitentiary. 

“A French Sevres teapot, which 
dates back to 1600s, has an alcohol 
burner to keep tea warm. A German 
Dresden teapot, featuring ornamen- 
tal elephant and lion, is over 125 
years old. 

“Many persons have teapots speci- 
ally made and inscribed with names 
and motifs from. their lives. Thomas 
Marsden owned one of the teapots. 
Other contains scenes from life of 
Daniel Webster.” 

Yes the Balzhisers are confirmed 
tea drinkers.

from evil; and as a charm it was 
popular in the Middle Ages; and to- 
day the Italians wear little amulets 
of coral to ward off the “evil eye”. 
In China, large balls of coral used 
to be in great demand for the “but- 
ton of office” of the mandarins. 


Though found widely in the shal- 
lower waters of the Mediterranean, 
in the Red Sea and the Persian Gulf, 
and even in the Atlantic Ocean near 
the coast the most important coral 
fisheries are off the coast of Tun- 
isia, Algeria, and Morocco, and the 
right to these fisheries has been 
controlled at various times by Ital- 
ian, Spanish, French and British in- 
terests. It takes ten years for the 
coral to grow again after a reef has 
been stripped. 


According to size, color and tex- 
ture, the various qualities of coral 
bring very different prices — the 
finest rose-pink going as high as 
$600 an ounce, while ordinary red 
coral is one of the least costly sub- 
stances used in making ornaments. 
The color may range from a deep 
crimson to a delicate pink or flesh- 
color, and even a milk-white is founa. 


Most of the carving of coral is 
done by Italian craftsmen, and 
Naples is the chief market for coral 
ornaments. 


Carved coral bracelets, brooches and - 


necklaces are to be had in this medi- 
um, and museums as well as private 
*ollectors reveal some_ excellent 
specimens.

a Fairyland For Collectors 
By ETHEL A. McPHAIL 


Little did Kate Greenaway the 
English Artist and illustrator of 
children’s books realize how much in- 
fluence her designs would have in the 
nineteenth and twentieth century. 
Over one hundred years have passed 
since she was born, March 17, 1846, 
and today there are collectors of 
Kate Greenaway Buttons, books, 
greeting cards, American trade cards, 
salts and peppers, butter chips, tea 
tiles, jewelry, etc., each item a 1as- 
cinating *hobby in itself. 

We have found button designs 
that have been copied from her “Un- 
der the Window”, “Mother Goose,” 
“Birthday book,” Little Folks Maga- 
zine Illustrations, 1883 Almanac and 
other odd books and illustrations in 
magazines. 

The American trade cards of 1880’s 
with Kate Greenaway designs on 
them are very fascinating and inter- 
esting. I have found cards betong- 
os at least twenty different sets. 

e original greeting cards, pub- 
lished by Marcus Ward, Belfast, Ire- 
land, and signed “K. G.” 0 r “Kate 
Greenaway” are beautiful a ar- 
tistic. 

First editions of her books lend an 
interesting angle to the hobby col- 
lector of early juveniles. Kate Green- 
away never left England and she 
died November 6, 1901; but her in- 
fluence lives today and will probably 
never be lost.

1902 Mementoes 
Found Under 
White House Entrance 


A recent Associated Press release 
relates how workmen renovating the 
White House have discovered a small 
marble box under the entrance hall, 
with mementos including a 48-year-old 
whisky label—but no whisky. 


“Apparently intended as an unof- 
ficial cornerstone, the box was placed 
there during the 1902 restoration of 
the White House. Officials said it 
evidently was put in by workmen em- 
ployed on the job. 


“The federal renovation commission 
said today the box, fourteen inches 
square and three inches deep, was 


<buried between two center columns 


under a bronze floor slab which bears 
the dates ‘1792-1902.’ 


“Marked in pencil on the box top 
was the date ‘Tuesday, December 2, 
1902.’ 


“Among other articles, the box con- 
tained three copies of Washington 
newspapers reporting excerpts from 
President: Theodore Roosevelt’s annual 
message to Congress, seven Indian 
pennies, two nickels, one dime, and a 
label off a bottle of Maryland Rye 
whisky.

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COLLECTING CHINESE BRONZES 


By JOHN R. EDWARDS 


Altogether delightful and _ con- 
soling, to a collector, is a book by 
a professional hunter for paintings, 
Sir Martin Conway’s “The Sport of 
Collecting.” He makes the telling re- 
mark that no museum piece can give 
the joy one gets from his own pos- 
sessions, which can be lived with, 
hung here or there, shared with 
friends and gloated over by ones 
self. That is just it. A collector 
should never be lonesome. As I read 
the book I could not help thinking 
that I sleep with mine. Yes, a good 
part of my collection is in my bed- 
room. A row of Chinese figures may 
fit into a living room, but it is better 
in the average house with mixed furn- 
iture to have one or another on man- 
tel shelf or desk at a time; the bal- 
ance are happier in a case against 
the wall and on teak wood stands in 
one bedroom. Most important is the 
fact that on going to bed and getting 
up the collector can enjov his treas- 
ures, hold daily communion with the 
beauty and fascination that Chinese 
bronzes hold. Possibly the dignity 
and ageless charm of such art may 
easily calm and rest a tired or wor- 
ried mind. Certainly they give me a 
feeling of satisfaction with life. They 
console me when faced with unim- 
portant frustrations that pop up now 
and then.

The Chinese are showing the world 
certain characteristics, especially their 
feeling of ageless civilization, dignity 
and patience, which I seem to find in 
their art. If every American could 
be influenced to greater calmness, 
patience and less conceit by the 
presence of a kindly, gracious Kuan 
Yin or a dignified and restful Bud- 
dha, I’d like to wish one such figure 
on every mantel. I have never found 
a person who admired Chinese art 
who also felt superstitious about a 
Chinese figure, yet there is an un- 
mistakable respect for his deity that 
the Chinese artist has put into his 
representation of a religious charac- 
ter. To look a second time, even the 
person ignorant enough to say, ‘“‘That 
1s a heathen idol,” realizes that the 
artist made more than just an im- 
age. 

My first piece was a tall dragon- 
topped incense burner. My father, 
who always had a feeling for art, 
gladly accepted several Oriental 
pieces when sharing in the estate of 
a brother-in-law. I had been home to 
family Christmas, a time of thrift 
and useful presents, and was admir- 
ing this bronze burner. Father asked 
me if I liked it, then left the room, 
returning in a minute to say, “Your 
mother and I decided to give you that 
for your room.” Thrilled, as one sel- 
dom is, I wrapped the piece well in 
clothing and carried it like an infant 
back to Berkeley to rule over some 
Persian saddle bags, several paint- 
ings and three violins, all of which 
might have been the beginning of 
collections. 

As I had traded a stamp collection 
for a violin and was always trading 
books, now I kept alert for Chinese 
pieces in second hand stores and rum- 
mage sales, My cash investment was 
limited, but I had learned with books 
that several I did not wish to keep 
could be exchanged for one 1 wanted 
more, generally with a quarter or a 
dollar too boot. I hunted up souvenirs 
(my family had traveled some, but 
never to the Orient), which I begged 
or bought and then traded for Orien- 
tal pieces. I made combinations of 
these and traded again with dealers 
in the better antiques. Among such 
dealers I made a fine friendship with 
one from whom I have learned much 
about art of the Orient. Auctions 
taught me and sometimes I bought to 
my own satisfaction. Delightful hunt- 
ing in secondhand stores often turned 
up bargains in other antiques which 
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I could turn over to another dealer 
for something Chinese. As I learned 
more about Oriental art, I was more 
apt to find the occasional item among 
the junk, where storekeepers were 
often ignorant of its character or 
worth. Since I particularly liked 
bronze figures, I could often trade 
again to improve and not crowd my 
collection. Several times, even in the 
last few months, when there has 
been both a rise in prices and a scar- 
city of old Oriental art (quite aston- 
ishing right in San Francisco’s China- 
town), I have bought a small Tibetan 
figure for three dollars that is easily 
worth thirty. A Chinese wedding pro- 
cession painted on silk cost me seven- 
ty-five cents. 

Asked to make an offer, { gave five 
dollars for a fairly old painting of a 
Chinese “Judge of Hades,” for which 
my professional dealer said he would 
have offered three, but frankly 
said he would ask much more. My 
most unique deals, | fancy were not 
unlike the experiences of most col- 
lectors. One time a most interesting 
old junk dealer traded me a dirty 
and damaged lacquer cabinet for 
some odd dishes and a faulty lamp. 
When I washed this charming piece 
of Oriental furniture, I found the 
Chinatown price label of $32. An old 
furniture dealer was moving, I had 
bought an excellent stack of poker 
chips for a dollar and noted he was 
using a tiny Ming dish for an ash 
tray. He parted with this signed and 
blackened piece of bronze for twenty- 
five cents. It was all T could do to 
keep him from “cleaning” it for me. 
At another “Odds and Ends Shop,” 
I recognized a teak stand. The dealer 
believed he had the piece that fitted 
thereon. I urged him to save it for 
me and not have it polished. So many 
shopkeepers have not only old brass, 
but beautiful colored bronzes shined 
and polished, shall I say “beyond 
recognition.” Sure enough, the bronze 
“Chiu” that belonged on the very 
Chinese and not so beautiful stand, 
was all that a collector could wish. 
Two and three-quarters inches tall, a- 
bout six inches greatest diameter and 
five-sixteenths of an inch thick, sort 
of mustard colored bronze with three 
stubs for short legs and two loop 
handles. This symphony of curves 
and proportion also bears on its base 
a Gothic engraved Ming inscription, 
which to me is its most beautiful 
feature. At that time I simply liked 
this piece of bronze very much 
more than two or three other things 
I had and four dollars which satis- 
fied the dealer. This is a case where 
the totai amount of cash value, that 
is the cost to me oz the pieces I 
traded, plus the four dollars, might 
have been more than the dealer would 
have asked in cash, but we were both 
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satisfied. The dealer felt that he im- 
proved his stock that sells to most 
of his customers. I improved my col- 
lection and incidentally got a piece 
of value. 


In this way I learn and I 
buy bargains any place they turn up, 
knowing that from time to time I 
can unload for a more desirable piece 
without upsetting the budget. I gath- 
er catalogs of Chinese art (two of 
my most useful are of auction sales), 
and books on China, where one often 
finds illustrations that help me know 
what this or that piece really is or 
who a certain figure represents. The 
common terms of “incense burner” 
applied to,every bronze bowl, cup or 
receptacle, or “Buddha” for every 
porcelain, wood or bronze figure is 
certainly too frequent outside of mu- 
seums. 


Bronze casting is said tu have been 
invented in 2600 B.C. There are very 
early samples of Chinese art in this 
most popular medium. The “lost 
wax” process was used. A model with 
a wax surface was made, a mold 
formed around it. The wax was then 
melted out. Red hot metal was 
poured in and the remarkable en- 
graved castings resulted. Chinese 
pots and vessels were often made to 
commemorate events with seals to tell 
a story on the base. The characters 
in these seals often tell us the period 
and maybe the artist. “here are sev- 
eral standard shapes. The Chueh or 
wine cup, the Chiu or cereal pot, the 
Hsien or larger food steamer, and 
the Ting, a cooking vessel often made 
just to bear an inscription. The Yu 
was a wine jug. The patina or cor- 
rosive green crust which generally 
shows great age is sometimes arti- 
ficial. The carving on my jug seems 
to place it in the Chou dynasty, which 
was 1122-249 B.C. It is more likelv 
e Ming eopv 


Besides a teak table, some stoois 
and stands, my collection consists of 
some wood carvings, brocades, several 
paintings, a stunning  eleven-inch 
Ming plate (cracked right across and 
mended in China), which I expect to 
keep; several pieces of porcelain 
which we like, and some 76 pieces 
mainly of bronze. About 45 are fig- 
ures, some 19 under three inches 
high, ten are animals, Three of my 
favorites are ten to eleven inches 
high, a Quan Yin, 15th century Kor- 
ean; Maitreya or Mi Leh Fu, the 
Buddha of the future, supposedly 
Ming; and Manjushri, most graceful 
God of wisdom, slender body of cop- 
per, brass colored base, from Tibet. 
The balance of the figures are me- 
dium sized, up to seven inches tall. 
A gong from Tibet looks like a 
priest’s cap and has a stupid tone. 
A Chinese gong whose handle is a 
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double headed dragon with engraved 
ornament that does not have the 
sharpness or depth of a rare piece, 
but the golden colored metal looks 
and feels like velvet, if you get what 
I mean, and the tone is liquid and 
sweet. Another gong is a foot in di- 
ameter with a nine inch opening, it 
is rusty brown, apparently fitted to- 
gether in nine metal stitches from a 
flat sheet of metal and ringing with 
a deep tone for some 20 seconds when 
held in palm of one hand and struck 
with a knuckle of the other. This 
metal globe is not beaten out like 
the Japanese gongs, but smooth and 
not heavy for its size. 


A large brazier, early Ming, and 
several figures have metal patches, 
where there must have been spots in 
casting that are fitted in most re- 
markably. These Chinese artists were 
metal craftsmen of the highest order. 
A tiny horse (solid) two and three- 
quarters by seven-eighths inches is 
not only a lovely coffee brown mot- 
tled with splotches of gold, but it 
melts into its lying position with the 
grace and ease of real flesh. Another 
favorite is a deer, as graceful and 
light-footed as I have ever seen in 
art, carrying on his back the vener- 
able figure of Lao Tsze. This piece 
is dark chocolate in color, the hollow 
animal patched in tiny squares of cop- 
per, the figure etched with silver 
lines. Almost black is a figure of Li- 
Yuan, in his left hand the peach of 
immortality, his right supporting his 
beggar’s body with a staff. If ever a 
face was benign, this smiling Li- 
Yuan’s is such a one. He, like the 
Lao Tsze and deer, is six ana one- 
half inches high. 


By the way, a number of my grand- 
mother’s embroideries were exchanged 
for Li Yuan and a horsehair wound 
seaman’s telescope and a Spanish 
dagger were the price of the Lao 
Tsze. As further samples of trading, 
the Ming Mi Leh Fuh was traded for 
a large cil painting no--e of us cared 
for, a worn rug that I had bid in 
very cheaply at an auction, and a 
long Persian saddle bag that had cost 
me $12. 


Just last Saturday I visited my 
dealer friend, who is really inter- 
ested in my collection and teaching 
me what he knows (as long as it 
doesn’t play havoc with his getting 
what is an advantageous trade). He 
offered me $10 cash for a fairly nice 
blue and white Chinese china jar. I 
knew he wanted little stands and I 
had traded some small dolls for a 
crackled bowl and picked up reason- 
ably a small brass bell. He had no 
recent acquisitions that appealed, but 
among his oldest stock and still at old 
prices was a seven inch blackened 
bronze Buddha from Tibet with all 
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the earmarks of age. The lotus flower 
ornament completely surrounds the 
base and the right hand is raised in 
the position of commanding the mad 
elephant to halt and there are a num- 
ber o° holes in the casting. The hands 
are beautifu! and the face benign 
while the garment clings gracefully, 
all significant of skilled workmanship. 
The gilded bronzes, even brass, sell 
more readily and he probably has a 
customer for the ten dollars worth 
of jar which I had bought months 
ago for three dollars. I exchanged 
my lot for the Buddha and I owe him 
some five dollars worth of items that 
will be mutually agreeable. I believe 
it was in HopBiEs Magazine that I 
read the true advice to always ex- 
change several items of less value for 
one item of a value equivalent to the 
total of the several items. This im- 
proves the collection as it reduces its 
size. 


My dealer friend, and knowing him 
has been one of the many joys in my 
hobby, recently lent me some large 
wall paintings and figures to add to 
some of mine to turn a small room 
into a bit of China, where “Mei Fue” 
sold fortunes at a school carnival. 
We had a continual stream of young- 
sters till a half hour after the official 
closing time and the wonder and in- 
terest in the young faces as I told 
them a bit about the exhibit before 
they took their fortunes from the 
large “‘golden” brazier (placed there 
by an unseen assistant) well reward- 
ed me for my efforts to help the 
carnival. I also take a small selec- 
tion to classes when they are study- 
ing China. The youngsters can handle 
the pieces and question me, and I tell 
them a few stories about these per- 
sonages mixed with comments on 
Chinese art, craftsmanship and col- 
lecting adventures. The hour goes too 
quickly for all of us and old China 
gains some understanding friends. 
Who knows, perhaps my collection 
is contributing to “One World” as 
well as being a lot of fun for me.

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ABOUT THE PLAYER PIANO 


By FRANK K. 


Collecting rolls for the player 
piano can be a fascinating hobby for 
those interested in music. On piano 
rolls one finds selections that.are not, 
and never will be, on phonograph 
records. 

The player piano was the pioneer 
instrument in bringing music ap- 
preciation to the home. It began 
commercially about the same time as 
the phonograph, and up to the time 
of modern electrical recording, was 
the greatest agency for the dissemi- 
nation of good music. Within its 
case a player piano contains pneu- 
matic machinery that actually plays 
the piano as directed by perforations 
cut in a long-cut in a long roll of 
paper passing over a metal bar con- 
taining holes corresponding to the 
notes of the piano. When exposed by 
the perforations in the paper the ap- 
propriate notes are sounded on the 
piano. The best player pianos were 
called reproducing pianos and were 
electrically powered. Automatically 
they could reproduce the playing of 
the world’s greatest pianists, com- 
plete with details of expression with- 
out sounding “mechanical.” Rolls for 
such pianos contained additional per- 
forations regulating loudness, accent 
of the theme notes, and were of such 
perfection that great pianists like 
Paderewski, Harold Bauer, Josef 
Hofmann and Percy Grainger did not 
hesitate to endorse them and to play 
for such recordings. 

Most player pianos were _ fcot- 
powered and lacked automatic ex- 
pression, the operator being obliged

to manipulate levers governing loud- 
ness and accent. Most piano rolls 
dispensed with the services of a 
pianist since their perforations could 
be laid out in accordance to the 
printed music. It was not considered 
essential to limit the player piano to 
the capacity of two hands, so many 
rolls give the effect of several people 
playing the piano. In this way 
orchestral music could be transcribed 
in full and symphonic works were 
made available to the public at a 
time when the orchestra could not be 
satisfactorily recorded for the phono- 

graph. Piano rolls were made by 
big machines resembling newspaper 
printing presses which cut as many 
as 30 rolls at a time guided by a 
master roll. This process was less 
costly than that for phonograph re- 
cords, and since royalties were dis- 
pensed with (in most cases) it was a 
very practical business venture to 
fill the catalog with practically all 
the classics as well as current popu- 
lar selections. 


Your player piano like the music 
box, will take on added importance 
with the passing years. Contrary to 
some opinions the mechanism does 
not wear the piano out, and its 
presence in the piano does not inter- 
fere ‘with playing by hand; and most 
important of all, material for replac- 
ing worn leather and rubber cloth 
is always available. Rolls are still 


manufactured though in small quanti- 
ties, but there is an immense quanti- 
ty of second-hand rolls ready to 
tempt the collector who has a player 
piano in working order.

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TABLE TALK 


ABC Plates 


A new reader asks about ABC 
plates. That question can be briefly 
answered easiest by quoting some 
material from our files describing the 
collection made by Mary B. Day, Chi- 
cago. 


“Miss Day’s collection of ABC 
plates indicates that youngsters have 
been getting acquainted with their 
ABC’s at meal times for at least the 
last half century. Oldest piece in her 
collection is from George Washing- 
ton’s era. A picture, yellow with age, 
is in the bowl of the plate. The al- 
phabet is raised in relief around the 
border. 


“It seems as if china manufactur- 
ers had collectors in mind when they 
made one series in Miss Day’s collec- 
tion. Depending on the era, or per- 
haps his parent’s politics, junior could 
have scraped his spinach over the 
face of Jefferson, Grant, Jackson, and 
Lincoln, fo name but a few. It was 
this series that started Miss Day on 
her collection. 


“A librarian, she became quite 
taken with a child’s plate decorated 
with a scene from Robinson Crusoe. 
Then she found one with Uncle Tom’s 
cabin and the collection began to 
grow, each place, trimmed with the 
ABC’s. 


“‘Though I have about 200 of 
them,’ she said, ‘alphabet trimmed 
plates are not easy to find. Perhaps 
because the children broke them, or 
they were broken when packed away 
after baby days.’ 


“Stern parents with an eye to prac- 
ticality are no doubt responsible for 
alphabet plates decorated with quota- 
tions from Franklin’s Poor Richard’s 
Almanac. Such dishes exhorted 2-year 
olds to ‘Plot deep while sluggards 
sleep.’ Or, finishing his oatmeal, Jun- 
ior might find that ‘Three moves are 
as good as a fire.’ Nagging five-year 
olds might learn that ‘Constant drop- 
ping wears away,’ and ‘Little strokes 
fell great oakes.’ 


“In a lighter vein are illustrations 
from such ‘Aesop’s Fables’ as ‘The 
Fox and the Grapes,’ the ‘Travelers 
and the Bear,’ and ‘The Men and 
Ass.’ Definitely a bribe to get the 
younger set to devour the vitamins. 

“One of Miss Day’s more unusual 


specimens is a small metal plate sold 
at the time P. T. Barnum brought his 
famous elephant Jumbo to this coun- 
try. Jumbo’s trunk is extended as if 
trumpeting for the child to hurry up 
and clear off the mess on top of him. 
Or perhaps he’s pointing to the raised 
letters encircling him. A blue and 
white china piece has ABC’s on the 
border with the deaf and dumb alpha- 
bet forming an inner ring.”

The Personality of the Collector 


A fine portrayal of the personality 
of the true collector has come the way 
of this department through the kind- 
ness of an old friend in Toledo. It is 
nothing more than a newspaper clip- 
ping from a Toledo newspaper. The 
story is by Aline Jean Treanor, and 
a sincere and revealing delineation it 
is. We quote: 


“A book is supposed to be the sub- 
ject of this column. It is a book about 
a small and little-explored realm of 
human-contrived beauty. 


“But the man who wrote the book 
is uppermost in the column writer’s 
thoughts, and the column may turn 
out more man than book. (He was 
not a personal acquaintance, or even 
known to the writer through mutual 
friends, although Toledo was his 
home).

“This man called himself a sales- 
man. Now ‘salesman’ is a word with 
such strong current ties to a hit play 
on Broadway, the tragic ‘Death of a 
Salesman,’ that our thoughts of any 
and all salesmen are colored by it. 
How many salesmen, we ask our- 
selves, feel caught in a squirrel cage, 
treading daily a path that leads no 
place; seeking always for values that 
turn worthless when found; striving 
constantly for fulfillment, yet feeling 
only emptiness; a dismal round that 
disintegrates personality until only 
death of the body can fittingly close 
the last gap of its deadly circum- 
ference? Further. we ask, how many 
of us who call ourselves by some 
other vocational title feel condemned 
to the same dreary treadmill, the 
same emotional frustration, the same 
bitter defeats ? 


“But let us not be sunk in the de- 
pression of this mood. Let us instead 
turn our thoughts outside ourselves 
and toward the particular salesman 
who is ‘stealing’ this column from 


the book of his own writing. He knew 
the mood, he recognized its deadly 
threats—and he did something about 
it, turning his life into a spare-time 
guest for strangeness and beauty 
that brought him daily emotional re- 
wards, sharpened his esthetic re- 
sponses, developed his artistic taste, 
gave him the moral satisfaction of 
discriminating between the genuine 
and the spurious, and finally spurred 
him to the writing of a book that 
has made him a primary authority 
on the beauties of that restricted 
realm he chose to explore. 


“It is one of life’s typical ironies— 
too cruel, too defiant of literary con- 
vention to be projected by any novel- 
ist or playwright—that a virulent ill- 
ness dealt this author a swift death 
blow just when his book had been 
published and before the recognition 
he had earned could be granted him. 
(September, 1949). 


“Nothing, however — certainly not 
the fact of his death—can dim. the 
brilliant craftsmanship with which he 
forged a bright and shining instru- 
ment of personal expression and 
achievement out of the base metal of 
vocational tedium. His was no ‘Death 
of a Salesman,’ nor was his life the 
play’s portrayal of a salesman’s life. 


‘No private information, no insight 
has been vouchsafed this writer than 
that to be read in the published evi- 
dence of the man’s works and words. 
The latter are utterly simple, fac- 
tual, straightforward. His book is 
‘Milk Glass,’ by E. McCamly Belknap 
(Crown Publishers, New York, $5.) 
It has 323 pages, 459 illustrations 
(hundreds from photos of his own 
collection), some in color. 


““My interest in glass collecting 
began as far back as 1920,’ is the 
way he opens his foreword. ‘As a 
traveling salesman I was bored with 
hotel lobbies and the other usual pur- 
suits of this genus of mankind.’ 
From there on he tells how he went 
hunting something of interest. The 
field of his search was limited, and 
antique shops were an obvious at- 
traction—some were open evenings. 


“How he came to settle on glass 
collecting, rather than samplers or 
‘coverlids’ or Toby jugs, he does not 
say. But George S. McKearin, whom 
he described as ‘fount of all knowl- 
edge for early American blown glass,’ 
said of him, ‘he had a flair for the

Last year the Museum of the City 
of New York, New York, N. Y., in- 
augurated a unique exhibition by 
asking its members to bring in their 
most cherished heirloom to be shown 
in a special exhibition entitled “My 
Favorite Heirloom.” The idea was to 
offer its members a special privilege 
other than the usual advantages of 
belonging to a museum, and also to 
attract others to become members 
of the Museum.

Suydam Cutting, and the latter by the 
United States Naval Academy Mu- 
seum who received the sword from 
General Dougitas MacArthur.

tion and medal of diamonds, rubies

Mrs. Mabel S. Ingalls has lent a fas- 
cinating miniature silver and plate 
dinner set, made in France about 
1819, which was a gift for the King 
of Rome. From Dr. Walter H. Jacobs 
has come a bronzed cast of the fist 
of Abraham. Lincoln which was made 
by Leonard Volk during the Presi- 
dential campaign of 1860, and from 
Messmore Kendall comes the seal 
ring which was worn by General 
George Washington for a large part 
of his life. One of the rarest pieces 
on exhibition, coming from Mrs. Ed- 
gar Mayer, is a curly maple Chippen- 
dale side chair, rare because an 
American Chippendale chair made of 
curly maple is almost unheard of.

A collection of very fine paintings, 
prints and drawings were brought 
in by several members. Among these 
are an oil painting of. the interior of 
Mrs. Walter Rosen’s New York house 
by Sir John Lavery after celebrating 
his 70th birthday with the Rosens, 
lent by Mrs. Rosen; a portrait of 
Mrs. James King, great grandmother 
of the lender Mrs. Reginald P. Rose, 
which was painted by Ezra Ames in 
the early 19th century; a lithograph 
“La Modiste” by Henri de Toulouse- 
Lautrec from Miss Grace M. Mayer; 
miniatures of George and Martha 
Washington by John Trumbull lent 
by Mrs. Ernest R. Adee; and a water 
color “Boys on A Dock” by Winslow 
Homer from Mr. and Mrs. Andrew 
Varick Stout. 

Mrs. Winthrop Aldrich brought in 
a marble bas-relief of her son, Alex- 
ander Aldrich, at the age of 4 which 
was executed by Paul Manship; Miss 
Theodora Baldwin, six “Jenny Lind” 
cups and saucers of royal Dresden 
china, imported by Tiffany, in 1851, 
when Jenny Lind sang in New York;

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TRENTON POTTERY NOTES 


By DOROTHY BRANNAN 


The manufacture of fine earthen- 
ware was not an old established indus- 
in the United States in 1888 although 
there had been experiments in the 
china line ever since the time of 
Benjamin Franklin. American pot- 
teries then were reported to be en- 
tirely the development of just thirty 
years. 

In 1861, the American potters op- 
portunity came in the tariff and the 
premium on gold, and the manufac- 
ture of what Wedgwood called, 
Queensware, was begun at Trenton, 

. J., where china “door furniture” 
had been stamped out of clay for 
several years previously. 

The production of decorated ware 
dates from the Centennial Exposi- 
tion of 1876 where the fine display 
awakened the taste of the public and 
stimulateed the manufacturers. to 
supply this new demand. 

The development of the manufac- 
ture of fine earthenware in America 
naturally brought down the prices 
of foreign goods which became (in 
1888) cheaper and better for the 
consumer under a tariff of 64% than 
they were formerly under a 24% 
tariff. This revision of tariffs was 
made in 1883. 

Potteries were located at that time 
in Massachusetts, New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Ohio, 
West Virginia, Indiana and Illinoxs, 
with a reported capital amounting to 


$8,000,000 and the production for the 
year 1887 not counting the lower 
grade merchandise, such as _ stone, 
yellow and Rockingham, was esti- 
mated at $8,520,000. 

At that time the amount of ware 
made in the United States and the 
amount imported were reported to 
be about equal. Ten thousand people 
were employed in the industry not 
counting those engaged in mining 
and transportation of materials. 

There were about ten Trenton Pot- 
teries then employing half of this 
number and half of the capital was 
there invested. The Trenton area was 
definitely the leader in the field 
though the only material which was 
actually close at hand was the coarse 
red clay used in making the sugars, 
or crucibles, and for “wading” to 
prevent smoke and gasfrom entering 
these crucibles when filled with 
green ware in the kilns. Their kao- 
lin, or fine china clay, came from 
Delaware, Southeastern Pennsylvan- 
ia and points along the New Jersey 
coast. Other clays together with the 
flint, lime and feldspar so extensive- 
ly used, were brought from Maine, 
Connecticut, New York, Maryland, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Missouri, 
all of which states are more or less 
indebted to the potteries for the de- 
velopment of their mining and 
kindred industries.

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A WILDFLOWER COLLECTION 


By EDNA M. TRIPP 


I can trace my first interest in the 
wildflower pattern back to my early 
childhood days when my mother was 
cleaning the cupboards. The amber 
goblet she had received from her 
grandfather for picking up potatoes 
always intrigued me. 

That interest, although revived 
semi-anually, lay more or less dor- 
mant until I found on a window shelf 
of an antique shop four wildflower 
goblets in clear, vaseline, apple green 
and blue. Finally, I decided to collect 
the pattern in clear and was very 
fortunately referred to HOBBIES, 
whose acquaintance I had not yet 
made and through whose advertise- 
ments I secured all my collection, 
but one piece. 

I have not been able to find out 
very much about the history of the 
pattern, except what Ruth Webb Lee 
offers in her works. One dealer told 
me that the pattern was originally 
known as baking powder glass. That 
is, a piece was given as a premium 
with the purchase of the product. I 
have also been told that this glass- 
ware dates from the early 1870’s and 
that the Adams Glass Company, of 
Pittsburg, were the original pro- 
ducers. The pattern was produced in 
clear, blue, amber, vaseline and apple 
green. The blue and apple green are 
rarer, and therefore more expensive. 
Collectors have been partial to this 
pattern for years so that it is more 
difficult to find some pieces such as 
the wine, turtle salt, cake basket and 
open compote. 

Lacking four smaller sized tum- 
blers, the cake basket and the medium 
sized flat bowl, I have service for 
eight in the plates, goblets and footed 
sauces, and these pieces in additien:

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DECORATIVE NOVELTIES—1885 


By DOROTHY BRANNAN 


Notable among importations in 
1885 were the beautiful handcarv- 
ings from Switzerland and other 
countries, some wrought simply in 
choice woods and others painted and 
gilded. There were pine cones, dogs, 
heads, turtles, and birds of olive 
wood. A hickory nut in its husky 
shell lying on a hickory leaf; an owl 
perched on a stump grasping a quill 
with feathered end all daintily carved 
and a peasant’s shoe were inkstand 
forms. There were also hanging 
cabinets, calendars, and wall baskets, 
the latter gilded and colored. 

The popularity of brass continued, 
and was with every available mater- 
ial. A brass portmonnaie is men- 
tioned and described as being “ham- 
mered and cross-hatched and all a 
glitter with yellow gleams, daintily 
lined with gold colored satin and fin- 
ished with gold colored silken cord 
and tassels.” There were portmon- 
nais of olive wood mounted in brass; 
of Russian leather with mountings 
of gold and steel-colored bronzes, or 
garlands of forget-me-nots in tur- 
quoise and gay enamels surmounted 
by two tiny pink cameo heads; port- 
monnaies of embossed leather and 
satin; of plush, of satin, and finally 
of open work ivory over delicately 
tinted silken covered frames, all 
furnished with appropriate enamel- 
led, embossed, or carved, handles. 


There was a great vogue for eas- 
els in 1883 and anything that could 
be put on one stood there, even the 
most exquisite manicure sets. Some- 
times these were arranged around 
a framed mirror against the heavy 
plush. There were album easels and 
book easels, too, covered with plush, 
leather, or silk, or embossed metal 
and matching the books that were to 
rest thereon. 

Among novelties in draping were 
“armor cloth” of fleecy cross stripes 
set close together and _ interwoven 
with bright tinsels. This fabric, 
though frequently used for vestibule 
curtains, was chiefly employed as 
linings for portieres. Smyrna carpet- 
ing, forty-eight inches wide was also 
a new and popular textile. It was 
soft and velvety in appearance, cross 
striped and used for bedrooms but 
was well adapted for use as portieres. 
A recent importation that year was 
French velour in_ stripes and low 
toned in coloring. The stripes showed 
through conventional tapestry pat- 
terns. Plain French velours came 
with ribbed grounds, some mingled 
with tinsel, and were to be had in 
sage greens, dull reds, and old blues. 

Exquisite little silver tapers were 
popular. Ovoid in form, they were 
engraved and sat on silver salvers. 
Silver salt dishes were in vogue and 
usually had their own spoons. Both 
were gold lined. Card receivers of 
silver were popular as was filigree 
jewelry. There was a vogue for small 
hat pins in sets of threes, arranged 
around small swinging mirrors with 
circular brass frames. Brass re- 


pousse ash dishes were in use and 


paper weights made in forms of frogs 
and lizards, and there were tiny 
candlestands with their own shades 
and globes. 

A new flower pot holder was of 
ornamental brass fluted and trimmed 
in applied silvered bronze and made 
so as to button in different sizes to 
fit both large and small pots. The 
saucer underneath was of white 
metal and quite heavy. 

Mirrors were extremely popular 
and were framed in endless ways one 
of the loveliest being from Vienna, a 
triple bracket affair in gold bronze 
set thickly with turquoises, garneus, 
and painted with gay enamels. Photo- 
graph frames like this were in 
vogue, too. They were made singly 
or in groups, and for miniatures. 

There was a_ great vogue for 
painting on cloth. Satins and vel- 
vets were almost always hand decor- 
ated. Miller’s bolting silk, which was 
a very delicate material and could be 
had forty inches in width was used 
extensively for curtains and bureau 
scarfs. Painted with delicate pan- 
sies or roses the bright flowers 
seemed to dance in the summer 
breezes. 

Handsome reception room chair 
frames were shown in brass; ‘wall 
cabinets in cherry wood and brass, 
and also hat racks and umbrella 
holders, one of which had greenish 
and reddish cattails in applied brass. 

Among Oriental novelties was a 
stately portiere of bamboo and beads 
strung on silken strings. It had a 
striking effect at night and did not 
interfere with the passage from room 
to room as it fell into place after 
one walked through it. 

Immense lamp  shades_ covering 
the whole of the lamp and filtering 
the light through transparent flow- 
ered surfaces were a great vogue. 
Chinese. lanterns were fashionable 
for vestibules, a “tasteful decora- 
tion with their tassels of rich silk. 
“Speaking of lanterns,” says a writ- 
er of 1885, “the old fashioned square 
barn lantern of our grandfather’s 
day has been promoted and wrought 
in open-work brass in quaint fashion, 
and studded with jewels of ruby and 
emerald stained glass, and hung from 
a brazen chain run through a pulley 
and carried across to the wall in re- 
gular barn fashion. It shines’ cheer- 
fully in many a city vestibule.”

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The New York Times, truly one 
of the World’s greatest newspapers 
has put its price up from three cents 
to five cents. About the same time 
the New York Sun went out of busi- 
ness. 

All of which brings us to remark 
that we have been considering putting 
our subscription price down to $3. 

Paper is becoming more plentiful 
as new mills open with big capaci- 
ties. Labor has not dropped, but 
rather there is constant pressure 
for raises. Other expenses have 
gone up. Withal, we would put our 
price down if it were not for the 
threat of Congress to increase our 
mailing rates. If the proposed rates 
go into effect it will work havoc 
with publishers and only the most 
resourceful will be able to pull 
through. They say our low second- 
class rates are a subsidy. It is part 
of the educational system of the 
country making us the best informed 
people in the world. It may be car- 
ried at a loss, but eliminate second- 
class matter entirely and the profit- 
able first-class matter would drop 
one-half. Second-class mail stimu- 
lates the use of first, third, and 
fourth class. 

Besides, the post-office carries a 
load of political appointments and is 
poorly managed, to say the least, as 
a business. We need Jim Farley 
back in there. 

Still further, Congress refuses 
utterly to take into consideration the 
great amount of franked mail, the 
cost of which they want the other 
classes to absorb. 

Are the other departments of the 
government called upon to pay a 
profit? Which one does? The Post- 
office department comes nearer pay- 
ing its way than any other. Some 
are a blank so far as income is con- 
cerned and nothing thought of it. 
Isn’t most of the agitation that the 
post-office is not a_ service but 
should bring in revenue, an attempt 
to control the press and destroy its 
freedom? After the doctors. will 
come the lawyers, and we publishers 
know full well what is in store for 
us.

After the winter shows in the South 
have passed in review, ours at At- 
lanta and St. Augustine stood out like 
the champions they were. We gave 
weight and handicap and won just 
like a champion is supposed to do. 

If all the dealers who went south, 
including the participating southern 
dealers, were polled, Atlanta and St. 
Augustine wil’ be favorites next year. 

We would rather let those who were 
on the ground do the talking even to 
those who have been peddling a va- 
riety of fakes. What helped us to 
get both the crowds and the sales 
at Atlanta was the past record of 
the other show in piling up fake fur- 
niture and reproductions. The visi- 
tors found our show clear of these 
things. 

Reports are that no one not a resi- 
dent of Georgia can operate a show 
there henceforth, with a heavy pen- 
alty for perjury. It is going to change 
things a good bit but the dealers of 
Georgia will be foolish if they don’t 


‘go ahead for the stimulating benefit 


of a show. We hope they can do it 
but there is more jealousy and envy 
among dealers in Atlanta than any 
place I ever saw. Messrs. Elliot and 
Baker are as capable antiques dealers 
as exist in any city in America and if 
they could bump their heads together 
in base drum harmony they could put 
anything over. And there are plenty 
of women dealers worthy of leader- 


p. 
But the time is plainly coming 
when the local dealers are not going 
to stand up under overwhelming taxes 
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and keep still while outside dealer: 
come in via a flock of shows to skim 
the cream. Times are at the break of 
changing. 

We are having the same trouble ix 
Chicago. The big down-town boys who 
pay heavy real estate, license, and oc- 
cupational taxes are up in arms about 
six shows a year popping in on them 
alleging they take the cream of busi- 
ness without paying a cent of taxes. 

I was always able to convince the 
officials about the merit of our show, 
that it brought more to the city than 
it took away. But when six of them 
wanted their pound of flesh they were 
ready to listen to the local boys. In a 
period of 22 shows I never paid a 
cent for bribery to local officials. 

But when Clarke and Hazen butted 
in they thought the pickin’ was good. 
We served the trade better than any 
person living, and yet all we had to 
stand through the abuse of these 
came in thinking we had a fix and 
they would chisel] in on it. The result 
was trouble for us all. 

We never were able to hold shows 
in Pittsburgh and some of the other 
large cities because of city ordinances 
and other restrictions, and it appears 
that the same situation may develop 
here. We are all right on our spring 
show which will be held March 19 to 
24, opening late afternoon of Sunday, 
March 19. The booth rental in this 
event, at half rate, has brought in the 
biggest demand for space among 
Chicago and out-of-town dealers that 
we have ever had in our 22 years of 
show experience. If fate, or what 
seems to be the inevitable powers, 
makes this our swan song, it will be 
a good one, for dealers and collectors 
will be there “from Maine to Frisco,” 
judging by letters from the vast army 
of HOBBIES readers. When you ar- 
rive in Chicago for this big spring 
event watch the Saturday and Sun- 
day newspapers for the opening hour 
on late afternoon of March 19. We'll 
be seeing you.

APOTHECARY ANTIQUES 


The cover of this issue pictures a 
few specimens from the collection of 
T. W. Hoskins, Kentucky, who spe- 
cializes in apothecary antiques. In- 
terviewed about his hobby via letter, 
Mr. Hoskins stated: 

“Apothecary antiques played a 
leading role in my ambition to gather 
articles associated with the prepara- 
tion or dispensing of medicines used 
in the prevention, treatment or cure 
of disease in man. 

“Being a pharmacist, this was a 
natural conquest for me, and there- 
fore it was not a quirk of fate which 
started my hobby. The beginning was 
a planned venture. However, things 
stood perfectly still at numerous 
points along the way, but the ever 
present desire to learn more about 
the treatment of disease by medicines 
kept aflame the pursuit of my orig- 
inal objective. 

“My pursuit of this hobby has en- 
tailed much research into historical 
pharmacy, chemistry and _ bacteriol- 
ogy, as well as biology and the prac- 
tice of medicine, in order to evaluate 
and assemble articles which fit into 
the pattern of the conquest of disease 
through medicine in apothecaries. 

“After many years of collecting 
and having acquired a great number 
of mortars in brass, bell metal, 
bronze, and copper, I have been 
amazed to discover that no two were 
closely ‘alike on careful examination, 
and this holds true in antique show 
globes, even with matched pairs, they 
are not identical. 

“For more than twenty years I 
have pursued my hobby with a plan, 
and it has grown to enormous pro- 
portions as well as investment. 

“My collection now numbers a few

thousand and as a natural conse- 
quence, articles which were used by 
some apothecaries who also were 
medical practitioners have a place in 
the natural order of things. I find it 
hard not to have some over-lapping 
parts of the two professions. I have 
doctors’ saddle bags which belonged 
to a doctor who was also a pharma- 
cist and who was in active practice 
of both at the same time. 

“My collection of mortars consists 
of brass, copper, wood, bell metal, 
stone, bronze mixture and Aztec in- 
dian specimens. Some are marked 
Russian, Belgium, Swiss, German, 
French, etc. Other apothecary items 
in photo (See Cover) are pill ma- 
chines or pill cutters, cork presses, 
poison bottles with. barbs, and two 
symbolic urns at bottom of picture. 
Three of the brass mortars have 
dates: Left end of fourth shelf from 
top, 1676. Second from left on second 
shelf from top, 1837. End mortar, 
right, second shelf from top, dated 
1781. You will note yard stick hang- 
ing in photo to give approximate 
comparative sizes. Cabinet shelves 
are 31% inches wide. 

“The scales in the photograph con- 
sist of 20 different sets. There are 
sets of hanging type scales on cab- 
inet doors. On the center table are 
three sets of old analytic scales. Of 
particular interest in this picture 1s 
the two large gold plated scales on 
the end tables,—they are gold plated 
almost throughout. They are 36 
inches high and 44 inches wide. The 
four counter type apothecary scales 
pictured in the bottom row are brass. 
Two small scales are dated 1766. 
“Apothecary blue glass chemical 
bottles now number’ 75.”

Samuel Hawkes of Daytona Beach, 
and Corning, New York, who is of 
the famous old family of Hawkes 
crystal glass makers, visited the Mu- 
seum recently and wrote an appreci- 
ative note as follows: 

“T wish to thank you for the privi- 
iege of seeing your crystal room last 
Friday. I am glad that a collection 
of cut glass of this period exists as I 
know of no other as good, covering 
the dates from about 1860 to 1920. I 
found a number of pieces made by 
my father and myself. I have been 
collecting old glass for half a cen- 
tury, some of it on display at our 
factory and museum in Corning, N. 
Y., and a few pieces at my place here. 
I have glass from the second century 

C. on. I enjoy the Lightner Mu- 
seum very much, and shall take 
pleasure in visiting it often.” 

The glass historian will probably 
recall that Hawkes Crystal has been 
accorded the world’s highest recogni- 
tion, the Grand Prix, Paris. 

Lovers of rock crystal glass are fa- 
miliar with the fine quality of work- 
manship in the Hawkes product which 
takes natural rock crystal, adds use- 
ful fluxes, such as potash, saltpeter 
and an amount of a certain expensive 
metallic oxide to give an added bril- 
liance and then fuses at about 2450 
degrees Fahrenheit. The design is 
original and modern, and as the glass 
house says, “It is rock crystal of to- 
day that is destined to become an 
heirloom of tomorrow.”

Current Events 


That the current craze for plate 
numbers and commemoratives and 
similar things has made some skip 
many interesting current, or what 
were current, bits of study. 

A very well informed plate num- 
berist writes: 

“T went to a club meeting recently 
and heard discussions of some items 
that the expert said ‘are missing from 
almost every collection and are still 
relatively cheap in the catalogue.’ 
And he called these ‘sleepers’. I have 
checked several and while the items 
are as he said ‘not present,’ I cannot 
see why all should be the same, and 
the spots unfilled. I select one. 
No. 71 (Scott) Netherlands. 17%c 
violet. And priced 35 cents mint, and 
15 cents used. Why? How, does this 
happen?’ ” 

So he selected the Netherlands 
Number 71. Just why, is still a 
question, but it was superseded by 
Number 72 (due to the dust pan 
system of putting all of a design to- 
gether) and No. 72 was 17%c also, 
but ultramarine and brown. But, 
No. 72 was overprinted for No. 103 
and No. 122 and again for No. 36. 
That likely took all remainders of 
the ultramarine and brown, but why 
the shortage of the violet of the same 
value? 

And, when such a shortage is al- 
most universal, and the item absent 
everywhere, the old timers call it a 
“sleeper.” 

And the explanation may be in the 
Dutch stamp books of reference along 
‘with the number printed, but as the 
student says “the price does not show 
the relative scarcity.”

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So like many another value of 
long sets, the job is to “go out and 
find it.” The student names about 
thirty similar items in as many sec- 
tions, and the “go out and find it” 
applies to all. Some are even cheap- 
er. Whether this indicates the known 
stock in counter books, or the known 
scarcity in albums, we do not know. 
But it is always fun to fill the last 
gap on a page with a “sleeper.” 
Sometimes they are more expensive 
“used” than in mint state. But if 
the used one is handy and the mint 
one is absent, by all means buy the

A question from a “protection 
first” collector is worth some con- 
verse. He asks “I use heavy sheets 
to cover some nice items, the binder 
is three ring, the holes pull out after 
some use. What is best to avoid it?” 
The gum on the corn plaster linen 
stickers does not hold on any cello- 
phane surface. Experiments with 
other things take time. Scotch tape 
will hold quite a while. Cut in the 
same form as the linen reinforced 
rings. 


But the cement that is used to 
mend movie films, used to hold strips 
of the same cellophane as the sheet 
is made of, are better. A clamp, or 
a folded strip, cemented to each side 
makes a rib that is almost perma- 
nent. Takes time, but is a good look- 
ing job, and worth the effort. Be 
sure the clamp covers the whole re- 
inforce. It can be done in a regular 
movie film mender. 


Likely there is not enough demand 
for really transparent interleaf 
sheets to warrant the three ring 
binder makers carrying a_ re-in- 
forced sheet for that sort of binder, 
Make your own. They are worth the 
trouble of doing a good job.

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THOUGHTS

It is said “Happy days are here 
again” was inscribed on a Roman 
coin issued 1600 years ago. Why not 
ask Uncle Sam to try and “bull” 
his luck by having the same motto 
on the next Commemorative issue.

Arthur Brisbane said: “Everybody 
knows that nobody knows anything 
about money, and that is about all 
that anybody does know about mon- 
ey.” It is evident Mr. Brisbane was 
not a numismatist, had never at- 
tended a coin club meeting nor con- 
versed with a senior collector. 
Numismatists study money and un- 
derstand at least something about it.

Asked how long a leg should be 
Abraham Lincoln said it should be 
just long enough to reach the ground. 
The legs of a paper dollar bill should 
be long enough to reach the silver 
dollar it stands on.

Money in raising radishes. Don’t 
lift your eye brows at the little back 
yard gardens.

The late Peter Dunne said: “To 
most people a savage nation is one 
that doesn’t wear uncomfortable 
clothes.” To many coin collectors 
the careless collector is the one that 
doesn’t keep his collection in a safety 
box. Like the average, the average 
coin collector likes to be comfortable. 
He keeps his coins handy so he may 
get at them. whenever he wishes, and 
can show them to visitors without 
first making an appointment for the 
occasion.

From the way some coin collectors 
are falling over themselves for the 
opportunity of paying a few specu- 
lators an exorbitant price for com- 
memorative coins, one would think 
that numismatics has gone com- 
memorative, traded its basic founda- 
tion for decorative trimmings. Don’t 
let them kid you, it hasn’t; numis- 
matics is made of firm stuff. The 
foundation of numismatics is based 
on real, active money, the currency 
of the countries of the world, the 
circulation medium, money in actual 
service, the money that makes the 
wheels go around, and not upon in- 
active coins that are minted for show 


instead of service. Circulating mon- 
ey is the basis, commemoratives the 
trimmings. Trimmings decorate a 
house but the foundation sustains it; 
trimmings are decorative, founda- 
tions are supports. Commemorative 
coins are desirable just as are the 
decorative trimmings on a_ house, 
so keep your weather eye on the 
foundation, place your trust and 
your money on the stones of your 
cellar walls. Don’t pay exorbitant 
prices for frills that may soon go 
out of fashion, but buy of the old 
reliable dealers who have your inter- 
est at heart. 
000 

“A fool can throw a stone into a 
well and a thousand wise men can- 
not get it out.” An amateur can 
ruin a proof by wrong cleaning and 
a thousand experts cannot repair the 
damage.

Large copper cents and Indian 
head cents are all right but the old 
fashioned common horse sense is the 
best of all. Mother Nature is a wise 
evener-up, a good equalizer budget 
balancer. If she disfavors you in one 
respect she makes up for it in 
another. Don’t be envious because 
you have to sit down to meals, plenti- 
ful but plain, and the other fellow to 
three sumptious meals a day of the 
richest viand; this seemingly unfair 
difference is recompensed for; you 
have a good appetite while he has 
dyspepsia; the odds, if any, are in 
your favor. Some one else may have 
a better education than you, but his 
“book-learning” is more than offset 
by your common horse sense, and 
horse sense without book learning is 
better than book learning without 
horse sense.

The book-learners may be fooled, 
but it does not take much horse 
sense to figure out that the coins to 
save for future enchantment, for the 
“long-pull”, are the ones with small 
mintage, the scarcities, rather than 
the many-minted “populars.” Coins 
lose their popularity, but they can- 
not, even though they wished, lose 
their scarcity. Popularity may make 
a 10,000 issue hard to secure, but the 
loss of its popularity will swamp the 
market with plentifuls. A coin de- 
pendent on its popularity for its bul- 
lishness is a very poor gamble, while 
a coin backed by its scarcity is a

sure thing. Stick to the “legits”, the 

scarcities, and leave the “matinee 

idols” to the flirtuous. Use horse 

sense.

A title designates one as an ex- 
pert in the line of his title; every 
man that plays poker is not a poker 
player; one can collect stamps with- 
out being called a stamp collector; 
nearly every one has a collection of 
coins but they are not styled com 
collectors. The number of coin col- 
lections was recently demonstrated. 
I was locating the “L” on the Indian 
head cent for a person in an office 
full of clerks. Her exclamation on 
locating the letter attracted others, 
and in short order nearly everyone 
in the office had one of his Indian 
heads out looking for the “L”. The 
whole office force had collections al- 
though there was only one merited 
the title of coin collector. This one 
little incident probably gave birth 
to several new collectors. It pays to 
advertise your hobby.

The choice of certain phases of 
coin collecting is not always a 
studied or premeditated one. Little 
chance incidents play their part. 
A major paper money collector was 
asked why he chose paper to coins. 
“I started on coins”, he replied, “but 
one day I came into possession of a 
broken bank note with an engraving 
on it of Cupid rolling a silver dollar, 
and the oddity of Cupid being pic- 
tured in any pose than that of love, 
—with his bow and arrow—tickled 
my funny bone, started an interest 
in other bank notes, and I have been 
at it ever since.”

I have been asked this riddle:— 
Whoever makes it tells it not, who- 
ever takes it recognizes it not, who- 
ever recognizes it wants it not? 
The answer, counterfeit money, ac- 
companied the question.

It has been said that “our minds 
do not become better as we grow old- 
er but our ways of learning in- 
crease.” An older person seems to 
“catch on” more quickly than a 
younger, not because his mind is bet- 
ter but because his experience has 
taught him to “put two and two to- 
gether” while the youngster has to 
study from only one angle. You hear 
a lot of elders say “I am too old to 
learn,” but, as Thorndike said, “No 
one should refrain from learning 
anything he wants to learn because 
of age.” And that is just why elder- 
ly people should take up a hobby, if 
they have not already done so. It is 
never too late to start. An old pes 
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son taking up coin collecting could 
learn the points of the game in short 
order. His very experience in learn- 
ing makes it easy for him to “catch 
the points” and to avoid accumulat- 
ing a lot of undesirable coins before 
getting wise. He doesn’t even have 
to detour, but jump over the mis- 
takes of the young beginner. Don’t 
let your age deter you from starting 
a collection.

An editorial in the K. C. Star says 
“Mothers are just mothers, no more 
and no less, wherever you may find 
them. You can’t add anything to 
their stature and they don’t need it; 
you can’t take anything from it, 
and who would? They are constant, 
dependable, unchangeable. She 
draws upon some power whose source 
we do not know for strength.” 

And old mother Hobby is like 
that. An indispensable blessing to 
us all. What is life without a hob- 
by? A coin collection holds great 
power for good over the collector, 
rests him, amuses him, dispels his 
glooms, gives him a further life, but 
where mother Hobby gets this 
strength we do not know.

When he told her “I think you are 
just about the finest girl in the 
world” he expected a “trade-last,” 
but instead she came right back with 
“TI think so, too.” And that is the 
way you should feel about your coin 
collection. If some one tells you 
“You have a fine lot of coins” let him 
know “I think so, too.”

QUESTIONS & ANSWERS 


Question 

I would appreciate some informa- 
tion, if possible, on a coin or token 
Ihave. It has me stumped completely. 

It is copper, and the size of the old 
large cents. On the face, around the 
edge, is the motto Perish Credit, Per- 
ish Commerce, 1834. There is a de- 
sign of a wild boar in the center of 
the coin, with the wording my third 
heat in the center. Above the boar is 
the inscription, My Victory, below the 
boar is the inscription, Down with the 
bank. 

On the other side of the coin going 
around the edge is the motto My Sub- 
stitute for the U. S. Bank. There is 
a bust of a man which I cannot recog- 
nize and below it is the following 
wording, my experiment, my currency, 
my glory.—M. P., MONTICELLO, N. Y. 


Answer 

The coin you list is a very inter- 
esting, though not valuable coin, it 
is known as a “Jackson Cent,” or 
“Hard Times Token.” Coined private- 
ly during the panic days of the 1830’s, 
it was one of many political tokens 
issued in protest to the government’s 
actions regarding the panic. It was 
also used as money at the time, due 
to the shortage of change.

GOLD ISSUES 


The crude and very rare pioneer 
gold coins which were issued by as- 
say offices, private individuals and 
cempanies during the California Gold 
Rush Days are some of the rarest 
coins that are known. Glancing 
through *a catalog of these pieces, 
the lists of estimated values are ter- 
rific. However, the catalog value 
does not mean that it is the amount 
of money you would get for these 
pieces, because condition, demand 
and many other circumstances must 
be taken into consideration in ar- 
riving at the actual value. Very of- 
ten half the catalog value is a fair 
price. 

The catalog values I list must be 
treated as such. Templeton Reid of 
Georgia issued several gold pieces 
around the year 1830. The five dol- 
lar gold piece of this year now is 
listed at $3,500, and two varieties of 
the $10 at $5,000 each. One of 
Bechtler’s gold $2% is listed at 
$1,250 and the $5 at $1,500. In Col- 
orado, Clark Gruber & Co. struck a 
$20 gold piece in 1860 which is val- 
ued at $1,250. A John Parson & Co. 
of Tarryall Mines, 1861 $2% is listed 
at $2,000 and the $5 at $3,000. J. J. 
Conway & Co. struck a $2% and $5 
in 1861 which are listed at $4,000 
and $2,500 respectively, and the gold 
ten of the same year at $5,000. 

Working our way further west to 
California, we find a series of very 
great rarities. Baldwin & Co. of 
San Francisco 1850-51 $1,000 for the 
ten and $4,000 for the twenty. Cin- 
cinnati Mining Co. of San Francisco 


Five and Ten minted in 1849 list at 
$5,000 each; Duboiq & Co’s Five at 
$2,000 and the Ten at $2,500. Dun- 
bar & Co’s Five, 1851, at $1,250. 

Probably some of the most cele- 
brated rarities of the Private Gold 
Issues are the Gold Fifty Dollar 
Slugs struck during the Gold Rush 
Days in California. The commonest of 
these pieces and most well known 
are the octagonal slugs of August 
Humbert struck in 1851 which cata- 
log at $350. These coins are all sim- 
ilar in design with minor varieties. 
They have an eagle in the center 
with the legend around the edge and 
a Bull’s eye on the reverse. There 
are imitations of these coins but they 
are easily detected as their weight 
is not that of gold. The rarest 
August Humbert slug catalogs at 
$750. August Humbert was the United 
States assayer in California who 
struck these coins from the gold the 
miners sold to the assay office. 

A very rare fifty dollar slug was 
coined by Kellogg & Co. in 1855. It 
catalogs at $8,500. This piece is 
round and has the head of Liberty 
on the obverse. Another round slug 
was also minted by Wass Moliter & 
Co. in 1852. It catalogs at $800. 

Probably the rarest of the Califor- 
nia gold are the ingots coined by 
F. D. Kohler, state assayer for Cali- 
fornia in 1850. These were rectangu- 
lar in shape with legend incised in 
crude letters, and they had little 
resemblance to any coins. The ingot 
for the Sacramento office is listed at 
$5,000 for $36.55, San Francisco of- 
fice $5,000 for $40.07; $10,000 for 
$50; $5,000 for $54.09. These ingots 
were stamped from gold bars and 
precede the fifty dollar slugs. 

Another company which also struck 
ingots was Moffat & Co. The $9.43 
is unique and the $16 listed at $1,200. 

The condition of these pieces are 
never listed above “very fine” and 
the catalog prices are very fine 
pieces. However, as these coins took 
quite a beating they are found very 
often in lesser condition. A very in- 
teresting series, but a little on the 
expensive side ‘for the average col- 
lector.

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NOTES ON FOREIGN COINS 


By MARGARET M. BLUM 


MISCELLANY 

The fleur-de-lis, known for so long 
as a symbol of France, is thought to 
have been copied by the French from 
the beautiful and celebrated Italian 
florin. These gold coins, bearing a 
large lily on the reverse, were first 
struck in Florence in 1252, and it was 
not until 1270 that this flower made 
its appearance on the royal arms of 
France. On the obverse the florin 
bears a full length figure of Saint 
John the Baptist, with the legend S. 
IOANNES B., i.e., Sanctus Johannes 
Baptista. The purity of these coins 
was so exceptional (24 carats fine) 
that they quickly became current 
throughout Europe. 

000 

All women have, at one time or an- 
other, given thought as to ways and 
means of acquiring and spending their 
“pin money.” The mediaeval house- 
wife, although she probably tried just 
as hard as her modern sister to get 
her allowance increased, was in no 
doubt as to how the money would be 
spent. It would all go for pins. Al- 
though by the fourteenth century pins 
had been invented for some time, their 
makers were only allowed to sell them 
on certain days, and it was on these 
days that the “pin money” was re- 
ceived and spent. In the course of 
time pins became cheap and common, 
but the practice of husbands giving 
their wives an allowance was much 
too popular (with the wives) to be 
allowed to lapse, so we still have both 
the custom and the name today.

This money 
was inscribed with sentences from the 
Koran, as it was forbidden by the 
Mohammedan religion to depict the 
human figure. The Christian nations 
surrounding Spain so admired the 
Moorish currency that it was fre- 
quently copied in facsimile, Koranic 
messages and all, the rulers, for all 
their staunch early Christian bigotry, 
being blissfully unaware that the 
words of Mohammed were being cir- 
culated among their subjects.

In Westphalia, during the eigh- 
teenth century, an ingenious method 
was used in the rural areas to con- 
voke necessary meetings of the peas- 
antry. A brass token, commonly 
known as a Bauern Thaler, or Peas- 
ant’s dollar, with the inscriptions, in 
German, “who lets me stop will fare 
badly,” and “ Retain me not, I beg of 
you,” was passed from hand to hand 
along with a message from mouth 
to mouth until the most remote peas- 
ants had been reached and informed 
of the impending convention.

The tendency to bestow nicknames 
on money is not confined to our mod- 
ern times, some of the older ones 
being much more pungent than, for 
example the modern “sawbuck.” 
“Fledermaus was the nickname given 
to the groschel of Selisia and the base 
silver kreutzer of Prussia at the be- 
ginning of the nineteenth century be- 
cause of the supposed resemblance of 
the eagles which those coins bore to 
the common bat. 

The pattern farthings of Oliver 
Cromwell were known as “breeches” 
because of the form of two joining 
shields on their type. “A fit name” 
quipped Lord Lucas in a ‘speech to 
the House of Lords, “for the coins of 
the Rump.”

The Maria Theresa dollar probably 
enjoys the distinction of being the 
coin of the most enduring popularity. 
It was first struck in 1780 for trade 
in Ethiopia, and was issued in a type 
identical in every way to the original 
every year thereafter until a decade 
ago. The obverse of this famous coin, 
which is a must in every collection of 
foreign pieces, bears a draped bust of 
the Empress, facing right, with the 
legend M. THERESIA. D. G. R. IMP.

BURG. CO. TYR. 1780.

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ANCIENT SCROLL TO BE AN ALYZED 


Scientists at the Fogg Art Museum 
of Harvard University, after careful 
study, have concluded that a 2,000- 
year-old leather scroll believed to 
contain the story of Noah’s father can 
be safely opened. 

In announcing this decision, Prof. 
John Coolidge, Director of the Muse- 
um, added that technical difficulties 
will delay the undertaking of this 
difficult task in the Fogg’s De- 
partment of Conservation. 


Fogg scientists will not begin work 
on the project for several weeks. 
When they start, they expect it will 
take six months to complete the 
opening of the scroll. 


The scroll, partly disintegrated and 
damaged by foreign matter, is be- 
lieved to contain the oldest Old Testa- 
ment text in existence. 

Commenting on the hazards in- 
volved in the project, Professor 
Coolidge said: 


“The difficulties we face in open- 
ing this scroll are such that no guar- 
antee of success can be given. How- 
ever, experiments with fragments of 
the scroll lead us to believe that it 


is feasible to attempt to open the 
full scroll. 

“It will require probably at least 
six months to complete the work of 
opening the entire scroll.” 

This scroll is one of four brought 
to this country by the Metropolitan 
of Jerusalem and Hashemite Jordan, 
Mar Athanasius Y. Samuel. The 
other three, which were in excellent 
condition and easily opened, contain 
a complete text of the Book of Isai- 
ah and other Holy writings. 

The Metropolitan placed the scroll 
in the hands of the Fogg Museum on 
January 11 so that the Museum could 
make a preliminary examination and 
decide whether or not to try to open 
it. Today’s decision that chances are 
good for successfully opening the 
scroll followed a careful technical 
study of its condition. 


The task of opening the scroll will 
be undertaken by Rutherford J. Get- 
tens, Chief of Technical Research in 
the Musecm. 


Since last April, when he made a 


brief inspection of the scroll, Mr. 
Gettens has been conducting various

Jordan, who owns the scroll, 


and Rutherford J. Gettens, Chief of Technical 


Services in the Museum who will attempt to open the scroll. 
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tests on some small fragments of the 
scroll. Tests on these thumbnail-size 
pieces of leather have indicated one 
possible method of opening the 
scroll. Mr. Gettens cautions, how- 
ever, that the technique used on the 
small pieces may not work for the 
scroll as a whole. 

Mr. Gettens’ full technical report 
follows: 

The Fourth Dead Sea Scroll is a 
slightly flattened cylindrical object 
31.5 cm. long and 5.5 cm. wide at its 
widest part. It is apparently of 
brown dried and brittle leather 
tightly rolled into about 20 turns. 
The surface of the scroll, whic: nays 
the appearance of a dried cigar, is 
corrugated and crevassed, especially 
near the ends. When received at the 
Fogg Museum the first and outer 
layer had already been peeled off 
and separate pieces bearing writing 
(one 20.5x11.5 cm. and the other 
6.0x 4.5 cm.) had been flattened and 
mounted between glass. 

At one end of the roll four or five 
layers of outer leather have been 
cracked off and lost and here are 
revealed light cream colored inner 
layers which are thinner than the 
outer brown layer, and these may be 
of parchment. It is possible there 
are two scrolls—a parchment scroll 
rolled up in a leather one. The outer 
brown leather, however, is not just 
wrapping; it bears the writing tnat 
can be seen on the already separated 
fragments. It is still to be learned 
whether the inner white layers are 
really a separate scroll. 

From these mounted fragments it 
can be seen that the inscription is 
penned in a dark ink on ruled lines 
about 7 mm. apart. In places the ink 
apparently has eaten into and 
through the leather and it is this ef- 
fect which causes most of the corru- 
gations and fissures. The inscription 
is written in columns (pages) 1n nnes 
parallel to the lengthwise direction. 


The side where the inner light col- 
ored layers are seen is the one most 
damaged by time. That is probably 
the side on which the object rested 
during its long stay in the cave. The 
opposite side is smoother and less 
corrugated. The rain damage here 
seems to be along the lines of writ- 
ing. 

In the middle, along the more dam- 
aged side. where several layers are 
revealed, it was found that there is 
fair cleavage between layers. Where 
broken edges of leather occur on this 
side one can insert a thin spatula and 
lift bank flaps of the outer layer of 
the good side half way around the 
scroll. The two ends of the scroll 
appear to be in a more decomposed

state than the middle. There the 
leather is thoroughly hardened and 
black, and although the individual 
layers can be identified, they seem 
to be completely welded together. On 
one end the edges are flared out and 
separated like petals of an open 
flower. The innermost roll is about 
1 em. in diameter. There is still an 
open hole clear through the center 
through which light can be seen. 


There is practically no foreign ma- 
terial on the scroll, no sand or dirt. 
Also there is no evidence of pitch or 
asphalt. (Pitch has been reported 
on other materials from the same 
cave). 


When the scroll was first brought 
to the Fogg Museum in April, 1949, 
for brief examination, a few detached

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finger-nail-sized fragments were left 
for experimentation. From _ these 
small fragments a considerable 
amount of information on behavior 
and properties of the old leather was 
gleaned. 


During its long existence the 
leather, especially near the ends, has 
become almost completely gelatin- 
ized. Although it contains some 
fibrous structure, it breaks with a 
glassy fracture like glue. In fact it 
is giue. The better preserved leather 
near the center breaks with a bearded 
fracture. The more highly gelatin- 
ized portions are nearly completely 
soluble in cold water. Even when ex- 
posed to an atmosphere saturated 
with water vapor it liquifies and 
flows. At 75 percent relative hum- 
idity the fragments become pliable, 
but sticky. In the range 50-60 per- 
cent relative humidity it is moderate- 
ly pliable, but not too sticky, and 
that seems to be the best range to 
attempt unrolling operations. The 
gelatinized portions are permanently 
darkened when wet with water. The 
light brown and cream middle and 
inner layers are much less affected. 


The principal question now is — 
what are the chances that the scroll 
can be unrolled? After careful study 
of the ail-over condition and behav- 
ior of the fragments it is felt that 
the central portion of the scroll can 
be opened and the inscription read. 
The main difficulty will be the un- 
rolling at the ends and indeed that 
may be impossible. It is possiple 
that the unrolling of the middle can 
be done only at the sacrifice of the 
ends especially if it is certain there 
is no inscription here. It is hoped 
that that will not be the case. 


After this preliminary study, the 
Conservation Department of the 
Fogg Museum is willing to make an 
attempt to unroll the scroll provided 
it is understood that the results may 
not be an entire success. It is not 
to be expected that a complete and 
continuous scroll will result. 


At this time one can only give a 
bare outline of the procedure that 
might be used to unroll the scroll. 
Examination and study will continue. 
Perhaps a histologist and a leather 
expert will be asked to examine the 
scroll and give opinions. It is prob- 
able that the object will be placed in 
a humidity controlled chamber to re- 
lax the leather to permit separation 
of the layers with thin spatuias, 
sharp scalpels, and other instruments 
like these used in surgery. Before 
certain operations the object might 
have to be refrigerated to mimimize 
adhesion and stickiness. Gauze or 
some other supporting material may 
have to be fixed to the back of the 
detached pieces to hold them in 
place and in register. Impregnation 
of the leather with a cohesive agent, 
like one of the vinyl or methacrylate 
polymyers, might be necessary as a 
later step. Finally the scrolls or its 
fragments will have to be mounted 
in such a way that it will be well 
protected yet accessible for paleo- 
graphic study.

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beyond the nine and a half-page in- 
troduction on them and for the com- 
plete story of the house, its partners, 
employees, methods and _ policies. 
Also, while in many cases where the 
titles do not make the subjects clear, 
or where they are duplicated, the 
prints are described in sufficient de- 
tail, there is no attempt to point out 
the finest, the most popular, nor, ex- 
cept in a few cases, the rarest. The 
illustrations, also, are for the post- 
graduate student, showing interest- 
ing and previously unknown subjects 
rather than the “high-spots” ‘which 
have been reproduced so frequently 
that they are familiar to almost 
everyone. 

Of course, the factors of quality, 
popularity and rarity are expressed 
in the values given for each print. 
And, also of course, any catalog of 
comparative values has to be com- 
piled on the theory that. one man 
can lead a horse to water, while ten 
cannot make him drink. That is, the 
seller who expects to get list price 
for a scarce and good, but not par- 
ticularly desirable print will un- 
doubtedly encounter considerable 
sales resistance. But, conversely, the 
buyer who wants the best most pop- 
ular titles but balks at the ‘values 
given them will probably find other 
collectors bidding him out of the 
market. 

There are, again of course, minor 
defects. Errors in proof-reading are 
almost unavoidable in a work of this 
sort, and only one or two of these 
could cause confusion. More infor- 
mation on reproductions would help 
beginning collectors. But this book 
is for the expert, and the beginner 
can only be advised to acquire and

Your letter has a personal interest 
apart from your kindly expressed 
interest in my modest efforts. I lived 
with my material for over four years 
and even now I fear I have not done 
justice to my subject. I am in a 
sense consoled by the knowledge that 
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words are not always a good medium 
and so often can be read in quite 
another way to that in the mind of 
the writer. However, I am_ very 
grateful to know that my book has 
really revived the interest in my late 
husband’s mind. George Moore in an 
interview he gave to a reporter not 
long before he died, referred to 
Joseph Conrad’s work rather con- 
temptously. He said that he only 
wrote about “Barges in mists, and 
that his work ‘would not live a year.” 
This ‘was a bit too much for me and 
I answered in another Daily Paper. 
I reminded him that if there was on- 
ly one George Moore, there was only 
one Kipling, Galsworthy, Chesterton 
and many lesser lights, who neverthe- 
less had a place in the world of let- 
ters. And I added that my husband 
had been dead over five years and 
his works still lived and Mr. Moore 
was still alive. I understand that he 
took my rebuke to heart rather ser- 
iously, but I think he deserved it. 

I am so sorry that I have no let- 
ters to send you written by Joseph 
Conrad, these were all snapped up 
years ago, even the last cheque he 
had signed. But what I am sending 
you will have a unique interest. It is 
copy of a portrait made by Mr. Wal- 
ter Tittle and autographed by Joseph 
Conrad. It was the subject of a cur- 
ious attempt of fraud, — some man 
evidently an artist in a small way 
besides being a furniture dealer in 
Glasgow, he found or so he said 
the portrait in an old bureau and 
sent it to me asking me to verify my 
husband’s signature and also Sar- 
gent’s. I could of course verify that 
of Joseph Conrad but although I 
knew that Mr. Sargent had done a 
drawing of my husband, I had never 
seen the artist’s signature. Anyway 
he offered it to me for the sum of 
£40 and no less a person than Mr. 
Cunningham Graham, passed it as 
authentic and thought it worth the 
money. I sent it to a man in town 
who discovered the fraud. He hap- 
pened to have been a pupil of Sar- 
gent’s. The Glasgow gentleman was 
at great pains to recover his “try’ 
which I returned, but I had it photo- 
graphed and this is one of the copies. 
Then we did not know whose origi- 
nal work it was. On Sunday morning 
Mr. Tittle came to lunch and I showed 
the picture to him, who at once 
claimed it as his own. How the thing 
got into the dealer’s hands in Glas- 
gow and what spirit moved him to 
adorn it with a forged signature and 
heavily lead it over remains a mys- 
tery to this day. I tried to find tne 
gentleman, but my last letter ‘was 
returned, “unknown”. It struck me 
that you might like to have a copy 
as a curiosity and be interested in its 
history. I don’t suppose anyone else 
will have such a portrait to put on 
his desk, in your country or this. 
Anyway here it is with my best kind 
regards and many thanks for your 
good wishes and interest. Now as 
very few people ever get anything 
for nothing, I would like you to send 
me a copy of my book (American) 
edition, autographed by you to me..

The Peyote Cult 


By ELIZABETH X. GREEN 


There is today a new field for col- 
lectors of religious objects, for among 
many of our Indian tribes there is a 
comparatively new religion that is re- 
ceiving much attention from anthrop- 
ologists and statesmen alike. It has 
been called the Native American 
Church, or the Peyote Society, but 
whatever its name, it is a curious

combination of early Christian doc- 
trines and the mystic pagan rites. 
We can hardly imagine the fear and 
confusion the coming of the white 
man had among the Indians of all the 
Americas. There was no wireless, no 
radio, but the news of the strange 
people spread with amazing rapidity. 
The earliest trace of the cult, recorded 
by white men, was around 1870. How- 
ever, long before this, Peyote was a 
sacrament of the bizarre Aztec. In 
fact, the very name Peyote is a cor- 
ruption of the Aztec word peyotl. Its

use in the feast of Teononacatl is 
recorded by Padre Bernardino de 
Sahagun in 1529. 

The Indians found it difficult to 
imagine our God. They recognized 
His greatness, for they were easily 
defeated by this strange God’s chil- 
dren. Soon they found that their 
habit of eating peyote to dull pain or 
terror and to give them a feeling of 
great strength, brought this foreign 
God to them in a way they understood. 

Peyote, a mild alkaloid narcotic, 
stimulates a feeling of good will and 
stimulates the optic nerve so that the 
partaker sees visions in technicolor 
and his everyday world becomes a 
fairyland of magnificent color. Men 
began talking about how they had 
been saved from wrong doing by the 
visions acquired when under its in- 
fluence, of being cured of diseases, 
especially tuberculosis, and of seeing 
God in all of his colorful splendor 
mentioned in the Bible. Thus a new 
church was created. Strictly reli- 
gious in atmosphere, with Bible read- 
ings, confessions, healing of the sick 
in soul and body, it was rapidly car- 
ried from tribe to tribe. Today, the 
Ute, Apache, Comanche, Cheyenne, 
Potawatomi, and Kickapoo, tribes 
from coast to coast, are actively en- 
gaged in Christianity with a primitive 
twist. 

In order that they might recognize 
each other, a distinctive type of jew- 
elry was created. Thin, graceful in 
workmanship, typical of no particular 
tribe, it is fast becoming important. 
The elegantly slim water turkey was 
chosen as the symbol and messenger 
of prayer. (In Indian religion, birds 
often carried prayers to the gods). 
His feathers, so delicately striped in 
black and white are used in the mak- 
ing of the sacred fan. Father Peyote 
is symbolized as a convex, or fluted 
disk which is reminiscent of the real 
Peyote button. The four logs in the 
shape of a cross became the Christ- 
tian cross as well as being their old 
world symbol. The tepee, so often 
the symbol of their home in sign lan- 
guage, became the sign of the church. 
The waterdrum, used as their only 
accompaniment to the chanting to 
their gods, became the call to prayer 
in the new church, and the staff, the 
sign of high office passed from in- 
dividual to individual during the con- 
fessions and leading of religious songs, 
is said to have come from the cane 
given by President Lincoln to one of 
their chiefs. Given as a gift, the cane 
or staff became their symbol of high 
authority. 

Recently, the Peyote cult found it- 
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self in trouble with the State narcotic 
laws, but since peyote is not officially 
declared as a narcotic in the Federal 
statutes, the issue has cooled. How- 
ever, on the various Reservations the 
cult has gone underground to become 
almost exclusively a male preoccupa- 
tion. Religious leaders are still try- 
ing to break the society, claiming that 
it is not and can not become a church, 
yet the laws of the United States gov- 
ernment give it the rights of Religious 
Freedom. 


Peyote has never been a moral issue 
in spite of common :‘ossip, only its 
bad after effects of nausea and severe 
headaches cool its religious fervor. 
Non-habit forming, with its visions 
in technicolor, it has served to bring 
the Indians and Christianity closer 
together.

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Archaeological 
Findings in Florida 


Washington, D. C.—Florida had an 
ancient history long before old Ponce 
de Leon came to the flowery land in 
search of the fountain of youth, only 
to find quick death. 


The evolution of aboriginal society 
along the Gulf Coast, as revealed by 
archeological findings and accounts 
of the earliest white arrivals, is 
traced in a volume just issued by 
the Smithsonian Institution. The 
study by Gordon R. Willey, of the 
staff of the Smithsonian’s Bureau of 
American Ethnology, is based in con- 
siderable part on recent exploration 
of this region. 


The earliest inhabitants appear to 
have been in a rather primitive cul- 
tural stage, clinging to the coast in 
small villages and subsisting largely 
on shellfish and the fruits and nuts 
they could gather. They left behind, 
as about their only memorial, great 
deposits of discarded shells. 


The next stage, it appears, was 
characterized by much the same way 
of life, but the villages became much 
more numerous. Two or three of 
these would combine to maintain a 
common mound for ceremonial burial. 


Then comes a marked change with 
the introduction of corn cultivation 
and food storage. There is a gradual 
shift of the population away from 
the coast in search of better soil. 
Here also may begin the consolida- 
tion of villages, previously self-suf- 
ficient, into small “states,” which 
apparently continued until the ar- 
rival of the first Spaniards. Largest 
of the tribes finally to emerge were 
the Apalachee with several fairly 
large towns. Most important of 
these, presumably the seat of “em- 
pire,” was Iniahica, near the present 
Tallahassee. Less well organized 
were the Timucuas, the red men first 
encountered by De Soto. They were 
a warlike people, but with less well- 
organized _ socio-political systems. 


__ There have been two finds in Flor- 
ida which indicate a much earlier 
settlement than that of the shore- 
hugging villagers. These are human 
skulls found in association with the 
bones of prehistoric animals which 
apparently date from sometime in 
the last ice age. 

The validity of these latter finds 
has been a matter of considerable 
dispute. :

BOOK REVIEWS 


Artillery Through the Ages 


It’s not often that I find a techni- 
cal book which will keep me up to 
the wee hours of the morning; most 
of my reading of this hour is limited 
to novels. “Artillery Through the 
Ages,” however, is a decided excep- 
tion, and if you want something in- 
teresting to read, something educa- 
tional and something that will add to 
your fund of weapon knowledge, it’s 
for you. 

The author wisely titled his work 
so as to take in all the necessary 
types, for he is dealing with all the 
artillery used in America and most 
all that used during our early history 
of development. He takes us back 
into pre-cannon days, back to the 
times of the Romans and their ca- 
tapults, ballistas and trebuchets. He 
describes them and compares their 
action and final purposes and accom- 
plishments with those of modern and 
not-so-modern cannon—after all “the 
only basic difference is the kind of 
energy that sends the projectile on 
its way.” We are introduced to gun- 
powder and to the early pot de fer 
(pot of fire), a jug-shaped cannon; 
we are shown the tremendous cannon 
which were evolved from the original 
pipsqueak; cannon, such as the Great 
Mortar of Moscow which fired a pro- 
jectile having a diameter of 36 inches. 
The period of the very large cannon 
was short and by mid 1500 was some- 
thing of a curiosity. The method of 
casting iron shot caused the gradual 
dispensation of stone shot (which had 
always been at a premium and round 
stones were much sought after in ev- 
ery country). The first cannon in- 
troduced to the Americas was the 
lombard fired on the ship Pinta, one 
of Columbus’ ships, when land had 
definitely been sighted. We are intro- 
duced to such as the leathern-covered 
field guns of Gustavus Adolphus dur- 
ing the Thirty Years War, the vari- 
ous French, British and Spanish 
guns brought over to the U. S. The 
Continental Army, we learn, cut off 
from their sources of cannon took to 
the casting of such and we have ref- 
erence to the gun foundries estab- 
lished in Philadelphia in 1775 which 
were soon turning out both bronze 
and cast-iron guns. We are success- 
ively introduced to the various can- 
non used in this country all during 
which time the influence and use of 
foreign guns decreases (other than 


such as were brought into the coun- 
try by the Confederates, who having 
few foundries at which to cast can- 
non, had to resort to such means). : It 
is a matter of interest, however, to 
learn that as late as World War II, 
American Troops, more accurately 
Philippine Scouts, used the British 
2.95 inch mountain rifles as some of 
their equipment. 

The book is divided into large sec- 
tions, any one of which ‘couid be read 
independently of the others; we have 
the following main headings in the 
table of contents: The Era of Artil- 
lery, Gunpowder, The Characteristics 
of Cannon, Projectiles, Tools, The 
Practice of Gunnery. There is a pro- 
fusion of drawings, all by the author, 
illustrating practically all types dis- 
cussed. The division arrangements are 
extremely practical even though they 
may tend to interfere with one’s con- 
ception of chronological development; 
by this I mean that artillery is dis- 
cussed as a whole in the first chap- 
ter, without too much emphasis on 
types, other than to break these 
down into smoothbore and rifled; in 
a later chapter, that dealing with the 
characteristics of cannon, we are in- 
troduced to all the various types such 
as the howitzer, the mortar, the cul- 
verin, the pedrero, serpentine, fal- 
conet, and the several dozen other 
types which existed at one time or 
another. In projectiles are discussed 
the first types, which were, as a rule, 
stones; later stones covered with lead, 
small lead projectiles and finally 
cast-iron shot. Explosive shells were 
employed rather early and record is 
cited of their use by the Venetians in 
1876, scatter projectiles (explosive 
shells filled with scrap or stones) 
were used as early as 1453 in Con- 
stantinople, incendiary projectiles 
found use in ancient days and were 
revived with the cannon as were the 
use of red -hot shot, the use of which 
continued on into the American Civil 
War. Fixed ammunition, in use by 
the 1700’s greatly simplified and 
speeded shooting, and rockets, which 
were discussed briefly saw usage in 
the first half of the 19th century. 

The chapters or section entitled 
Tools and the Practice of Gunnery 
are brief and quickly describe the im- 
plements used in loading, cleaning 
and firing cannon, as well us the 
means of sighting these latter. 

The author, Albert Manucy, histo- 
rian of the Southeastern National 
Monuments, has done a splendid job 
in bringing historical artillery, in not 
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too technical form, to the public and 
in such a manner as to be both in- 
teresting and informative. The work 
is to be recommended to all—the his- 
torian, the gun collector and the gen- 
eral public.

The Spear 


Comes the time in everyman’s life 
when he tackles a subject about 
which he thinks he knows something 
and is sorry to learn he does not and 
still sorrier that he attempted same. 
Such were my feelings when reading 
the Spear. Before reading this work 
my notion was that (ala Gertrude 
Stein) a spear is a spear is a spear, 
but I have learned to my confusion, 
that such is not the case. I had heard 
and known of pole weapons, but had 
not given any thought to much varia- 
tion in spear form ... and it does 
exist to a considerable extent. We 
learn for example that the spear is 
antedated by the club and axe, though 
rudimentary forms, such as_ long 
sticks existed before. The spear found 
great usage amongst the pre-histor- 
ics, the ancients, and its use extended 
on up to and including the second 
World War where it was found in 
use by such as the Polish Cavalry as 
a derivative, the lance. This work is 
well documented though one does find 
a certain undue emphasis given the 
Scandinavian and more accurately, 
Danish sources and references. We 
cannot blame the author too much 
for this . . . it happens all the time. 
It might be noted here that the au- 
thor has written other works, one of 
these, The Glaive, was published in 
1945 and does for that weapon what 
this does for the spear. Line draw- 
ings of most of the specimens dis- 
cussed are offered in the rear of the 
book, along with notations as to their 
history, place of use and measure- 
ment. I, for one, found the work 
rather difficult reading—it is a 
scholarly work—and the fact that it 
is a translation may account for the 
bit of stiffness here and there in lan- 
guage usage. 

The work is provided with a fine 
bibliography.

towns of Allentown and Hellertown, 
from. the 1740s to the 1880s, William 
Moll seems to be the earliest one, 
who worked before and after 1747. 
His son John is listed as a gunmaker 
in Allentown, Pa., in 1772, where he 
established his gun shop on 7th 
street. He died in 1794. His son 
John 2nd, continued the business and 
handed it on to his son John 38rd 
(1796-1883). In his later years 
John 38rd gave up the business to 
his son William H. who conducted 
it until his father’s death in 1883. 
The old building which housed the 
Moll gun shop for over a century 
was then torn down and the business 
ceased to exist. 


We find the usual trend in the 
generations of the Molls. Starting 
with a skilled blacksmith in the mid- 
eighteenth century the need of the 
rural section evolved a gunsmith. 
Numerous offspring learning the 
trade had to seek new fields of en- 
deavor in a nearby town, in this 
case, Allentown, Pa. There several 
generations of John Molls were pro- 
lific in producing firearms and off- 
spring. Between 1835 and 1840 the 
Lutheran church records of Allen- 
town list the marriage of Johannes 
(John), David, Nathan and Peter 
. Allentown could not hold them 
and we find that John, David 
and Peter pushed on to Hellertown 
where they catered to the needs of 
Northampton and Upper’ Bucks 
counties, for firearms. Nathan went 
further south and settled at Keelers- 
ville (Bucks county, Pa.). 


In the MORGENSTERN (Morn- 
ing Star), a German weekly news- 
paper, printed and published by 
Joseph Young in Doylestown, Pa., 
Nathan Moll advertised since April 
21, 1847, that he has started busi- 
ness aS a gunmaker on the old Beth- 
lehem Road, in Rockhill township, 
near Worman’s Tavern and is pre- 
pared to make rifles, shotguns, pis-

This shop was 
located in Keelersville and old maps 
of 1857 and 1860 still show the 
Nathan Moll Gunsmith Shop below 
the Keelersville Tavern. 

fine specimen of a flintlock 
rifle, changed to a percussion lock, 
passed recently through our hands; 
it had on the octagonal barrel the 
inscription MOLL HELLERSTOWN. 
Today the town is called Hellertown. 
It grew from a small village called 
Stophel Wagners, a _ stage coach 
stop on the old Bethlehem-Phila- 
delphia road, until about 1812, when 
the Hellers, becoming prominent in 
the village, attached to it their name. 

On a map of Northampton County, 
Pa., of 1860 is shown in the heart of 
Hellertown on the Main street a 
long building with the notation: 
Peter Moll Store, Gun Smithery, W. 
& E. Moll. 

A genealogical inquiry into the 
Moll family is urgently neeaea, and 
when this is accomplished we may 
be able to differentiate the various 
Molls, the several Johns and the rest 
of them, William, Peter, David, 
Nathan, W. & E., and _ establish 
definitely when and where they 
worked and their inter-relationship.

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Words on the Adoption of the Mannlicher Rifle by Austria 


“During the time that Rudolph 
(Archduke Rudolph of Mayerling 
fame) was Inspector-General of In- 
fantry, the single-loading rifle was 
abandoned in favor of the repeating 
rifle. After long and exhaustive tests 
the War Office decided to adopt the 
Mannlicher repeater. It is not true 
that Rudolph was responsible for this 
choice. 

After the Danish campaign the 
superiority of the Prussian needle- 
gun over the old Austrian muzzle- 
loader was brought to the notice of 
Francis Joseph and. Archduke Al- 
brecht, but Francis Joseph was 
against any change because he was 
of the opinion that the accuracy of 
the muzzle-loader was greater, and 
he himself always used the muzzle- 
loader right to the very end of his 
hunting days. As regards the large 
caliber repeater, it is said that Fran- 
cis Joseph was of the opinion that a 
stag hit by a large caliber bulict was 
brought down on the spot, while, if 
hit by a small caliber pullet, it would 
often remain on its legs for a long 
time. Rudolph shared this opinion. 
Thus they felt that the larger caliber 
bullet would be much more effective 
in stopping a cavalry charge.

loading rifle, the same caliber was 
specified for the new repeater. Many 
formations had already been equip- 
ped with the new weapon, the 11mm 
Mannlicher, when it was suddenly 
realized that the quantity of ammu- 
nition needed for a repeater of this 
large caliber was too heavy for the 
soldier to carry. As the Crown Prince 
was unpopular with the Archduke 
Albrecht, as well as with Lieutenant- 
General Baron Beck of the General 
Staff, they were only too glad to 
saddle him with the blame, although 
they themselves were largely re- 
sponsible. Francis Joseph, wrongly 
informed, and incapable of getting 
at the truth, made the Crown Prince 
(Rudolph) responsible for having to 
call in the large caliber repeaters 
and replacing them with the new 
smaller 8mm Mannlicher. As a re- 
sult of this miscalculation, Austria, 
already struggling with financial 
difficulties, was unnecessarily .u- 
volved in a heavy burden of expense. 

Objection to the  large-caliber 
Mannlicher had also previously been 
raised by the German General Staff, 
acting in the interest of their treaty 
of alliance with Austria, as they had 
maintained it would lay the fight- 
ing efficiency of the Austrian army

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Gen. Johnston’s Surrender 


General Johnston surrendered his 
army to General Sherman at Greens- 
borough, North Carolina, on the 26th 
of April. The previous arrangement 
entered into between these two com- 
manders on the 18th having discarded 
by the Government, the terms of sur- 
render granted to General Lee were 
made the basis of capitulation. 

_ We give on page 332 four illustra- 
tions relating to this important event. 
The house in which the details of the 
capitulation were arranged belonged 
to Mr. James Bennett, and was a 
plain, unpretending structure, inno- 
cent of .paint without and within. 

The small-arms of Johnston’s army 
were all turned over to the Ordnance 
Officers of the Department of North 
Carolina, with the exception of five 
per cent., which was retained for the 
use of the men doing guard duty. 
There are certainly not over ten thou- 
sand muskets, all told, in the ord- 
nance building, and as this comprises 
all the guns turned over there is a 
very large per cent. to be accounted 
for under the heads “destroyed” or 
“carried off.” Of the equipments 
turned over there are remarkably few 
cavalry sets; for with the exception 
of the brigade of Robert Anderson— 
an officer whose soldierly conduct and 
bearing impressed even his enemies 
with a sentiment of respect—the cav- 
alry followed the example of their 
fugitive President. 

Lieutenants Lyster and Clingman, 
Ordnance Officers of the Department 
of North Carolina, have these guns 
and accoutrements in charge, and in 
their onerous duties have been mate- 
rially assisted by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Kennard, late Ordnance Officer for 
General Johnston.—Harper’s Weekly,

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NATURE’S PAINTS 


By SCOTT LEWIS 


No one can visit some parts of 
the western deserts without being 
impressed by the remarkable color- 
ing of the rocks. This is especially 
true of such famous regions as 
Bryce, Zion and the Grand Canyon, 
although the coloring is nearly as 
brilliant over other sections of the 
west. Many wonder what causes 
these bright hues and why the east- 
ern rocks are not equally bright. 
There are a number of reasons why 
some western rocks are more brilli- 
ant than the eastern, among them 
being the difference in their origin 
and the effect of heavy rainfall. 

Even a casual study of rock 
formation shows that widespread 
coloring is confined to sedimentary 
deposits, while a more detailed in- 
vestigation reveals that rocks laid 
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down on land are much more apt to 
have a_ striking appearance than 
those laid down under water. From 
such studies we are led to the con- 
clusion that the coloring agent can 
be leached out by water and that 
this helps to explain why the bright- 
est colors are most apt to be found 
in arid regions. 

There are actually a large number 
of natural paints, many of them of 
value to man, but the iron oxides are 
the only ones that stain large areas 
of rock. Red ocher is a finely 
divided form of hematite, a mineral 
that is normally black or at least 
dark colored. However if we scratch 
a specimen with a file, we obtain 
a red powder. Hematite is present as 
a stain in the red sandstones of the 
‘west which have never been subjected 
to prolonged leaching. It is also dif- 
fused through some of the lavas, 
especially dacite and rhyolite of the 
types found in the Calico Mountains 
of California. When red ocher in the 
finest possible condition is deposited 
along with silica, it forms such var- 
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ieties of quartz as carnelian, sard 
and the red bands of agate. Leaching 
does not remove it when in this com- 
bination and so nice agates may be 
found in humid regions. 

Limonite is a hydrous oxide of iron 
of rather indefinite composition. Its 
color varies from brown to yellow, 
the latter form being known as “yel- 
low ocher.” It is found in relatively 
small quantities in many parts of 
the country and may color consider- 
able areas of rock. It also imparts 
a yellow color to quartz and other 
minerals in which it occurs. 

Limestone, sandstone and _ shale 
that have no original color of conse- 
quence are frequently given one 
when they weather as ground waters 
charged with iron salts seep through 
them and deposit the pigment in 
seams and cavities. Fault zones 
which have been badly fractured by 
earth movements may contain so 
much iron oxide that they are valu- 
able commercial sources of pigment. 

The chief production of such ox- 
ides as ocher, umber and sienna in 
the United States is from Georgia 
and Pennsylvania, with smaller 
amounts from California, New York, 
Illinois, Tennessee, Virginia, New 
Jersey and Ohio. The best grade of 
ocher brings as much as $24.00 per 
ton at the mine, while a darker yel- 
low ocher containing around 60% 
oo oxide sells for a few dollars 
ess. 

One of the advantages of natural 
pigments is the fact that they re- 
present the end product of a series 
of changes and are therefore per- 
manent. The pictures painted by 
primitive man on the walls of Euro- 
pean caverns long before the dawn 
of civilization are just as bright as 
on the day they were made and may 
well last for ages to come. Modern 
uses include protective coats for iron 
and steel, cheap paints for barns 
and coloring agents in the manufac- 
ture of linoleum, imitation leather, 
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low ocher is considered more useful 
than hematite although the red 
heatite paints are more apt to at- 
tract attention. 

One who travels through the min- 
ing regions of the west is apt to 
see dumps stained with streaks of 
green and much more rarely with 
patches of blue. The chances are 
that the coloring is due to carbon- 
ates of copper which make a fine 
show even when they occur in quan- 
tities too small to be of commercial 
value. Old prospectors used to say 
that “an ounce of copper will stain 
a mountain of rock” and we recall 
cases in which investors have been 
fleeced because they didn’t also 
know that fact. Copper carbonates 
are found in surface rocks as a re- 
sult of the action of carbonated 
waters on sulfide ores and while 
they are bright, they are relatively 
uncommon and tend to disintegrate 
rapidly when exposed to the weather. 
They never act as widespread color- 
ing agents. The green carbonates 
are malachite and the blue are azur- 
ite. Both minerals are used as gems 
when in a compact form although 
they are too soft to stand much wear. 
Chrysocolla, the greenish-blue sili- 
cate, is sometimes found as a color- 
ing agent. The pure mineral is soft 
and soon weathers away, but when 
much silica is present it is very hard, 
becoming practically a copper-stained 
chalcedony. When in this form it 
takes a good polish and gems cut 
from it wear well. 

Some of the nickel salts are cap- 
able rocks but they are so rare they 
are not often seen in this country 
which is deficient in this important 
metal. 

Many manganese ores are black 
and black coatings on rock are often 
due to them rather than iron. How- 
ever when present in minute quanti- 
ties, some of the manganese salts im- 
part color to various minerals, a not- 
able example being rose quartz. 
Every collector is familiar with the 
beautiful fern-like patterns some- 
times found when rocks are split, 
and many specimens of this charac- 
ter are found in beginner’s col- 
lections labelled “fossil fern.” It is 
true that fossil ferns are not especi- 
ally rare in some parts of the coun- 
try, but a majority of the fern-like 
patterns one finds are actually “den- 
drites,” a deposit of manganese ox- 
ide, usually pyrolusite. 

A greenish pigment found in some 
parts of the country is the mineral 
glauconite, sometimes known by such 
names as “green earth” or “terre 
verte.” This mineral is not a pure 
chemical compound and the color is 
due to a small amount of iron sili- 
cate. 

Many other minerals that ar> not 
important coloring agents in the 
rocks are used extensively by man 
for making paint. Lead and chrom- 
ium both provide red, orange and 
yellow pigments, while cobalt  sili- 
cate provides blue. The paint in- 
dustry has come a long way since 
the days of primitive man but hum- 
an beings have never undertaken a 
paint job that begins to compare 
with what nature has accomplished 
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in the Grand Canyon or on the walls 
of Zion and Bryce. Greatest of all 
is the planet Mars whose surface 
rocks are reddened with iron oxide. 
In fact the process of oxidation has 
continued to such a point that practi- 
cally all the oxygen has been re- 
moved from the atmosphere and 
locked up in the rocks so human 
beings like us could not possibly 
live there. 


FULGURITES

The term fulgurites, means, oc- 
cording to Webster; lightning. Thus 
it follows that a fulgurite will per- 
tain to lightning. Actually, as the 
mineralogist learns, the fulgurite is 
any fused natural material which has 
been so fused or vitrified by light- 
ning. 

The most common types of fulgur- 
ites are tubular, and may be from a 
fraction of an inch in diameter to as 
much as four inches. The larger di- 
mension is always at the surface, 
and as the fulgurite penetrates down- 
wards, it branches, with each branch 
lessening in diameter. 

The outside will be rough and im- 
perfectly fused, while the inside will 
be glassy and smooth. 

The sandy locations will produce 
the most perfect specimens and in 
these the walls may be quite trans- 
lucent. More commonly though, they 
are black. Nevada and Utah have 
produced many nice examples and 
South Carolina has supplied many. 

Being of a glassy structure, they 
are very brittle and considerable 
care must be used in digging them 
out. The longest one ‘we have any 
record of was some six feet in length, 
and must have entailed the utmost in 
careful handling. 

If you live where there are sand 
hills, you may notice that lightning 
will strike them often. While it is 
not known what attracts the electric 
discharge; it does suggest that one 
be on the lookout during an electric 
storm, and note if any bolts hit in 
the sand areas. Good samples always 
have a commercial value, and are 
sought by museums and collectors. 

In the desert, one should watch the 
banks of washes for what may look 
like ‘a root but which may turn out 
to be a fulgurite—lightning’s funnel 
into the earth. 
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Uranium in House Ornaments 

A recent report from Sault St. 
Marie, Ontario, asks: 

“You looking for uranium? 

“Check those old beat-up rocks 
you’re using for paper weights or 
ornaments around the house. 

“Aime Breton, a hotel owner here, 
was clowning with a Geiger counter 
in the recording office and got himself 
some clicks. The counter led him to 
some old rock samples declared use- 
less and worthless long ago. They 
were just around for ornaments. 

“From tags on the samples, Mr. 
Breton located the spot they came 
from and rushed out to stake a claim. 
He didn’t say where it was.”

Isotopes of Uranium 
Tell Age of Earth 


Washington, D. C. The earth is 
most probably about 3,350,000,000 
years old. This is the estimate of 
Dr. Arthur Holmes, professor of 
geology at the University of Edin- 
burgh and one of the world’s fore- 
most authorities in the study of the 
earth’s age, as published in the an- 
nual report of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution. 

The period since the beginning of 
terrestrial time has been variously 
estimated at from two to five billion 
years. All estimates during this gen- 
eration have been based on the de- 
cay of the radioactive element uran- 
ium into lead. 

The problem is, at best, extremely 
complicated. There are several iso- 
topes of uranium, each of which de- 
cays eventually into a different iso- 
tope of lead. Many solutions of the 
problem are possible. By an involved 
mathematical treatment Dr. Holmes 
arrived at the one which he con- 
siders the most probable. 

It is pointed out, however, that ac- 
curacy within a few tens of millions 
of years is hardly to be expected.

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THE BEGINNING OF ROCKS

In the October issue of HOBBIES, 
we discussed different kinds of soils 
and how they were formed. We noted 
that the lava soils or those derived 
from the lava or magmatic rocks 
were the best, because they had all 
the elements of the earth in their 
make-up. 

Let us look into the formation of 
lava, Mt. Lassen in California has 
been frequently active, but to be 
sure one of the volcanoes of Hawaii, 
the Sandwich Isles or Japan will of- 
fer a present day opportunity to see 
vulcanism actually in action. Lest our 
neighbor to the south feels slighted 
—we should also include Mexico, 
whose Paricutin has been active un- 
til recently. 

Most modern volcanoes have built 
up high cones that ride several 
thousand feet into the sky. In the 
case of the island volcanoes, the top 
is essentially a huge cup of rock. 
This is the crater and is the.case of 
Kilauea in the Sandwich Isles, the 
crater is over three miles across. 
The walls rimming the crater are 
precipitous and rise in some places 
several hundred feet above the gen- 
erally level surface of the lava in 
the crater. At various places in this 
crater “floor” steaming vents occur, 
and usually there are two or three 
points where we can see where the 
fiery lava boils, sometimes sending 
fitful showers of red-hot lava into 
the air. 

To one adventurous enough, it is 
possible to descend into the floor of 
the crater and get close to these 
vents or molten “pots.” It is much 
like the molten pots of the iron or 
other metal foundries. Occasional 
bursts of steam and gas from within 
the vent will cause the lava surface 
in the “pot” to raise as it spills out 
over the rim, and run in a molten 
stream around and over the edge. 
That’s a good time to back track. 
Eventually the boiling subsides and 
a crust begins to form. This may 
completely cover the “pot,” and of a 
sudden what was solid enough +o 
walk across, cracks and from unaer- 
neath comes a new outpouring of red 
molten lava. And almost as we 
watch, the whole crust is re-melted 
and again the whole spot is a caul- 
dron. Again we move back because 
of sulfurous gasses and tremendous 
heat. 

One does not feel like lingering 
long, even if the wind is favorable 
and carries the gas and heat away 
from the visitor. The ground shakes 
almost constantly, and one can easily 
imagine that the next moment may 
see an explosive burst that might en- 
gulf the whole crater floor, or as 
happens once in every decade or so 
—really erupts sending fire, rocks 
and smoke thousands of feet into the 
alr. —~— 
If the crater cools for long months, 
and it may take years of quiescence 
before there is a real hardening of 
the lava within. Sometimes a hard 
floor, a hundred feet thick or more, 
may form. When this occurs, local 
geologists watch the volcano with 


increased concern. With the floor of 
the crater hard, the sides of the 
mountain may burst open instead of 
the crater. If such a crack opens 
below the level of the highest point, 
a tremendous outpouring may occur, 
burning and burying everything in 
its path. 

A seething river of lava, great 
geysers of steam and water shooting 
out with molten rock hissing and 
seething, is a sight for several life- 
times. For such a scene tells much 
of the history of our earth, and the 
earth has cooled su that there are 
few molten outpourings now, the 
time was when much of the earth’s 
surface was liable to break out just 
as we have described. 

The hard crust grew thicker and 
thicker, and has become stable. The 
lava has weathered, and particles 
have dissolved and been carried 
away by the rains and re-deposited 
lower down. Finally these particles 
accumulated and we have soil.

EXPLODING ATOMS 

The atoms of the radioactive ele- 
ments are in a state of internal strain 
and now and then one explodes, blow- 
ing out a part of itself, known as an 
alpha particle, at a speed which may 
be as high as 12,000 miles per second. 
If one of these particles is intercepted 
by a properly prepared screen, it pro- 
duces a liaSh Of lignt When suddenly 
stopped, and this flash is bright 
enough to be seen with a simple hand 
lens. 

This phenomenon makes it possible 
to construct an inexpensive instru- 
ment by means of which we seem to 
see the explosions of atoms, and this 
is a very delicate detector for deter- 
mining the presence of radioactive 
minerals. It is true that it does not 
work at a distance as alpha particles 
do not travel far, but on the other 
hand there is no background count to 
confuse one as it is not affected by 
cosmic rays. 

The spinthariscope uranium defec- 
tor manufactured by Western Radia- 
tion Laboratory is used like an or- 
dinary hand lens except that its use 
is confined to night time (or an ‘ab- 
solutely dark room). During the day 
the instrument is kept in a light tight 
case but when night comes, the lights 
are turned off and it is removed from 
the case and used like a hand lens ex- 
cept that great care is taken not to 
scratch the delicate screen at the 
bottom. 

When we place this instrument on 
a piece of rock from Grafton, New 
Hampshire, which contains gummite 
and other uranium minerals, and look 
through the lens with our eye close to 
the glass, we see little specks of light 
appear and disappear. Each flash 
means that an atom has exploded and 
the number that we see in a minute 
gives us a measure of the richness of 
the ore. When they come so fast 
that we cannot count them, we know 
that we have a very rich specimen. 

Sometimes one notes odd effects. 
We have seen pieces of rock that con- 
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tained “hot spots” that caused an al- 
most continuous glow with a flicker- 
ing light like distant lightning. In 
other cases we have seen specimens 
that produced isolated flashes seconds 
apart. Obviously this was very low 
grade material. Of course most of 
the rocks one examines does not pro- 
duce even a single flash. That is to 
be expected. 

These spinthariscopes are of inter- 
est practically to every one, and when 
we have guests in the evening we turn 
off the lights and pass ours around 
with the bit of radium that came with 
it. This gives a splendid effect as 
there seem to be hundreds of flashes 
every second.

MISS MULOCK AT HOME 


Lora Whitehead, dealer in back 
number magazines and books in 
Bloomington, Indiana, sends us an in- 
teresting note by Sarah K. Bolton, 
published in 1888 in the Independent.

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Meteorite Topics 


About 1,450 meteorites have been 
found all over the world—52 percent 
of which now are represented in the 
collections of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. 

This is revealed in a report by Ed- 
ward P. Henderson, associate curator 
of mineralogy, in the Institution’s 
annual report, just issued. 

For some years efforts have been 
made to build up the collection of 
these visitors from space, analysis of 
whose composition may yield clues to 
the nature of matter outside the 
earth. Up to date, Mr. Henaerson 
says, a total of about 535 different 
meteorites have been found in the 
United States but only 97 of these 
were actually seen to fall. The earli- 
est witnessed fall was in 1807 when 
the Weston, Connecticut, stone was 
recovered. In the 141 years covered 
in this study only 97 different me- 
teorites were observed to fall in this 
country, and of this number only 6 
were iron meteorites, the others be- 
ing classed as stony meteorites. This 
is.of interest because almost one- 
third of the known meteorites for the 
entire world are classified as irons. 

Since 1900, however, only 55 falls 
have been reported, and there were 
14 years in this period when there 
were none at all. There is a wide va- 
riation in the number found in differ- 
ent States. Texas leads with 83. Fif- 
ty-four have been fourd in Kansas, 
40 in Colorado, 29 each in Nebraska, 
New Mexico, and North Carolina, 21 
in Tennessee, and 20 each in Alabama 
and Kentucky. As yet none have been 
found in Delaware, Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire, Rhode Island, vor 
Vermont. For this curious distribu- 
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tion Mr. Henderson has no explana- 
tion. 

The actual number which hit the 
earth must be much greater than is 
recorded, it is pointed out. There is 
no record that one has ever struck a 
human being. Only 18 of those re- 
corded for the entire world have hit 
buildings, while 122 have landed on 
roads. The risk of being struck thus 
appears to be negligible. 

The origin of these visitors from 
space is still contreversial, Mr. Hen- 
derson says, but their composition is 
believed by many geologists to be 
similar to the maierial which would 
be found in the centers of large plan- 
ets. It is obvious, however, that be- 
fore reaching the earth meteorites 
exist in a very different environment 
from that which they find here. They 
have never been exposed to much ox- 
ygen or water. Alteration starts very 
quickly and a coating of rust devel- 
cps.

origin have been propounded during 
the last three centuries. The first 
report on these puzzling objects was 
by John Winthrop, Governor of Con- 
necticut in 1670, who sent a collec- 
tion of them to the Royal Society of 
Great Britain with his comments. 

A logical explanation of their for- 
mation is presented by Dr. Ray S. 
Bassler, Smithsonian Institution ge- 
ologist, in the Annual Report of the 
Institution just issued. They date 
generally, he says, from about 23,- 
000 B. C., when the great ice sheet 
of the Wisconsin glaciation was re- 
treating northward over the New 
England States. 

Small lakes were left in the wake 
of the north-ward-melting ice. Each 
summer, debris from the retreating 
glacier would form a thin layer on 
the bottom of these lakes. In the 
winter various substances, including 
calcium carbonate or lime, which had 
been held in solution in the water 
during the summer, would be precipi- 
tated to the bottom, forming a second 
layer. Thus two layers, or “‘varves” 
were laid down each year, so that 
their total number, now easily 
counted in surface outcrops, serves 
as a measure of geologic time since 
the retreat of the glaciers. 

The calcium carbonate, Dr. Bassler 
explains, has a tendency, following 
certain laws of diffusion, to be de- 
posited around clay and other par- 
ticles in such lake deposits, thus 
building up the curiosity shaped ob- 
jects which have aroused so much 
wonder.

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SPECIALIZATION 


By WILLIAM 


As in every hobby, in the field of 
deltiology (post card collecting, to the 
uninitiated) there are advanced collec- 
tors who specialize in certain caie- 
gories or types of cards, such as his- 
torical, Expositions, covered bridges, 
famous people, etc. My own special- 
ties are the incomparable Tuck Oil- 
ettes, Exposition cards, and views of 
disasters. Of these, I find the latter 
the most interesting and most difficult 
to acquire. This is readily under- 
standable since, with the exception of 
such calamities as the San Francisco 
earthquake and Johnstown flood which 
by their very magnitude arouse na- 
tion-wide interest, most of these views 
of the destruction wrought by fire and 
flood, cyclone and tornado, wreck and 
explosion were printed in compara- 
tively small numbers for more or less 
localized distribution. Consequently 
many of these cards are extremely 
rare and definitely collectors’ items. 

The seven views of Johnstown after 
the flood of May 31, 1889, which I re-

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cently had the good fortune to secure, 
were printed by The Rotograph Com- 
pany, New York City, and are num- 
bered 55163 through 55169. The 
wreckage caused by the flood as re- 
vealed by these cards is simply ap- 
palling; houses and barns overturned; 
the streets piled a story and a half 
high with debris, timbers and the re- 
mains of buildings and their contents; 
and everywhere the mud and silt left 
by the retreating waters. Unforget- 
table scenes of waste and desolation. 
Another group of flood scenes that 
I prize highly are eight views of the 
Austin, Pa., flood of September 30, 
1911. These are noteworthy for the 
excellence of the photography, every 
detail being sharp and clear. I have 
twenty-four views of the Dayton, O., 
flood of Mar. 25, 1913. Some of these 
are tinted and obviously were sold by 
one of the larger publishing houses. 
This series shows the city during the 
course of the flood, with fire adding 
to the havoc and horror of the situa- 
tion. Progressive views show the rise 
of the water until it reached its fear- 
ful height, completely covering the 
very tops of the street lights. Other 
cards show the heartbreaking work 
of cleaning up the litter and repair- 
ing the damage after the waters had 
receded. On one card an old fire 
pump engine is valiantly at work. 
There are three exceptionally fine 
views printed by L. & M. Ottenheimer 
of Baltimore, Md., of the Wheeling, 
W. Va., flood of March, 1907. These 
are very interesting and show people 
being evacuated by all manner of 
horsedrawn vehicles with the water 
hub-deep and lapping greedily at the 
undersides of the horses. On another 
an old steam locomotive and cars are 
hopelessly stalled in water that al- 
most covers the engine’s boiler. 
Uther flood scenes are those of the 
Marietta, O., flood of March, 1910. 
(On the back of one card is written, 
“Water from three to five feet in 
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POSTCARDS: We have them; all kinds 
and prices, Send your wants to:—H. M. 
Smith, 95 Bragdon St., Roxbury 19, 
Mass. my3693 
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streets here for about a week past”). 
Still other flood cards are those of 
Riverdale (undated) ; Youngstown, O., 
March 27, 1913; Patterson, N. J., 
March, 1902, (“Bringing colored fam- 
ilies from inundated homes”) and 
again in October, 1908; and one, un- 
dated, of Williamsport, Pa., where 
fire roared through the buildings above 
the water-line. 

While it is astounding the amount 
of damage a serious flood can do, this 
is far exceeded by the havoe wrought 
by hurricane, cyclone or tornado. 
‘bne verrine force exerted by high 
winds is plainly indicated on the eight 
views in my possession of the Lorain, 
O., tornado of June 28, 1924, printed 
by A. B. Rinehart. These remark- 
able photographs show the extensive 
damage created by the storm; each 
view card has the names of major 
buildings, areas, and streets plainly 
marked on its face, with arrows point- 
ing to items of exceptional interest. 
Une card points out the State Theatre 
and mentions, significantly, that 
“Sacrifice” was being played on the 
piano when the storm struck. Others 
note street cars and buildings turned 
bottom-side up. Another one iron- 
ically says, “Stack of condemned via- 
duct still stands. New one destroyed.” 
I also have three photographic gems 
of the Hyde Park and East End 
tornado, Cincinnati, O., March 11, 
1917; and ‘another by J. Koehler, N. 
Y., dated September, 1906, showing 
the covered bridge at Columbia, Pa., 
—or, I should say, what little was 
left of it after the cyclone struck. 

Another card, showing a _ double- 
deck steel bridge with the entire mid- 
section a crumpled mass of wreckage, 
is captioned, “Bridge between Han- 
cock and Houghton, wrecked April 
15th, 1905,” but offers no explanation 
as to the reason for the catastrophe. 

Valued cards are the scene of the 
wreck of the Steamer Frontenac, 
Cayuga Lake, burned July 27, 1907; 
the wreck of the 9th Avenue “L” at 
58rd Street and 9th Avenue, New 
York, September 11, 1905, when some 
of the cars plunged to the street be- 
low; and the fire of April 23, 1910, at 
Ridgway, Pa. This latter card took 
on added interest when I recently 
picked up a view of the same spot, 
postmarked May, 1908, showing the 
street as it was before the fire. 

Not the least prized of my scenes of 
disaster are those of San Francisco

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PLAYING CARDS LORE 


By GUY DE LAGERBERG 


Since a complete history of Play- 
ing Cards would occupy many vol- 
umes, it is thought that a few facts 
concerning them should be of inter- 
est, and may perhaps stimulate 
“Back” collectors to broaden their 
interest to include complete decks. 

There is no agreement or precise 
knowledge as to the exact time or 
place of origin of the game. So many 
theories have been discussed that 
each person must read them for 
himself and decide which appeals to 
him most. Italy, somewhere in the 
fourteenth century seems to be the 
most likely answer, though China and 
the twelfth century and even Egypt 
have been suggested. 

Not all cards are like our own. 
Cards differ in various countries in 
size, shape, number, material, suits 
and in many other details. For ex- 
ample, we know that a bridge deck 
contains the familiar number of 52 
cards and a pinochle deck 48, the 
latter quite differently arranged 
from the former. But how many of 
us know that Italian decks contain 
78 cards in a Tarot deck, 97 for a 
game called Minchiate from Flor- 
ence and 62 for the Tarrochini of 
Bologna? From Germany and Aus- 
tria we find the popular game of 
Skat with 32 cards, another with 36 
for Trappola. A deck from Persia 
contains 25 cards (five suits each 
of five like cards) while those from 
India contain 96 and 120, being re- 
spectively 8 and 10 suits of 12 each. 
China and Japan produce a great 
variety. There is the familiar Jap 
game of Seasons with 48, and the 
Chinese with decks of over 100, the 
Korean with their 8 suits of 10 cards 
each and the Spanish game of Hom- 
bre with 40 and go on. 

There is as great variety in shapes. 
The famous round cards of Cologne, 
illustrated in Miss Hargrave’s His- 
tory date from about 1470; round 
cards were made in Boston in 1874; 
the recent editions from both Eng- 
land and U. S. A. were represented 
as great novelties. The cards from 
India are likewise round, lacquered 
discs which come in decorative wood- 
en boxes. Oval cards came from 
Leipzig, Germany, in 1865. Korean 
ecards are long, thin and narrow 
strips of bamboo or oiled paper. Then 
there are, of course, the familiar rec- 
tangle-shaped cards in every dimen- 
sion from the largest Tarots to the 
tiniest miniature decks. 

The materials used also display 
great diversity. In the Orient, 
papier-mache is the base of the Per- 
sian and some Indian cards. In Ger- 


many, cards were made—I have seen 
one set — of silver. In Holland, a 
deck was made in which the designs 
were executed in various tiny pieces 
of old brocades inset with incredibly 
exquisite workmanship. Then there 





are cards -- a set was exhibited at 
the New York World’s Fair made by 
the Apache Indians, reputedly on 
human skin. Cards of this type are 
illustrated in Mrs. Van Rensselaer’s 
“The Devil’s Picture Books.” 

The number of suits varies widely 
in different countries; though four 
appear to be the minimum and 
standard. We have noted as many 
as twelve in the Indian sets. The 
chief variant from our own suits is, 
of course, the coins, cups rods and 
swords, found on the Italian, Span- 
ish and Mexican cards. The Ger- 
mans use hearts, acorns, leaves and 
bells on their modern cards, though 
numerous fantastic variants were 
found on the early products of the 
printing-press from Germany. 

A volume by the late Mrs. John 
King Van Rensselaer entitled “Pro- 
phetical, Educational and Playing 
Cards” whether its theories be ac- 
cepted or not today, is of great in- 
terest and indicates by its title the 
various purposes for which cards 
‘have been used. There are, besides 
our familiar type, fortune telling or 
divination cards, such as those of 
Mme. Le Normand; and the vastly 
interesting group known as “Educa- 
tional” cards. These cover almost 
every subject and were designed to 
make learning more attractive. There 
are geographical cards, mythological, 
historical, _ Biblical, astronomical, 
musical, literary games such as 
authors, etc., and the war cards to 
which Mr. Cary has devoted a de- 
lightful volume. There are also the 
comic decks, which are found in 
many nations, though probably no- 
where to such an extent or with such 
success as here. And last, though by 
no means least, there are the “Souv- 
enir” Decks brought out for World’s 
Fairs and countless other occasions. 


The methods of production range 
all the way from the earliest hand- 
painted masterpieces, done by the 
famous miniature artists of the 
Renaissance for the royalty and tne 
nobility of the period, through the 
early wood-block prints and later 
stencils to the modern presses, with 
their mass production methods. 


The history of the court cards is 
in itself a fascinating subject. Suf- 
fice it to say here that the outstand- 
ing difference between our own and 
the European cards is from a 
standardized simplicity of designs in 
the American to a love of the ornate 
and decorative in the foreign. Where 
we confine ourselves to the red and 
black suits, great variety can be 
found among the Continental decks. 
No queen is found on Spanish cards 
or on the German Trappola while 
the Italians use not only the king, 
queen and knave but a cavalier as 
well. 

Many collectors specialize in spade 
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aces. The interest in this card is 
that it carries the name and place 
of the manufacturer, when these ap- 
pear at all and sometimes the date. 
On European cards the deuce is more 
often chosen for this honor. 

Another “collector’s” favorite is 
the joker. He is not always the jolly 
joker. I have one deck in which he 
is designated “The Bad Joker.” The 
joker is of American origin, prob- 
ably about the middle of the nine- 
teenth century, although “No. 22 or 
“O” of the “Atouts” in the Italian 
Tarots is the “tool”, which may be 
rated as his predecessor and equiva- 
lent. 

This very superficial survey, it is 
hoped, may stimulate fans to dig 
out some of the many books on their 
hobby to be found in the libraries. 
It is the confident belief of the writer 
that any collector who will do so will 
not only be delightfully repaid for 
his time but will become an enthusi- 
astic convert to the collecting of full 
decks.

after the earthquake of April 18, 1906. 
In addition to two rather fanciful 
ones of the series put out by the New 
York Sunday American and Journal, 
I have four fine cards, each printed 
by a different concern. The one by 
the Souvenir Post Card Company 
bears the advertisement: “We have 
twenty views of San Francisco, be- 
fore and after the calamity . . . 80c 
per 100; $7.50 per 1,000; $5.50 per 
1,000 in 5,000 lots.” Gaping crevasses 
in the street, the bare skeletons of 
once proud edifices, fire eating hun- 
grily into the walls not levelled by the 
tremors—a city destroyed, to rise 
again and become one of the most 
beautiful and prosperous in the Unit- 
ed States.” 

Yes, scenes of disasters make an 
exceedingly interesting collection. 
Looking at them, we feel again some- 
thing of the excitement and terror 
that accompanied the events por- 
trayed and remember thankfully that 
time has healed now some of the pain 
and sorrow occasioned by the dread- 
ful loss of lives and property.

OGLE Coat-of-Arms 


By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 












































Pale 


He beareth for Arms: “Argent a 
fesse between three crescents gules.” 


“Short and sweet” you say—this 
blazon of the Ogle Coat-of-Arms. 
Yes, and in the words of an ancient 
writer: “The simplicity of this Armo- 
rial Bearing bespeaketh its great an- 
tiquity.” Not only that, but it was 
so dear to the hearts of the family 
through the ages, that, at least ac- 
cording to the Coats-of-Arms registers 
at hand, there has been no other shield 
granted to a different branch of the 
family—only 2 or 3 variations of the 
ancient shield. Only the crest has 
been different—and there have been 
several crests granted, to commem- 
orate certain achievements of the 
bearers, also a motto to one family. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A silver (argent) shield across the 
center one-third of which is a hori- 
zontal band called a fesse, between 
three crescents. The fesse and the 
crescents are all red or “gules.” Col- 
or-names are not repeated, therefore 
we know that the word gules describes 
both the fesse and the crescents. 

The color-code in the drawing has 
a plain shield for silver, and vertical 
lines on fesse and crescents for red. 

The fesse is one of the so-called 
Honourable Ordinaries, straight-sided 
figures one-third the width of the 
shield, first symbols used to identify 
men encased in armour. The fesse 
was the military girdle of honour. 

Crescents donate Crusader ancestry, 
and were awarded those who had 
victories over the Turks on the way 
to the Holy Land. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer, and were granted only 
upon merit. Silver signifies sincerity 
and peace; red, courage and mag- 
nanimity. 





The mantling which the men wore 
over their helmets and around their 
shoulders, as a protection from damp- 
ness, extreme heat, and their enemies’ 
swords, were made of heavy cloth, or 
leather. When the Arms were adopted 
by the families as decorations for 
their homes, the artists convention- 
alized the torn and worn mantling as 
a feature of the decoration, for the 
one who came home alive with the 
worst rent mantling, was considered 
the hero of the day. Certain rules 
were laid down concerning the use of 
the mantling, one being that its colors 
must be those of the main color and 
metal of the shield, the color on the 
outside, and the metal as_ lining. 
When there was a crest, there must 
be a wreath showing six strands, on 
which the crest should rest, and which 
also held the crest to the helmet. 
This must have the first strand of the 
metal, second of the color, and alter- 
nating through the six strands. In 
this case, where there is no crest, 
there is no wreath, and the mantling 
is tossed up above the helmet. 


The OGLE family is one of the four 
being sponsored by J. Will Schaeffer 
of Philadelphia, who has always been 
so interested in his family history, 
and wished to have some records in 
print that had not been published 
before. February was Lemen (Le- 
man, Lemmon, etc.), April will be 
Schaeffer, and May, Tuttle. In this 
article, Mr. Schaeffer’s contribution to 
the family history has been mainly 
that of the last few generations in 
his own line, the writer having fur- 
nished the English notes, and some 
about the early families in America. 


OGGIL was the first spelling recorded 
in England, and various others were 
Oggill, Oggle, Ogel, de Hoggil in 
1145, (when they evidently spelled it 
as the English pronounced it), de 
Hoggel, de Oggil, D’Oggil, Oghell, 
Oghill, Oggel, and the later and pre- 
sent spelling, OGLE. 


HUMPHREY OGGIL was granted, by 
William Fitz William, who came with 
William the Conqueror, “the Manor 
and town of Oggil with all Liberties 
as any of his ancestors had, to the 
said lands before the coming of the 
Normans.” This seems to prove that 
it was not a Norman family, yet in 
“Historical Collection of Noble Fam- 
ilies” by Arthur Collins, 1752, there 
is a chapter giving the history of the 
family from 1066 “when they came 
from Normandy with William the 
Conqueror.” Thus, evidently, some 
ancient records do not agree on the 
origin of the family. 

The settlement of John Balliol’s 
claim to the throne of Scotland was 
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1291; 1297 Wallace relinquished Ber- 
wick; 1305 was captured and exe- 
cuted. In 1306 (these dates all in 
reign of Edward I of England), 
Robert Bruce became King of Scot- 
land. He married Annabeila, daugh- 
ter of Sir Walter Selby, as Anna- 
bella, widow of Sir John de Oggel, 
knight. She quit-claimed to Robert 
her son, the manor of Oghill, reserv- 
ing the chapel of the manor with a 
garden. 

The river Tweed, rising in Scotland, 
runs the last of its course on the 
border between Scotland, and co. 


Northumberland, the northernmost 
point in England. At this river’s 
mouth is_ situated Berwick-upon 


Tweed, and there, in 1316, Henry de 
Ogill was a “soldier at Arms,” and 
was paid £28 for a black horse lost 
in the service of King Edward II. 

A 500-page book, Ogle and Bethal, 
Newcastle-upon Tyne by Sir Henry 
Ogle, 1902, has fourteen pedigrees of 
Ogles from different estates and other 
branches of the family, with pictures 
of castles, monuments, churches, tow- 
ers, parks, etc. 

On the west turret of Bothal Castle, 
is carved a shield blazoned silver, 
powdered with crosses crosslet, 3 cres- 
cents gules, that of Sir John Ogle, 
living 1851, time of Edward III 
(“temp. Edw. III” the records always 
phrase it.) 

Sir Robert Ogle called Lord Ogle 
was chief Commander in Queen 
Philippa’s troops when King Edward 
III was in Calais. His son Sir Robert 
Ogle married Hellene, daughter of 
Sir Robert Bertram, Baron of Bothal. 
The Arms of Bertram were quartered 
with Ogle, in 1404, on the tomb of 
Sir Robert Ogle. There were many 
Roberts in the direct line, and also 
Sir Johns, and Thomases. 

“Archaeolgia Aeliana”’ says that 
the Ogle Arms are blazoned in the 
Willement’s Roll of Richard II, and 
also in a roll of the 15th century. 
Also, that the 3 crescents on the shield 
are probably derived from the cres- 
cents on the badge of the Percys. It 
was a common custom for friends to 
exchange symbols on their shields. 
The same book says that Sir Robert 
Ogle was summoned to Parliament in 
1461, and gives the Arms and pedi- 
gree of Catherine, Lady Ogle, Baro- 
ness, daughter of the last Lord Ogle. 

The author, Sir Walter Scott, wrote 
in an account of Bothwell Castle: 
“The Barony of Bothwell belonged for 
several centuries to the family of the 
Ogles, a race of great antiquity in the 
county of Northumberland where they 
possessed an extensive property be- 
fore they succeeded to the Bothwell 
estate.” 

In the old ballads the English and 
Scottish leaders are often denoted by 
their Coats-of-Arms. These lines oc- 
cur in a ballad of Otterburn in 1388, 
in the time of Richard II: 


“The Bloody Heart in the Douglas arms, 
His standard stood on his, 

That every man might full well know; 
Beside stood Starrés three. 
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The White Lion on the English part,, 
Forsooth as I you sayn, 
and the Crescents both, 
The Scots fought them again.” 


The “Lucettes” are the pike-fish 
(luces) in the arms of Lucy, and the 
crescents are probably those of Sir 
Thomas Ogle, who, according to 
Froissart, was conspicuous in this 
battle. (This from Scott-Giles’ “The 
Romance of Heraldry.”) 


Although the large estates and 
evidently the first settlements of the 
Ogles were in co. Northumberland, 
members of the families in later gen- 
erations are found in co. Lancaster in 
the middle of the 15th century as 
stewards of the manor of Prescott. 
And the Victorian Histories of 
Northumberland, Hampshire, and 
Lancaster have Arms and data about 
property owned by Ogle families down 
to the 19th century. In the book by 
Sir Henry A. Ogle, mentioned before 
—Ogle and Bothal—there is an inter- 
esting paragraph with another ballad: 


“A black letter MS. (Chronicle?) in the library 
of All Souls’ College, Oxford, tells how ‘John de 
Oghell’ received at Ogle Castle ‘David Dunbar a 
knight of a foxes tail’ and treated him first with 
the courtesy due to a stranger, but that after 
dinner they fell into a quarrel when he rising up 
slew his guest with a pole axe; another account 
says, Sir David Dunbar having travelled through 
several countries wearing a foxes tail in his cap 
as a challenge for anyone to fight and later com- 
ing through England on his way to his own coun- 
try was fought and slain by Sir Robert Ogle with 
@ pole axe which remained as a monument in the 
great hall of Bothal Castle, which event gave rise 
to the following lines: 


As the spray of the Ocean breaks high on the rock; 
So rushed the fierce warriors, on to the shock; 
And the steeds which they rode, mock’d the light- 


in speed; 
7, the thunderbolts levell’d, by heav’ns dark 
On n they came, and Sir Robert’s half moons glisted 


a3 bis mighty pole axe, as a meteor shone 
Presaging dark fate. like the Demon of War 
That whispered the requiem to gallant Dunbar, 
They met and his fox crested helmet as crushed, 
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And low huri’d the warrior down on the dust, 
Whilst Ogie’s brave chieftain, sped safe from the 


field, 
Elate with the trophies he bore on his shield.’’ 


According to Burke’s “General Ar- 
mory,” one Mark Ogle, who had the 
traditional Ogle shield, was granted 
a crest—an arm in armour issuing 
from a circle of gold, holding in the 
hand a sword broken in the middle, 
the edge bloody, the “pommel and 
hilt” of gold. The record is: “Granted 
to Mark Ogle, of Eglingham co. 
Northumberland, Esq., for services 
done in Scotland against the King our 
sovereign lord’s enemies, there manly 
and valiantly using himself, for the 
which good service, Norroy King of 
Arms, seeing such qualities of vertue, 
did grant the said arms.” 


Samuel, son of Luke Ogle, of Ber- 
wick on Tweed, went to Ireland, and 
there became commissioner temp. 
Charles II (1649-84). His grandson 
Right Hon. George Ogle, was a Mem- 
ber of Parliament from co. Wexford. 
They bore the same Arms. 


Another town in co. Northumber- 
land famous by the Ogles, was New- 
castle-on-Tyne, and it will be inter- 
esting to see that not only did this 
family cling to family names, and 
Arms, but also to names of their home 
towns, even though they wandered far 
from their native localities. 


Again we turn to Sir Henry Ogle’s 
book and find that a Sir John Ogle, 
of the Northumberland family, resided 
in Somersetshire, which is in the low- 
er part of England where many ships 
left port for America. Sir John was 
born in 1640, and in 1664 came from 
co. Somerset to Delaware, where he 
was granted lands from the Duke of 
York and William Penn. Where—in 
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Delaware? It became NEWCASTLE 
Co. and town! The grant was made 
in 1666. His wife’s first name was 
Elizabeth. He came to America with 
Capt. Carr, Commandant of the Fort, 
later Newcastle. John Ogle was a 
lawyer by profession, and a very 
valuable citizen at this early settler’s 
period. He died there in 1684. 

One of John’s sons was Thomas 
who became a vestrymen in Emmanuel 
Baptist Church in Newcastle, Dela- 
ware, and his record is given in the 
History of this church. Some say 
that his first wife was Mary Craw- 
ford, but all records seem to agree 
that his second wife was widow Eliza- 
beth Graham, and that she died in 
1734. He moved from Newcastle to 
what became Ogletown, New Jersey, 
eons here at least his oldest child was 
orn. 


Two men of renown in Maryland 
were Samuel who was “president” of 
the Maryland Colony 1782-52, and his 
father-in-law acted as president of the 
council during his absence. Also, 
Governor of Maryland was Benjamin 
Ogle, who lived from 1775 to 1844. 
The relationship of these two men to 
Sir John is not known to the writer. 

To return to the family of Thomas 
Ogle: one of his daughters was Eliza- 
beth, who married Joseph MacDonald 
in the Old Swedes Church in Wil- 
mington, Delaware, Feb. 17, 1754. 
Her husband, and the oldest ones of 
the six sons were called to serve their 
country in the Revolutionary War. 
The patriotic and sturdy Elizabeth 
turned to the task of making powder 
for the guns of the soldiers, in her 
husband’s powder mill, and her young- 
est son Joseph, about 9 years of age, 
helped to carry the powder! So, the 
six sons of Joseph and Elizabeth 
(Ogle) MacDonald, were, with their 
parents, in the service of their country 
at the same time. The family lived 
in Augusta Co., Virginia, at this time 
and also during the Colonial Wars, 
when MacDonald had a powder mill. 


Compilers of Ogle records seem to 
disagree about these first families, 
descendants of the first John. No 
doubt this is because there are Johns 
and Thomases in each family, and 
some of the families were so ‘large, 
that there could be a generation be- 
tween the eldest and youngest chil- 
dren, so that there was easily confu- 
sion in dates: and whether some by 
the name of Thomas, were sons, cou- 
sins, brothers, or nephews of certain 
Johns. Another cause of confusion, 
was that Elizabeth happened to be 
the first name of the wife of several 
of the men. In some cases the wife 
was a single woman when married, 
in others, she was a widow, and there 
is the question as to whether the last 
name given in the family record was 
her maiden name, or her deceased 
husband’s name! 

Some records give John the son of 
Sir John as the one who married 
Elizabeth Graham, but other records 
that seem more reliable, giving Thom- 
as, and that she was a widow, with 
Graham as her married name. Then 
the question is: was she a mother of 
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any of Thomas’s (or was it John’s?) 
children, or were they children by the 
first wife? Another question, was the 
John who married Elizabeth Robinson, 
the same who married Elizabeth Gra- 
ham, (if it was John who married 
Graham), or did this Thomas (or 
John) marry both of these Elizabeths? 
Even so—it is confusing. Perhaps it 
has been straightened out without 
question since the study given it by 
the writer a few years ago, but the 
records of the sponsor are still not 
clear. One printed record, however, 
has a direct line for Catherine Ogle 
who married Rev. Moses Lemen, 
through Capt. Joseph, then Thomas 
who married Catherine Howard, then 
John who married Elizabeth Robin- 
son, then John who married Eliza- 
beth Graham, then Sir John, the first 
one in America. The writer can not 
at this time, at least, agree with the 
Johns and Elizabeths. Any new light 
thrown on this problem will be greatly 
appreciated, by this department. 

Mr. Schaeffer’s line is definitely 
clear back to Capt. Joseph Ogle, and 
some of his history is given here for 
the enjoyment of the readers, especi- 
ally residents of Illinois. 

“When a young man, Joseph Ogle, 
(later Captain), befriended an Indi- 
an, whom he found sorely wounded, 
and a ripe friendship sprang up be- 
tween the two men. During the Revo- 
lutionary War, and the battle at Fort 
Henry, Virginia, the American forces 
were running low on bullets. Capt. 
Ogle and two companions set out on 
a reconnoitering trip with the hopes 
of finding some of the enemy’s stores. 
Suddenly Capt. Ogle was bowled over 
by a burly Indian, and as he fell back- 
ward he was recognized by the Indian 
whom he had befriended. The Indian 
stayed his tomahawk, and signaled his 
friend to silence. Then the Indian, 
learning what his friend was after, 
bid him stay there until his return. 
In due time the Indian returned with 
a keg of bullets, and after a friendly 
gesture and handshake, he guided the 
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trio back to their own lines and to 
safety. The bullets saved the day. 
But Ogle was thrown into deep sor- 
row the next day when the body of 
the redskin was found near the wall, 
pierced by a dozen bullets, and with 
a sign pinned over his heart which 
read ‘Death to all spies’.” 

Capt. Joseph Ogle received his com- 
mission from Gov. Patrick Henry in 
1776. He was in command of the 
American forces at Ft. Henry, spoken 
of above, in 1777. 

The first insignia of valor awarded 
by this country to rank and file of 
soldiers, was the “Order of the Purple 
Heart.” Those reading the February 
number on the Lemens, will remember 
the stories of Rev. James and Rev. 
Moses Lemen in Illinois. It was Rev. 
James, who married Catherine, daugh- 
ter of Capt. Joseph Ogle. These two 
men—Capt. Joseph Ogle, and Rev. 
James Lemen Sr., were both recipients 
of this great honor, which was granted 
to those who “while serving in the 
Army of the United States, perform 
any singularly meritorious act of 
extraordinary fidelity or essential 
service.” These two men were in- 
fluential in framing the Constitution 
of the State of Illinois. 

Joseph Ogle had married Drusilla 
Biggs, and with their young children 
they moved fiom Delaware to the 
Illinois Territory. He was one of the 
pioneer Methodists in that country, 
and was the first white man baptized 
in Illinois, according to family his- 
tory. This may mean in the Method-i 
ist church. When the first Methodist 
preacher formed the first Methodist 
“class,” as the religious inspirational 
groups were called in the early days, 
in St. Clair Co., Capt. Joseph Ogle 
was appointed the leader. 

And although he was living in the 
southwestern part of the state, later 
a county was named for him, at the 
suggestion of Gov. Thomas Ford, 
about 1839,—Ogle county, which is in 
the 2nd tier of counties from the 
northern boundary, directly west of 
Chicago. This honor would not have 
been granted.if he had not been an 
influential man in state affairs, as 
well as those of his church. He was 
the last of the name in our sponsor’s 
line, and was a great-great-grand- 
father to be proud of. If others have 
noted Ogiles in their lines, we shall be 
glad to hear from them, and add some 
notes on them in fu.ure issues. 

Remember, descendants of the Ogles 
—it has been a family of influence 
through many centuries, and through 
many branches of the families.

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Simpson Latham, and from Cleve- 
land! Too bad, they were not dated, 
but they did contain considerable in- 
formation which Mrs. Dayton and I 
had used in tracing her family. 

The next day I went across the 
yard to Mrs. Tatum’s with the _let- 
ters in my hand, and she wanted me 
to talk with her mother, for she 
would like to talk with me. The 
mother gave me Mrs. Latham’s ad- 
dress in Ft. Wayne, and as soon as 
I get this copy off to Chicago, I 
shall writé both Mrs. Latham and 
Mrs. Dayton about this exciting co- 
incidence. 

But this is not the end of the story. 
When I started to write this for 
“Crest Corner” as a bit of easy and 
funny reading for you — I thought 
1 would look through Mrs. Dayton’s 
files again to see if there was any- 
thing else. Mrs. Dayton wanted me 
to check a DAR supplement for her 
just as I was leaving Evanston, so I 
had brought her entire file with me. 
IN THIS FILE, I found the letter I 
had written Mrs. Latham, concern- 
ing this Simpson material—datea 
Feb. 2, 1942 — nearly 8 years ago 
—unopened in the envelope, which 
was stamped “Return to writer, un- 
claimed”. And—just about the same 
information I had asked her for, 
then, is what we are seeking today. 
Do you suppose she has it??? Oh— 
yes—and stuck by the corner to the 
letter, is the 3 ct. stamp we were 
using then (or at least one of them!) 
—the hand holding a torch, with the 
words “Security— Education— Con- 
servation— Health’—above the torch, 
and in larger letters below — “FOR 
DEFENSE”. I will enclose this same 
stamp to Mrs. Latham in her letter!

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AN OUTLINE OF AMERICAN CARDS 


Ll. Tobacco Inserts 
By J. R. BURDICK 


For over four centuries tobacco 
has been the subject of violent con- 
demnation by many purists, but it 
has remained a great solace and joy 
to many and today is generally re- 
garded a necessary part of our daily 
life. Its history during these years 
is an epic of American agriculture, 
industry, and salesmanship. When 
people began to collect our early 
cards it was only natural that some 
sales genius would turn this to ad- 
vantage by packing cards with a 
product. This was first done hefore 
1880, but it was a few years later 
before the big tobacco firms adopted 
the idea; and so started our first 
era of cigarette cards. By the mid 
90’s_ the era, for various reasons, 
had passed, but it had left us a glor- 
ious lot of pioneer tobacco cards —- 
probably more than 50,000 of them. 


While commonly called Cigarette 
Cards, the term is hardly accurate 
as many came with smoking and 
scrap tobaccos, cigars, and even 
snuff. No records of these early 
cards have been found, but by pool- 
ing resources. collectors have pieced 
together a fairly accurate picture 
of the various sets and issuers. Much 
is yet unknown, and it is a fertile 
field for research with new and un- 
expected facts continually coming to 
light. 


These early cards excel in several 
ways. ,-They probably include the 
largest and finest portraiture of the 
actors and actresses of the period. 
They show early sports champions 
of all kinds, notably the extensive 
baseball photos by Goodwin. They 
include the long series of 622 titles 
by Kinnev showing military unt- 
forms of the world. They picture the 
world’s rulers, famous beauties, war 
leaders, and other celebrities of the 
time. In non-portraits a list of sub- 
jects is too long and varied to even 
attempt. Hardly a topic of general 
interest is overlooked, and in those 
days almost anything was of gen- 
eral interest. It is small wonder 
that these cards were highly instru- 
mental in popularizing the cigarette 
— a form of tobacco use which had 
borne the brunt of the Carrie Na- 
tions’ ax. Small wonder, too, that 
they are today so highly cherished 
and valued by collectors. 


In addition to Goodwin and Kinney, 
issuers include Allen & Ginter, Duke, 
Kimball, Lorillard, Gail & Ax, Mayo, 
Buchner, Hess, Hall, Beck, Lone Jack, 
Marburg, Venable, Drummond, Rose, 
Cameron, Miller, and numerous 
other firms scattered throughout the 
land. The cards vary in size with 
the small 1%x2%” and large 2%x 
4%” most common. Many are valued 
at 25c to 50c each, although the com- 
mon varieties and photo types usual- 
ly sell at a very few cents each, in 
ordinarv lots. 

Just before 1910 another surge of 


cards began, this time spear-headed 
by the Turkish brands then so much 
in favor. Among these brands 
commonly seen on cards are Hassan, 
Mecca, Helmar, Fez, Turkish Troph- 
ies, Murad, Ramly, Fatima, ‘Turkey 
Red, Egyptienne Straights, Nebo, 
Zira, and Moguls. Other holdover 
names from the earlier period were 
Lorilliard, Mayo, Sweet Caporal, Be- 
tween the Acts, and Recruits. Sever- 
al much sought sets of this period 
were distributed in limited areas 
such as the Pacific Coast issues of 
Obak, Sultan, Grand Duke, Imperi- 
ales, Kopec, Mono, and Pets. From 
New Orleans came cards’ with 
Coupon, Kotton, Red Sun, Mino, and 
Victory tobacco. Also largely in the 
South were Contentnea, Old Mill, 
Southland, and Carolina Brights. 

Within a few years __ several 
thousands of new cards appeared. 
Some brands put out large premium 
items given in exchange for coupons 
packed with the cigarettes, in the 
same manner as used for the souve- 
nir albums issued 25 years earlier. 
Also extensively collected are the 
non-card items such as pictures on 
silk, miniature blankets and rugs, 
celluloid buttons, and designs on 
leather. These add up to many more 
thousands, 


Canadian firms have contributed 


’ more than a hundred popular sets 


and from South of the border in Mex- 
ico, Cuba, and_ several nations of 
South America have come still more 
hundreds of sets. Few people, even 
among collectors themselves, realize 
the total quantity of all these twenti- 
eth century tobacco inserts. As to 
worth, many are fully as scarce and 
valuable as the earlier nineteenth 
century cards. Others, however, were 
issued in such enormous quantities 
that supply is still much greater than 
demand. Unless in fine condition, 
such common cards have very little 
value. 

Since 1915 only a few sets of 
cigarette cards have appeared in 
America and today none at all are 
being issued. But their collection is 
growing as more and more realize 
that: here is something of fascinating 
beauty and interest. Baseball fans, 
in particular, love those pictures of 
the diamond stars of their youth. 
The range of subjects is so varied 
that there is something for practi- 
cally any kind of specialized collec- 
tor. Every year thousands more of 
these cards of both eras are being 
rescued from their hiding places to 
grace collector’s albums and gladden 
collectors’ hearts.
